It has fre¬ 
quently correbted the English aristoq- ^ 
racy, and in a remarkable manner, by * 
the Amgrican Revolution, which was ^ 
occasioned by the resentment of two 
men of great thienf, ^ranklin and 
Paine. Franklin, who had been a prin¬ 
ter, was, when tlie dispute began, a 
post-master in Philadelphia. He was 
sent to England humbly to remonstrate 
on the part of the colonies ; but being 
treated with great insolence and disdain 
by l^EDDEmuHN, then Attornw-Gene- 
ral, I belike, and by,the Kmuse of 
Lords, he, from that day, sought the 
separation which Anally took place. 

At a time when the dispute had not 
attained any very great height, Paine 
induced the colonies to declare them-* 
selves independent. He had bas; an 
Exciseman in England 3 # he had com¬ 
plained of his treatment in his district 3 
he had got no redress; he had humbly 
sought a hearing from the Board of 
Excise 3 tlipy liad instructed thefr clerk 
to insult him 3 and away he went to 
i^iladelphia.

1 
know my talent, 1 know what is due to 
me, 1 know the place allotted me by 
nature, by industry, by knowledge, by 
character; and, being kept out of it, I 
resent the wrong. It signifies nut 
vVhether I can or can not put luy finger 
upon any particular individuals, nor do 1 
want to tlo it: tlie whole boily do me 
wrong, and agaibst the whole I have a 
right to dired my resentment in any 
lawful way, provided my efforts tend, 
hesideS, to the good of my country. It 
Avould be unjustifiable to pull down a 
minister; for instance, if, by pulling 
him down, you injured the country j 
but if, in pulling him do^n, you did 
good to) the country, you ;^ould Hive a 
right to value j'our trlump’'! more highly, 
if the minister were a man who had 
treated you with haughtiness.

the ottnduct or character of this King; 
and that, as an Englishman, 1 should be 
ashamed to show my head, if I were not 
to declare, that I deem his reign ^includ¬ 
ing his regency) to have been the most 
unhappy, for the people, that England 
has ever known, since it first bore that 
beloved and formerly-honoured name. 
In the next Register 1 will attempt a 
sketch of the transactions of his reign, 
and of the part which he, as Prince and 
King, took in those transactions. 

The following letter was sent to the 
Lord Mayor on Saturday morning:

The Lords of the Privy Council as¬ 
sembled at St. .James’s Palace, and gave 
orders for proclaiming his ]>resent Ma¬ 
jesty, who made a declaration to them, 
and caused all the Lords and others of 
the late King’s Privy Council, who were 
then present, to be sworn of his Ma¬ 
jesty’s Privy Council. 

PROCLAMATION OF HIS MAJESTY. 

Monday being appointed for the pro¬ 
clamation of Ilis Majesty William IV., 
the heralds and other persons whose 
duty it was to officiate on the occasion, 
assembled at an early hour at St. 
James's Palace. 


* In thg course of the morning the 
cou^ of the Royal residence became 
crowded with carriages of the nobility 
and Ministers #f State, and the adjoin¬ 
ing streets were filled with spectators. 

The weather was extremely favour- 
abl|, and n^rod igious multitude thronged 
I the streets through which the cavalcade 
was expected to pass. It is seldom that 
such an immense mass of people is seen 
collected together. 

Shortly before 10 o’clock His Majesty 
arrived at the Palace, from Bushy-park. 
The King was/»ltired in deep mourning, 
and wore a blue sash over his left 
shoulder. His Majesty was received by 
the Dukes of Cumberland, Sussex, and

Every avenue and situation in tibe 
neighbourhood of the Palace was 
crowded with individuals desirous of 
witnessing the approaching ceremony. 
Seldom or never has so vast a concourse 
been congregated in the Park and im¬ 
mediate vicinity of St. James’s. 

Precisely at* ten o'clock the Park and ■% 
Tower guns having been tired by sig¬ 
nal, Sir George Nayler, Garter King at ' 
Arms, read the proclamation, announc¬ 
ing the accession of Hft Majesty. 

During this ceremony, His Majesty, 
surrounded by ids ilhistAous relatives, 
and all the great officers of State, pre¬ 
sented himself to the view of his sub¬ 
jects at the Palace window. As .soon as 
he was recognized, the air was rent with 
acclamation^ The King appeared 
greatly aifec^d by this spontaneous and 
unanimous burst of enthusiastic loyalty 
and attacliment, and acknowledged the 
attentions of his people by repeatedly 
bowing. Those who were fortunate 
enough to secure a position near tlie* 
Palace observed that the King waS af¬ 
fected even*‘to tears. • 

The gates of the Palace having been 
thrown open, the procession move<l for¬ 
ward, the life guards who accompanied 
it brandishing their swords, iuid tbe la- 
difs in the balconies and windows of the 
houses contiguous waving their hand¬ 
kerchiefs, amidst a tempest of cheers 
from the multitude, who took off their 
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hats and shouted, “ Long live King Imperial Crown of the United Kingdom 
William IV." of Great Britain and Ireland, solely 


At ten o'clock the processioiF Began 
to move amid the ro%r of the Park 
guns, and the scarcely less noisy accla¬ 
mations of the multitude. * 

On its arrival at Charin»cross. the 
procession moved in the following

It is difficult to concciive any thing 
fiiore imposing than ttie appearance of 
Charing-cross and its immediate viefni- 
ty on the approach of the procession. 
The streets wene lined with spectators 
in thousands,* coaches and vehicles of 
every description choked the way, and 
the houses fr8m basement to roof were 
crowded with persons anxious to witness 
and offer the tribute of their cheer to 
the passing pageant. The ringing of 
the church bells, the disclwrge of ord¬ 
nance, and the shouts of uie mulMtude, 
added greatly to the exc||fement of the 
occasion.' From the Opera-house to 
Charing-cross every position that af¬ 
forded the chance of a view of the cav¬ 
alcade was occupied by clusters of 
*hui^n beings, and the whole scene 
presented an extremely animated ap¬ 
pearance, the^ay dresses ofthe females 
not having been as yet superseded by 
the sombre garb of mourning. 

The procession having halted, the fol¬ 
lowing proclamation was rend:— 

“ Whereas it hgth pleased Alnalg^ty 
God to call to his mercy our late Sove* 
reign Lord King Georgle the Fourth, of 
4JesseU memory, by .whose decease the 


and riglitfully come to the High and 
Mighty •Prince William, Duke of Cla¬ 
rence j we, therefore, the Lords Spiri¬ 
tual and Temporal of this realm,, being 
here assisted witli those»of his late Ma¬ 
jesty’s Privy Council, with numbers of 
other principal gentlemen of'quality, 
with the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Citizens of London, do now hereby, 
with ope voice and consent of tongue 
and heart, publish and proclaim that the 
High imd Mighty Prince William, Duke 
of Clarence, is now, by the death of the 
late Sovereign, of happy memory, be¬ 
come our only lawful and rightful Liege 
Lord William the Fourth, by the Grace 
of God, King of Great Britain and Ire¬ 
land, Defender of the Faith (and so 
forth). To whom we acknowledge all 
faith and constant obedience, with all 
humble and hearty affection, beseech¬ 
ing God, by whom Kings and Queens 
do reign, to bless the Royal Prince, 
William the Fourth, with long and 
happy years to reign over us, 

“ Given, &c. 

“ God savevthe King.” 

At the conclusion, the air was rent by 
cries of “ Long live King William,” 
and handkerchiefs were waved in a 
manner the most loyal and enthlisiastic. 

The procession then moved slowly 
along the Strand towards Temple-bar, 
the gates of which were closed, accord- 
ng to custom. On a herald demanding 
admission in the name of King William 
IV., the gates were opened by the City 
Marshal, jvho conducted the herald to 
he Lord Mayor, who, attended by the 
Sheriffs and other municipal authorities, 
awaited in their carriages the approach 
of the cavalcade. At the end of 
Jhancery-lane, the proclamation was 
gain repeated, and the dwellers east 
if lc®iple-bar afforded satisfactory 
evidence that their lungs and loyalty 
ivere as strong as those of the inha¬ 
bitants of the court end of the metro- 
lOlis. 

At Wood-street, Cbenpside, the pro- 
cAimation was also read, and again at 
the Royal Exchange, under circum¬ 
stances precisely similar to those already 
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described. The last proclamation took 
place ^ Aldgat^. At the conclusion of 
each proclamation, " God • save the 
King’* was played by the state band, 
and the assembliige displayed the ut> 
most enthusiasm. 

Throughout 4he whole of *he ^ine of 
road, the windows and tops of the 
houses were filled with spectators: 
every spot that commanded a bird's-eye | 
viewxef the procession Avas crowded, | 
and the streets presented an i(nmen/>e| 
mass of living matter. The procession j 
was splendid without being gorgteous or | 
extravagant. The assemblage attracted ; 
by it was immense, the Strand from 
Charing-cross to Temple-bar presented | 
the appearance of a sea of heads ; and j 
we may say that few public ceremonies 
within the memory of the present gen¬ 
eration have been received with more 
distinguished marks of enthusiasm and 
interest.

In short, the position 
is false; and there is no Foundation fur 
the assertion, diat a man’s being a good 
husband has a tendency to enable him 
to be, with impunity, bad in other re¬ 
spects. 

If this doctrine of the Scotch Doctor 
were true, what a shame that for so 
many ages writers and orators have 
been abusing poor Heliogabalus, for 
instance. This man, or, rather, this 
monster; this beast-like Emperor, used 
balm in his lamps, filled his fish-ponds 
with rose-water, wore the most costly 
garments, never wore any garment but 
once, and changed his wonmn pretty 
netu'ly as often as his dress.

DISSOLUTION OP PAJiLlAMiSNT. 

On Thursday .the ^I9th of June,the fol¬ 
lowing message was delivered to the two 
Houses of Parliament from the King 

« \YILLIAM, R. 

'fhe King feels assured that the 
" Houstf of Lords entertains a just sense 
" of the loss which his Majesty and the 
‘ country have su.stained by the death 
‘ of the bate King, his Majesty’s la- 
‘ mented brother, and that the House 
‘ of Lords sympathises with his Majesty 
in the deep affliction in which his 
' Majesty is plunged by this mournful 
event. The King having taken into 
his serious consideration the advanced 
period of the Session, and the state of 
the public business, feels unwilling to 
recommend the introduction of any 
new matter, which, by its postpone¬ 
ment, would tend to the detriment of 
tlic ]mblic service. His Majesty has 
adverted to the provisions of the law 
which decrees the termination of Par¬ 
liament witiiin an early peric^ after 
the demise of the Crown, and his Ma¬ 
jesty being of opinion that it will be 
most conducive to the general con¬ 
venience and to the public interests of 
the country to call, with ns little de¬ 
lay as possible, a new Parliament, his 
Majesty recommends to the House of 
Lords tOeBiake such temporary pro¬ 
vision as may be requisite for the 
public service in the interval that may 
elapse between the close of the pre¬ 
sent Session and the assembling of a 
new Parliament." 

Upoathe address in answer to this 
[neast.ge,ethere was a good deal of de¬ 
bating .jn the House of Lords, and in 
.’other place too ; and, finally, divisions 
ook place in botif Houses in favour of 
the Ministers. I should have been 
puzzled to know what this message 
meant; for why should the matter, if 
introduced, be postponed ? why might 
not the Parliament sit till it had decided 
on the matter ? why not sit for a couple 
of months longer i 1 have known it sit 
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till nearly the end of August; and the 
.weather is not so very hot, 1 ara sure. 

The truth is, the Minister; had two 
great questions to bring forwiqrd, which 
must have been brought forward if the 
Parliament had continued to sit; 
namely, tlie Civil List and tl\^ R^ency; 
for, if this Kingprere to die to-morrow, 
there drould be neither King nor reign¬ 
ing Qneen ; but an infant, and she, too, 
without a Regency. The Parliament 
must be dilsolved within six months 
and, for the purposes just mentioned, it 
must be called together again*as soon 
as re-elected. Our Prime Minister, 
therefore, pretty closely pressed by his 
antagonists, whose patience in waiting 
for good things seems to be nearly worn 
out, thought it better, I suppose, to 
stand his chance with a new Parliament 
than with this old one; and then, he 
gets rid of his Irish stamp duties and 
of all the difficulties; of all the motions 
and lotions and potions that the divers 
doctors were preparing for him and 
friend Govlbovun. 

To the public this is a matter of no 
consequence at al|; not the least in life. 
It is of far less consequence. to this 
nation than is the weather of this one 
day, for .that is wanted to be fine, in or¬ 
der that 1 may have the weeds killed in 
a field of mangel-wurzel, and that kill¬ 
ing is of a vast deal more importance to 
the whole English nation, than is this 
matter of speedy dissolution or deferred 
dissolution. But there is a matter con¬ 
nected with this; namely, the RE¬ 
GENCY, which is of real importance to 
the country, and. respecti^ which the 
people ought to make up their minds 
decidedly, and as speedily as the nature 
of the case will admit. 

We have only to look back a little to 
be satisfied that the party that u^d to 
call themselves the Whigs, but that 
now appear to have fi>rme^ a sort of 
coalition with all sort of partisans, had 
this Reglnby in view when they made 
such a fuss and such a blustering, some 
weeks back, in eulogizing the conduct 
of the Prince of Saxe Coburg, and 
whom, for brevity-sake, 1 will cq|J‘ 
Coburg. I read all that correspondence 
with great core, and the result, in my 
mind, was, that he had been prevailed 
upon, by the opponents of the Ministry, 


to remain in tills country, in order to be 
made fPegent, or to be placed at the 
head qf a Regency, in case of the death 
of the late King; for, observe, there 
was no objection on his part to go to 
Greece, ititil it was discovered that the 
late Kin^ was seriously ill. When that 
Win discovered; and when it was daily 
to be expected that there would be but 
one life, and that a tolerably aged one, 
too, between the reigning King, and an 
infant not twelve years of age, it would 
become absolutely necessary to appoint 
a Regency. All at once we saw a for¬ 
midable opposition arising against the 
Duke of Wellington, amongst those 
who had been rather friendly to him than 
otherwise. 

It is manifest that this party, which 
we must still call th^ whigs, were con¬ 
fident that the present King would have 
nothing to do with the Duke and his 
Ministry but they had still a dread in 
their minds with regard to the feeling 
towards them of the Duke of Cumber¬ 
land, who would naturally be at the 
head of the Regency, if not the sole 
regent, in case of a second demise of 
the crown, during the infancy of tKe 
Princess, who is at present the pre¬ 
sumptive heiress. Therefore, they were 
preparing beforeliatftl for the security 
and durability of that ^ower and those 
emoluments after whigh they had been 
hungering and thirsting so long. The 
King has disappointed them : he keeps 
the Ministry as he found it; and here 
let us have a word as to tnh prudence of 
so (}oing. It was thought that the Duke 
of Wellington must ^have given him 
mortal personal offence, previous to his 
resigning the office of Lord High Ad¬ 
miral. Now, in the first place, the 
public really knows nothing about that 
matter; but, supposing it to be tha/ 
which was believed by iqany persons, 
and sllfiposing the King to have been 
greatly offended at the time; it is not 
for kings nor for any men having the 
interests of others in their hands, to yield 
to their.passions to the injury of those 
interests. The cmestion is, whether it 
were wise in tnli King to keep the 
present Ministry ot to take in their 
rivals; and here 1 h|ve no hesitation ‘ 
in saying that to do the former wan the 
wise thing. As to a regfird for the in- 
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tcrests of the people; as to a %ling re,- 
spcctinf^ Parliamentary Reforirf; as to 
every thing in which the righ^ cand 
liberties of tite people are involved, the 
parties are upon a perfect etpiality. 
Then, as to the managemet^t of the 
nation's concerns, and particularly its 
pecuniary concerns, what yi* ther» of 
unfitness in the one which we do not 
lind in the other? The ivltirquis of 
Lansdowuc, Lord Holland, in short, 
the whole of them, have been as much 
engaged in producing the mischievous 
measures as any of those that ^re in 
power. There is not a man of them 
who has nut had his share in all the 
blunders and in nil the mischiefs, tjo 
that, ns far as relates to these things, 
one set was just ns good as the other. 

But the Whigs* are committed to 
certain things to which those in power 
are not committed. I am aware that 
tlie best'Cunstructed skiff that ever swam 
uixm the waves cannot tack about more 
sudderfly and w'i th less ceremony than they 
can ; but they were pledged to several 
things distinctly: amongst others, the 
Retibrd disfranchisement Bill; the mak- 
dfig of a partial reform in Parliament; 
the taking off the raalt-tax; the making 
of real reforms in the laws j the bring¬ 
ing to account holders of public 
charities; the-abolition of the law in¬ 
flicting death* for the crime of forgery; 
the interfering ^o prevent S|>ain from 
making war on Mexico: to these things 
they stood pledged, and they stand 
pledged; anti one of two things would 
have taken place j they would have 
acted upon these pledges, and whuld 
thereby have loosened several screws of 
the system ; or they would have broken 
their pledges, and have rendered the 
country still more disgusted than it now 
is with the conduct of men in power. 

’ £ithcr way they would have given the 
system a blovr; a Fresh and # heavy 
blow, which, by lying quiet under the 
present Ministry, it escapes. 

But over and above these considera¬

STATE OF IREUND.c 

The following was the state of Ire¬ 
land at the very moment when Peej^ 
and Dr. Black were extolling the pros- 
perity of the " mild and bmejficent 
reign ” of George the Fourth, who even 
then lay dead and unburied. 

(Further particulars frum the Limerick 
Chronicle.) 

Tbit title conveys but a very faint idea of 
the al#niing crisis which has unfortunately 
arrived, or, more clearly speaking, of the 
frightful state uf disorganisation in which this 
city was pluugcd, from au early hour yester¬ 
day tnoriiiug, until three or IViur u’clcick in 
• the afternoon. Life and property seemed 
equally insecure under the reckless dominion 
of an infuriate multitude. 

All our readers arc sensil>le that the grea' 
mass of the populatitfn of Ireland exists almos' 
exclusively on thespotatu root, and its scarcity 
at this season of the year usually adds to the 
distress uf the lahturing classes. The genera' 
substitute then is oatmeal, and the increase* 
demand fur this article of consumption wa; 
sure to cause an advance of price to the 
buyer. In tliis instance the rise drew forth 
loud and indignant murmurs from the popu¬ 
lace. Symptoms of au eruption, too plqin to 
be mistaken, were soon manifested, and the 
first indication of'aCtual violence was an at¬ 
tack upon five car-loads of oatmeal, in Castle- 
street, coming in to Mr. Caswell, of George’s 
quay. 

'I'ne carts were surrounded in au instant by 
^ furious mob of men, women, and children, 
who seised and carrien off ev#iy bag of oat¬ 
meal. The tosciu was now sounded, and the 
signal was cauji^it. up like magic in the must 
remote quarters of the city. Every distant or 
obscure lane and alley poured forth in over¬ 
whelming masses, almost half-naked, their 
dense pupulatiuci. Thus congregated in thou¬ 
sands, they were seen flying through the 
streets with shouts and huztas in all the ar- 
di>ur of boundless euthu^asm. Business watf, 
of course, suspended in their route, and all 
shops closed up at once. The most active in 
this outrageous multitude were females, and, 
tbennost eager, too, iu tne attack of property.; 
A,fkr tlie plunder in ‘Cnstle'Street, a furious | 


mob rushed over the New Bridge ^waida 
Artbur’s-quay, where a sail-boat was fading 
oatmeal for Kilrush, in which district the poor 
were also' siffering from want. 1 bey plun¬ 
dered a great pant of the cargo, but the police, 
who had been out at an early hour, succeeded 
in protecting four car-loads of it for the pro¬ 
prietor. A coiintlesB multitude now made for 
Mr. Hogan’g mills, onthedAnal, which they 
took by storm, after smashing to atoro^s evey 
pane of glass in the windows. A scene of the 
most pr 4 »fligate waste was here witnessed, 
upwards of 200 bags of flour having been de¬ 
stroy^ or carried away, besides some hun¬ 
dred loaves of bread from the bakery. 

Even the very dough was taken off, and 
more trampled upon and totally spoiled. The 
flour was distributed in the females aprons, 
»owns, and even caps, the men and boys fi'md 
their hats with the plunder. Not satisfied with 
completely gutting this extensive concern, in 
mere wantonness thsy broke and destroyed 
ihe extensive inachiuerv o! the miHt thus ren¬ 
derings the establishment perftf'tly useless fur 
many days. The army would vainly attempt 
to stem the torrent, yet so desperate were the 
rioters, as to render any effectual check wholly 
useless, except at a dreadful sacriiice of hu- 
man life. About this time a numerous party 
forcibly hoarded a sail-boat from Askeaton at 
the Long-dock, and carried away every bag 
of flour the vessel contained. While the 
plunderers worked away on the quay side, 
row boats from the North Strand pulled up to 
assist the attack, and in half an hour all the 
property had vanished. The number of bags 
was fiO. . . , 

General Sir Edward Blakcney had the Dra¬ 
goons, Rifles, and the .')6th Regiment out in 
detacliments, early in the day, placing guards 
upon the banks, public offices, and merchaiita* 
stores. The Mayor was likewise indefatigable, 
moving every disposable force he could em¬ 
ploy to the points of attack, and exposing 
himself iu many situations of danger. 1 be 
immense crowd of rioters, in order to facili¬ 
tate their operations, soon divided their forces, 
and separated in various directions, to elude 
the vigilance of the military. A violent assault 
was made up6n Mr. P. Oabbett’s store, on Sir 
Harry's Mall, though happily it did not suc¬ 
ceed, sledges and stones having been emplm- 
ed without success. At this place, and at Mr. 
Hogan's mills, the military were pelted} and 
some of the dragoons’ helmets struck off. 
The loss, however, was only^ momentary, and 
though such gross provocation was used, the 
forhearani^ of the military was admirable. 
The notice of the mol)S was now directed to 
several shops and cellars in the Old Town, 
which they robbed of bread, pork, and other 
rovisioas. They attacked the stores of Mn 
John N. Russell, in Henry-street, but wi^out 
sffect; they were vigorously defended. They 
ikewiae surrounded the bacon stores of Mr. 
Hifatterson in Roche’s-street, pud thundered 
awsy at the gates for some time, until the 
srrival of a military party. Then the rioters 
truck off in anotlier direction. In fact, it 
would be a diflii^ult task to follow them in all 
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their disorderly aots, or to eouinentte the 
variety outrages upon private property. 
Suilice it to say,* the larite bakeries of Mr. 
Roche, in Brunswick'Street, Mr.* iSrson, in 
Catherioe-street, Mr.Lyons, inThoians-street, 
and Mr. G. T. Hill, in Catherine-street, were 
plundered of tlieir contents,' and the loaves 
iflto the street. In addition to t^is, the 
bread carts, whici supply the rethilers, were 
arrested on their way, and forcibly emptied of 
their burden. A violent rabble of all sexes and 
a^es rushed into the Butter Wei^h-house, the 
only emporium for that ^reat article of export, 
and carried otf, in 'spite of every obstacle, at 
least 50 firkins of butter, the property of dif* 
ferent persons. Must of this was recovered 
soon afterwards by the laudable exeMions of 
individuals. Mr. Shea’s store, near the Ord¬ 
nance barrack, was taken possession of; and 
to prove it was not altogether food the rioters 
were in search of, they removed the coarse 
salt out of the concerns. 

Mr. M'Namara’s store in Denmark-street, 
and Mr. Shea's bacon store, Williaiii>8treet, 
were burst open, and a great quantity of pro* 
visions, iucloding pork beads, hams, and 
flitches of bacon and lard, swept away by the 
invaders. Mr. Paniiatyne’s store was also 
plundered of its contents. A provision store 
of a person named Cusack, in Pump-lane, 
was rulihed by the mob, and a store of Mr. 
Nash, ill Sexton-street, of several firkins of 
butter. An attempt to break in the provision 
stores of Mr. John Kelly, in Mardykc, besides 
those of other merchants, did not succeed. 
Towards three o’clock the popular tumult be¬ 
gan to subside, the pfltcautions of the Mayor, 
Magistrates, and General Blakeney having 
met the rioters in almost every quarter of their 
route. About this hour a small party of the 
fiOth Rifles were dreadfully pelted with stones 
on Geurge’s-quay; after making a prisoner, 
they fired upon their assailants, and a simple 
Country fellow who brought potatoes into town 
in the morning was shot through the knee. 
One of the balls struck the front of Mr. Bur- 
rough’s house, exactly opposite our office. He 
was immeihately removed to the County In¬ 
firmary. This unfortunate man has since suf¬ 
fered amputation of the limb abovi the knee. 

A special meeting was now convened by tiie 
Mayor at the Exchange, resolutions were 
jiassed reprobating the disturbances, and a 
liberal sum of money subscribed to purchase 
oatmeal fur sale to the people at a reduced rate. 
This seemed to allay the popular agitation, 
but while the meeting was being held, 
powerful mob attacked the Ballyclogih mills, 
and plundered the concern of every thing 
valuable, sweeping the lofts of even the raw 
grain. 

We subjoin a list of the casualties that oc¬ 
curred during the day: Patrick Kelly, Johtf 
Enright, and Michael Molony, gun-shot 
wuiiiids, dangerous; Michael Hay, severe 
contu.sioQ; Patrick Walah and Michael Fiinn, 
ditto; these are in the hospital. The first 
three were wounded by shots fired in defence 
of merchants’ stores.

afid priva/l property agitia be submitted to 
the grasp of the spoiler, we tell the respect¬ 
able ii>l#hitantB it can only occur through 
their own culpable apathy, %ant of union, and 
manly energy. Tlie Mayor is most anxious to 
have the supfiort of a strong civil power, and 
fur that pu^ose swore in a number of special 
coosmbles yesterday. Let the citizens in their 
I own mefe^cl^cu-operate with the authorities, 
extremitUiwmay be then avoided, and tlie eflua 
I sion of blood prevented ; t^erwise, they may 
assure tlxonselvus, the consequences will be 
of a most disastrous character, for these out¬ 
rages caunot be repeated with impunity. For¬ 
bearance will but invite insult and aggression. 

Let it not be forgotten that all this 
devastaiSion will eventually fall upon the 
city and libertiA, and tba#beavy present¬ 
ments for the losses already sustained 
will be sent before the Grand Jury next 
Assizes. The military are harassed, and the 
garrison were under arms all last night. 
The Riot Act was read yesterday, but no shots 
were fired by tlie army, unless in the solitary 
case above noticed. Several charges with 
fixed bayonets were made on the crowd, but 
no injury resulted. All public-houses were 
closed up at nine o’clock last night, by order 
of the Mayor, aud notice given for all pq|sons 
to bn in their houses before that hour. The 
evening aud night passed over in tranquillity, 
may we hope it will not be interrupted this 
day ! A patrol of cavalry p.traded the streets 
until an advanceiil hour this morning. Som^ 
persons were detected last night offering for 
sale part offthe meat and butter taken from 
the stores. 

The victuallers in Dcnmark-strect Market 
beiiaved with great resolunoii, and stopped a 
large part of the provision if hicli was being 
abstracted from the concerns of Mr. M'Na- 
mara. * 

The figure ami aspect of the women in 
emerging from the stores were of the most 
ludicrous character. So bedaubed were they 
with flour, head, face, and clothes, so ridicu¬ 
lous was the plight in which they ran through 
the stwets, and so disordered their dress, as 
to resemble, in truth, rathe^a horde of wild 
Indians than a number of civilized beiugs. 

The Guard on the Dublin Mail from hence 
yesterday was doubled by the postmaster here. 

The bread carts from the various bakeries 
drove through the town this morning, escorted 
by small detachments of military. ' 

It is a jeuiarkabie circumstance that nft 
rioting whatever took place in^e streets after 
the military party had fired and wounded the 
countryman on the New Bridge. 

Several ruffians took a most unworthy ad¬ 
vantage of the disordered state of yesterday. 
They liad th» audacity to enter some grocery 
and spirit shops, carry!ii^away whisky, cheese, 
aud otlier articles, whicii the owners did nut 
flare refuse them. 

The loss of property resulting from this 
wholesale pillage is estimated at 5,000/., g 
Yen moderate coniputatioq. 

Guards were fixed upon aU the merchants* 
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stores, ibe public bakeries^ and p^a*oi&ces> 
last ni/'bt. 

'J'he Msyor regained up all iii(cl>^> ftgard- 
less of all personal comrurts, while the pro¬ 
perty of bis fellow-citizens was iu the slightest 
danger ^

Barn-Elm Farm, IStA Julf, 1830, 
Mav rr PLBASK Your Majkstv, 

1 HAVR frequently addressed, in this 
same publication, letters to two kings 
before you, and to ten successive prime 
ministers. For nearly twenty-nine years, 
with the e.\ception of the twelve weeks 
that it required to convey me across tlte 
sea, out of the reach of Sidmoulh, Cas> 
tlerengh, Oliver, and their like, I have 
written and published one of the.se Re¬ 
gisters; during which time, I, the 
writer of them, have passed two years 
in a felon's jail, for expressing my in¬ 
dignation at the flogging of^Englishmen 
in England, under a guard of Hanove¬ 
rian bayonets; I have paid a thousand 
pounds in fine to your father, it being 
received by your brother, in his behalf; 
and I have been held in heavy bonds 
for seven years. I have been two years 
and a half in exile, to avoid ^dmouth’s 
dungeons, under the operation of a total 
suspension of all the laws protecting 
the freedom of our iiersons. Two acts 
have been passed, manifestly intended 
to put down this publication; and, my 
belief is, that in various ways, a • 
lion of money has been expanded for the' 


same purpose, btill it lives, and its 
author lives; and while, from the good* 
ness of Gngl, he has health and strength, 
he has seen his powerful persecutors 
fall 'one &£ter another, and in almost 
every iifktance, in a manner out of th^ 
usual coursi; one by tlte pistol of an 
enraged individual; one by his oioit 
knife-, others in a manner not a great 
deal less signal; and here nin 1 still, 
blesse^i with health to witness their fall, 
and with vigour and t^ent to record 
their character and their deeds, and to 
send the record down to olir children's 
children.

My prayers 
were not attended to; and all the dread¬ 
ed consequendVs are come ! • Yes, all to 
the very letter, ll'e had a jester for a 
minister of foreign affairs, and he, the 
bawling Canning, “ called the new 
world into existence,” long after the 
United State.s had, in fact, got posses¬ 
sion, or mastership, of the best of it; 
and here we are now listenid^ to Mr. 
Peel's praises of the American Govern¬ 
ment and Minister; crawling to them 
Us a well-bred spaniel does to its master, 
while he is loading his gun ! To this are 
we come, not at tost, but to begin with !

; On me subject of paper-money and

been duly 'Earned of the dangets into 
which iney would plunge the country ; 
of the mi'chiefs that they would pro¬ 
duce ; and still they have proceeded in 
their course. I dare say, that you are 
now tftld, that^here is no distress in the 
country; that it is merely a |)assing 
cloud that hangs in the air; and thus 
you, if you reject, or do not see, tliut 
which 1 address to you, will lie (old till 
the storm burst, ainktill the thunder¬ 
bolt fall. Upon this subject, your Ma¬ 
jesty ought to be informed of the con¬ 
duct of the Government of tiie United 
Stales of America, with regard to that 
infamous thing called paper-money. 
The House of llcprcscntalives have, 
very recently, passed.tiie following reso¬ 
lutions : 

“Rbsoi.vbo,—T hat the Constitution 
‘‘ of the United States does not nutho- 
“ rise Congress to estiablish a corporation 
“ with power to m|nulacture 'paper 
“ money, and to circulate it within the 
” limits of the United States. 

“ Resolved, —^That <f such power 
“ existed in Congress, it would be dan- 
“ geroas to exercise it, especially on .so 
“ large a basis os that proposed fur the 
“ Charter of the Bank of the United 
“ StStes. 

“ Resolved, —That paper money, or 
the system of banking, is in its teu- 
“ dency ruinous to the interest of indus- 
“ try, and dangerous to the liberties of 
** the people. » 

" Resolved,— In consequence, that 
this House will not consent to (he 
“ renewal of the Charier of the bank of 
the United States.” 

The Congress has seen the dangers 
and mischiefs that the paper-money, 
and aystefli of banking, have done here. 
Our example opemtes as a warning ; 
and an awful warning it is ! 'i'he sys¬ 
tem was invented for the purpose of 
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making the people abject; for the pur¬ 
pose of keeping them down : if^as done 
it; but at the same time it haLmade a 
debt, \vhich will finally destroy the sys¬ 
tem itself. Yet it cannot be changed 
without lettingin a reform of Parliament. 
It causes thc^ whole of the ponce|^ to 
hang by a thread. Yet it must go on, 
till that thread breaks, or^iscut. The 
country cannot stir in war, as long as 
the system lasts; yet it must go on, or 
there is a general blowing up. It was 
invented to prevent the people from 
being free, to take all power from«them: 
it will end in giving them freedom, in 
putting all th£power into their hands. 

But, above all things, that against 
which 1 warned your brother, the late 
King, with the greatest earnestness,'was, 
his suffering of hVs authority and name 
so to be used, as to give the people 
reason to believe that he was himself 
an enemy to a reform of the Parliament ; 
that he himself approved of the selling 
of seats ; that he himself approved of 
the measures adopted to screen and 
favour the Boroughmongers 3 that he 
himself wished the people to be taxed 
without their own consent 3 that he 
himself was in favour of rotten boroughs, 
and of all those corruptions which have 
brought such * great and numerous 
calamities upob the country. Upon oc¬ 
casions, when^ any act, hostile to the 
people, was brought forward, it was 
always under pretence, that the people 
wanted to injure the King in some way 
or other! Hence the new treason act, 
which in fact gave the king no addi¬ 
tional protection at all 3 but under pre¬ 
tence of better protecting Am, clauses 
were slipped in, making it high treason 
to attempt to overawe either House of 
Parliament! This act, which was first 
^ brought in by the old sinecure fellow, 
G,aENVii.LE, also made it high treason 
to imagine thi'.,deatli of the Ministers! 
And under this act Mr. Thistlewood 
and companions were put to death in 
1820. But, in I 8 I 7 , this act was ex- 
irndedf on the ground of a necessity for 
better protecting tlw life of Prince 
Regent. The act v^as entitled “ An Act, 
** fur the safety and preservation of the j 
person of his Royal Higlmcss the 


** Prince Regent, against treasonable 
“ practices and attempts.** Sc, there 
he stood^before the world, a person so 
thought,, of by a part, at least, of the 
English'people, that a new and terrific 
law was thought necessary to save him 
from ^esti[uction by their hands! What 
a ligh^t for a King of'’England to be 
viewed in! What a light wherein to 
be exhibited to his own people and to 
the world! What an outrag^us slander 
on that people, or what an imputation 
on him'! 

1 beseech your Majesty to look at the 
natural inference to be drawn from this 
act. The ostensible object is to protect 
the person of the Regent against the 
violent hands of some, at least, of the 
people. Well, then, as no such act was 
ever passed before the reign of George 
III., this act was wholly unnecessary 3 
or, the King and the Regent mre more 
disliked by the people than < 1 ^ former 
King of England ever had been! We 
ourselves knew, that the act was wholly 
unnecessary 3 but how was the world to 
know that ? The King and the Regent 
Imd, successively, given their assent to 
these acts 3 and we were not to be sur¬ 
prised if other nations gave them credit 
for knowing what was necessary to their 
own preservation. 

Does your Majesty, who has seen the 
people, and who knows them well, think 
these new treason laws necessary to the 
safety of your person? I am sure that 
you do not. I am quite sure that you 
do not think that any law is wanted to 
protect you, that was not thought ne¬ 
cessary to protect the Plantagenets, the 
Tudors, and the Stuarts. And obe thing 
tliat we hope for, at your hands, is, that 
you will call upon the Parliament to 
take from us all the stigma which those 
acts imply. It is very right, that the 
crime of high treason should be most 
Beverely„punished 3 because the mischief 
it may cause is so terrible and so exten¬ 
sive 3 but, surely the law, which had 
stood from the reign of Edward HI., 
was enough! And I do hope, and thou¬ 
sands hope, that you will begin your 
reign by disclaiming all wish for greater 
security than that law gave 3 and if the

change of any sort; as a dutiful, though 
not fawning, subject of your Majesty, I 
beseecK ypu to reflect, that it was the 
squanderings of the French court, which, 
more than any other cause, produced the 
terrible revolution in that country; I 
beseeqh you to believe,that the whole 
of the people of England, only excepting 
those who live on the taxes, now 
anxiously wish success to the people of 
France against their Government; I be¬ 
seech you to look at the effect of the 
exampli of the American Government ; 
to consider, that your brother, the late 
King, IN EACH OF THE 47 YEARS, 
on an average, after he became of age, 
cost this natioik more than all the Pre¬ 
sidents of America have cost, in. the 40 
years that that Governm&iif has existed ; 
and to consider also, how that republic 
has towered up under that cheap Govern¬ 
ment I 1 beseech your Majesty to think 
of these things; to be convinced that 
the world is not now in the humour to 
be ruled for the sole beneflt, or sport of 
the rulers. The example of America is 
a light like the sun : and all the world 
beholds it. In all my experience, great 
as it has been, I have never witnessed 
effect so great and so general as that 
produced by the speech, in which Sir 
.Tames GnAtiAM made the comparison 
between our expenses and those of the 
American Government. “ A republic ! 
a republic! ’’ was sounded in my ears, 
from town to town, wherever I went. 
I beseech your Majesty to think of these 
things, and not to be lulled by soft 
sounds. The country is tranquil; but 
it is the tranquillity of anxious expecta¬ 
tion ; ruin stares every man in the face ; 
every man, not living on the taxes, wants 
a change; men do not stir, because all 
feel that ho liii/e change cun be of any 
use; the magazine of discontent is full 
to the brim ; the match only is wanted. 

“ But,” some one will ask, “ what can 
‘ th" King do with this aristocracy, who

&c., for Members of the^ljause of 
Commons, as in 1808 ; they wilt have 
tlie pensions of Burke stilf paid, of 
2,500/. a year, though Burke lias been 
dea*d more Umn .30 years: thyy will 
have us pay about O'O i/mbassadors 
and the like, though we employ only 
about 15 j they wi//have these things; 
and xchat can the King dol Tltey 
have the majority ; they can refuse 
him even bread and cheese; aifd, there¬ 
fore, he can do nothing without their 
consent.” 

This, may it please your Majesty, 
is the general talk, and has been ever 
.since 1 can recollect; and it is very 
true, that, as long as the Parliament is 
composed as' it iww is, the King can do 
nothing effectual for his people. But 
cannot he change that composition ? 

Oh, no! ” .some one will say; for 
“ they will pass no law to make a re- 
“ form." Will they not ? What, then, 
they are gods, I suppose. Ah ! if your 
Majesty were but to see your ttve in¬ 
terests ; were but to resolve to call your 
people to your aid, how soon these gods 
would become very modest men ! But 
how are you to go to work ? These gods 
will not pass a law to make a reform. 
Won't they ? Let us see. 

A few days hence the country will be 
raging, from one end to the other, with 
bribery, corruption, perjury, fraud, lies, 
dru' kenness, and infamies of all sorts, 
meriting the most awful judgments of 
God. While these are going on, your 
Majesty, sitting in the tranquil shades of 
Busuv, reflecting on the tfedless boun¬ 
ties of God to this land, and in the 
midst of all these jy^unties, seeing your 
industrious people in ruin, in misery, in 
rags, and hearing of some of them ac¬ 
tually starved to death j seeing new jails 
and madhouses every where rising up j 
seeing the criminals augmented in 
number tenfold since you were born: 
th is reflecting and beholding, and con¬ 
sidering also, that if kings be God’s 
vjcegcrents, to God they are answerable 
for the well-governing of the people 
committed to their cha%ej thus con¬ 
sidering, you would, to be sure, ask 


jiourself what could have produced such 
a change iu such a coun^ and such a 
peopled The question would instantly 
be answered, when you saw sixty 
millions a year were now wrung from 
the induitry of the people, instead of 
the^iijht millions that they paid in the 
year in taliihh your Majesty was born. 
This wouULlead you to nslfi<4be cause of 
this fkiirful increase of burdens; and 
this cause ypu would instantly trace to 
acts and votes of Parliament; and these 
you would as quickly trace to the want 
qf^pqfcer in the people to choose those 
ti ho imposed the burdens upon them. 

And thus clearly seeing the source of 
all the evils, of all the dangers that now 
stare us in the face; clearly seeing that 
the country is howfd down, that all fo¬ 
reign nations are pfeparing to pounce 
upon her; that she dares not hoist a 
sail while the Russians and French and 
Americans are manifestly settling on 
the division of the .spoil of her power; 
clearly seeing that this feebleness arises, 
at bottom, from the want of a due re¬ 
presentation of the people in Parliament, 
what have you to do but to cause that 
due representation to be restored? “But,” 
says some one, “ those who fill the seats 
now, would not pass a law to do this.” 
Would not they! O tluit your Ma¬ 
jesty would but try them ! 1 beseech, 
1 pray, I implore you to try the worthies. 
Let them finish theii^ “ elections," as 
they call them; then instantly call them 
together; make no speech to them, but 
merely send them a message in some¬ 
what the following words ;— 

“ The King inform's the House of 
Commons [the same to the 
“ Lords], that he has 'called them 
“ together for one important pur- 
“ pose, and for that purpose only. 
“ Upon coming to the throne, he 
“ finds, from a carjifijl e.tamination 
“ into the state of his kingdom, 
“ whether in its foreign relation- 
“ ships or in its domestic concerns, 
“ that there has been for many 
“ ySars great mismanagement; 

► “ that the cdtmtry has sunk in the 

“ eyes of the world;* and that his 
“ people are in a state of rain and 
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beggary, such as was nem known 
to their fathers. The I^g has 
traced these sad and disgheiMful 
effects to the want of a full, free, 
and fair representation of the 
people in the Commoits House 
of Parliament; and, J^hetpeforeJV'he 
recommends to the two Houses 
to pass a law to <enable the 
people at large freely to choose 
the members of the- Commons 
House, excluding from the righ 
of voting no roan who has at* 
tained the age tif twenty oife, 
who is of sane mind, and who 
has not been legally convicted of 
an infamous crime.” 

Clap W. R. ^at^ the bottom of <Aa/, 
and then we should see whether they 
vJouM pan the law ! Pass it! aye would 
they, and with double diligence! They 
would, without a dissenting voice,jthank 
you for your gracioue message, express 
their gratitude to you for the wise sug¬ 
gestions contained in it, and promise to 
set about the work with all zeal and 
industry; and they would keep the pro¬ 
mise too. 

Now, may it please your Majesty, the 
whole of the people do say, and will say, 
as follows : 1 .

1 wish your reign 
to be, and it may be, long and pros¬ 
perous and happy, it being for the good 
of us all that it should be such. With 
perfect sincerity, and with becoming 
respect, I have given you my opinions 
and advice. 1 pray God that you may

If you have read, as I am to siiiiposc 
^ you have, my Register of the of 
.lime, you will want little, or, rather, no¬ 
thing more, to convince you, that all, 
yes all, that you have heard relative to 
the eruelties, practised on the Blacks, 
is a tissue of lies i lies systematically 
propagated by artful knaves, in order to 
delude persons who are of good and 
kind disjiositions, and this for the sole 
purpose of giving popularity, power, 
and, in various ways, profit, to those 
artful knaves. Tliere are, however, 
certain other proofs of the e<istenee’of 
this lying system, to which I m.iy ««o- 
//ler time advert; but at present, it is 
my business to my charge 

against the Anti-Slavery crew; and this 
charge is, 1. That they show no desire 
to better the lot of the svfi'erina peo¬ 
ple of England; and,*2. That, by their 
schemes in the cause of what they call 
humanity, they have added greatly to 
the sufferings of the people of England, 
This is my main ground of hostility 
to this aim. f care, comparatively, 
little about the West-India ])roprictors^ 
or merchants : it is unjust, to be sure, 
that they should be robbed and belled; 


but they hi^e never been on the side of 
the people in their struggle with the 
borough-viHain#; and, therefore, wa 
are not bounti to entertain any particular 
desire that tli6 system which they have 
supported, may not prove their ruin. 
But this is not the matter that ought to 
engage our attention; that matter is, 
that this anti-slavery crew avail them¬ 
selves 5f the pi^vver which they obtain 
by their hypocritical pretensions, to do 
injury to ms / This is the great matter 
that 1 have in my eye; and ifl make 
this matter clear to you,^you will, of 
course, withdraw your GSuntenanccfroin 
these hypocrites. I begin, then, with 
the first prujiosition of my charge. 

1. That the crew sham no desire to 
better the lot of the sujferiny people of 
England. Brougham had the auilacity, 
at their last public meeting, to assert 
that they were eminent for their com¬ 
passion and clforts in favour of the suf¬ 
ferers ill England. 1 called on him to 
say, whether any one of them had ever 
interfered to prevent EngUaliirien from 
being compelled to diyaw carts and 
wagons like horses; to ^irevent them 
from being imprisoned and whipped 
(without trial by jury) fouhvliat is called 
poaching, and for the slightest trespass; 
whether any one of tlieni had ever inter¬ 
fered to prevent the new law of select 
vestries, and the 7iew mode of voting in 
vestriS; which laws have, in fact, made 
the relief of the }ioor rest solely on the 
pleasure of tlie rich; whether any man 
of them ever expressed his horror or in¬ 
dignation at the rcgHlation.s; which gave 
to a poor man three-pence a day to live 
on; whether any soul belonging to them 
ever made the slightest.^iUempt to 
rescue the people of England from llii.s 
horrible state. 1 asked him this, and it 
was impossible for him to answer any 
part of it in the aflirmativ,e. 

But I flow ask him, whether five 
man have not bee% actually starved 
to death, within seven miles of the * 
place of the sittings of the ‘‘ bupan- 
ity” committee r Whether that cou^ 

E 
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mittee were not publicly aVprlseil of 
tills ? Ho must answer in aj^inna- 
tivo i and then come the questions : 

lie, or any of the “ humane” crew, 
ever go to any maojistrate, tit endeavour 
to trace the ca«sc of thcdculh these 
men ? And now, Did iftcy ever hear of 
JioK negroes, or even of on^ negro, being 
found dead, with NOTHING IN HIS 
BOlVfiLS BUT RlELD-bORRKL ? 
“ 'They could not help these deaths.” 
1 do not know that. If they had been 
only one tenth-part as busy in l|phalf of 
the English poor, ns tkey have been in 
behalf of the negroes ; if they had had 
2toor-prulcctbrs, as they have “ dave- 
protectors,” these deaths would not, in 
all probability, have taken place. At 
any rate, tliey^ave taken place, and 
they say not a word about the matter : 
they are as silent as mice 5 they quietly 
leave the horrible cruelly unnoticed 5 
but arc all still melting with woe for 
the fat negroes, for whose provision, 
when unable to work, the laws of the 
islands make the most secure and ample 
provision. 

Then, are they unaware of what is 
doing in the North of England ? Do 
they not kifbw something of the “ /m- 
wdne" rrgulatK>ns of the masters of 
v'hitc slaves, *in that part of this now 
w'rctched country ? There is something 
there going, (tn, which might well stir 
the blood of any thing short of a Nkiio, 
as you will see from the contents of the 
following letter, which I beseech you to 
read with attention. I pray you tp com- 
jiare the situation of these icAi/es with 
tliat of tlie blacks. In Ireland, at tliis 
very moment, the people are fed on 
worse and more scanty food than that 
which the blacks throw away. Tlie 
poor Irish w'ork-people are, in their cold 
country, nearly as naked as the.blacks 
are in theirwcountry, which knows no 
cold. Docs not Ireland present scope 
enough for the exertion of all the hu¬ 
manity of the whole of the human race ? 
And ‘yet these kind souls ^ever turn 
their eyes towards^Ireland, where there 
is more human suffering in any one 
dntjle mimte, than in all the slave- 
eolouMis during a whole year. Ah! but, 
Kien, the irisij / WJ^at a 


pity that they cannot change tke colbur 
of thejr^kins ! But I*am now about to 
put before you the state of the English, 
and inVhat has been called a favoured 
country, too. In a debate, in the House 
of l^ords, some time^go, Loril Eldon 
bragged *of the prosperity of the county 
of I)urham, and ascribed it to the circu¬ 
lation there of the NcotcA one-pound 
notes ! This was profound, to be sure, 
for a mail who had been a cabiiiet- 
ininisfor for thirty years! But let us 
see, then, the treatment of this jarosper- 
ovs county of England : let us see how 
the poor whites are treated there 3 and 
when we have seen that, we shall have 
to put some more questions to the anti- 
slavery crew ; and shall ha\ e to repeat 
again our charge of disregarding the 
sufferings of the jieople of England. 
Head, then, and know what that treat¬ 
ment is.

“ Slit,—You having so frequently, 
“ and .so ablyy exposed to the world, 
“ the miseries to which the present 
“ syatem of Government has reduced 
“ Englishmen, renders it scarcely neces¬ 
sary for any one else to attempt to 
exhibit facts within his knowledge, 
‘ which cause the mind to revolt from 
‘ relicciing, and which our ancestors 
‘ never experienced. Wc have stag- 
‘ gored, God knows, with too much 
‘ reason, at the idea of the married 
‘ labourers in many parts of this couii- 
‘ try, when want of employment has 
‘ driven ^hem to their parish, being 
‘ forcii>ly separated from their wives to 
‘ prevent an increase of children! Hor- 
‘ rid as this is, so contrary to the dic- 
‘ tates of Scripture and of reason, yet 
‘ it is not the only hardship which 
cruelty and avarice have had in store 
for U3, and of which you do not seem 
to be apprised. The county of Durham, 
Sir, from its being peculiarly, favoured 
by nature with rich coal and lead 
mines (Northumberland nqt excepted), 
has not always experienced the same 
extent of depression as other counties 
not so situated 3 in truth, it has been 
proverbially denominated the favour- 
‘ ed spot. But now things are altered. 
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“ Many* thoueatyls of individuals are 
“ employed to work this coal from the 
bowels of the earth, which to life is 
more hazardous than even t>raving; 
the l|}ilIows of the worst of seas j 
some of the s|iaft3 of the collieries 
“ being no less downwards ilian from 
100 to 140 fathom, and the workings 
from which extend as fur as six or 
“ seven miles. These pits, from fou 
air, run a risk of taking fire; and as 
“ many as nearly a hundred men ha\e 
“ been known to be killed at onos. At 
“ other times they are drowned by 
“ water unexpectedly breaking in upon 
them; and there arc minor dangers 
“ out of number. We are frequently 
“ reminded of the hardships of West- 
“ Indian slavery -but what are they to 
** these ? Think of a man buried in these 
dreadful excavations of the eiirth for 
“ twelve hours and more of the day, in 
" tile midst of dump and unwholesome 
“ air, on whom, for several months in 
“ the year, the sun (excepting Sunday) 
“ never shines ! Yet, Sir, such is tlie 
“ force of habit, that these poor crea- 
** tures rc.sted perfectly content with 
“ their awful and unenviable situation, 
“ whilst they could procure a suffi- 
“ ciency of provisions and clothing. 
“ This, unfortunately, they cannot now 
“ do, even by almost double exertion. 
“ They, miserable beings, it would ap- 
“ pear, ns well us the other labourers, 
“ have become loo numerous; they have 
" bred too fast I And now 1 am about 
to relate a circumstance, as regards 
** these men, which even you, Sir, may 
** think incredible, but which Hvouch 
“ to be authentic. The —- is 
“ the proprietor of a part of these coal 
" mines, and consequently several liiin- 
dreils of these poor indivitluals already 
described are in his employment.. Jii 
“ these densely>[)Opu}ated plaees the 
“ parish rates are generally very high ; 

and if it be true, as is alleged, that 
“ there are more hands than necessary 
** to work#the mines, it is not likely 
“ that they will get less. Therefore, 

“ in his opinion, something was to be 
“ done to remedy, or alleviate, the evil, 

“ ns it is termed. And of all abomiti- 
“ able schemes that ever were set on 


foot torture the mind of man, I 
“ shay mve it for you to judge, whe- 
** ther the one which has been proposed, 
“ and acted upon by this man, has been 
“ surpasseefj nay, by any thing ever 
“ invintedgWithin the territories of bar* 
“ bariaus. He, some short time ago, 
“ actually esfnblishcd a rule, or by-law, 
“ that iiay pitman engaged at his col* 
“ lieries marryiny before he arrived at 
“ the age of THIRTY YEARS should 
“ be immediaielg discharged from his 
“ works! And if any Fatheh should 
“ be known to tanciion, or give bis coa- 
sent to, such marriage, he is also to 
“ be discharged! The consequence has 
“ been, that numbers have had to wan- 
“ der about for lubouj^ -for disobeying 
“ this arbitrary ai^ unnatural command. 
“ Here it is. Sir, as in other parts of 
England j the distress pervading the 
labouring classes is attributed to over- 
“ 2 )opulation. Oh ! that this man would 
“ read your Sermon on the Sin op Fob- 
“ nioDiNG Maukiagb ! for it is evident 
he never has; then, perhaps, he 
“ might be led to retrace Ids steps, by 
“ discovering, that when the laws of 
“ England, and of God, g-ave him a 
“ right to take a second wife, after his 
“ first had departed this life, and fhat 
permitted him to be Aarried to her 
long before he was of^age, also be- 
** stowed the same privilege on the 
labouring youth. 

“ These pitmen have given him all 
‘ the weight and wealth which he pos- 
sess«s, and in return, he denies them 
“ what nature, reason, and justice, say 
‘ they have a right to enjoy. More 
‘ than this I cannot say, more wouhl be 
‘ unnecessary, to prove how I abhor 
‘ this wicked scheme, and that I could 
‘ not rest satisfied until 1 eominuni- 
‘ ctlled it to one who is at all times 
‘ rcody to do justice to *flie cause of 
‘ injured English labourers. 

" I am, Sir, 

“ Your obedient servant. 

Brougham, do you happen to kuow 
jf any negro owutn' who treats his slaves 
with severity equal to this ? Did you 
!ver hear, even from the lips of the 
£ 2 
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liars, any account of ncgroed workings 
so hard as these colliers, and ht such t\ 
risk of life j and did you ever hear of a 
negro owner who imposed the punish¬ 
ment of starvation on his slaves for the 
crime of being married’, and phnish* 
ment on the father too, for giving his 
assent to his son’s marriage ! Did you. 
Brougham, ever hear of a thing like 
this, done by a holder of black slaves ? 
Never j and the tendency of the crew’s 
efforts is, to keep these white slaves quiet 
by making them believe, that #.'e black 
slaves are a great deal worse off. That 
is the tendency of your efforts; and 1 
should not be at all surprised, if some 
of even these miserable and degraded 
slaves in the c'>unty of Durham, were 
amongst the petitioners against negro- 
slavery ! 

The gentleman who sent me the 
above letter inserted the name of the 
coal-owner, and gave me his own name 
and place of abode. I learn, also, from 
other sources, that the facts are un¬ 
doubtedly true. Js there not, then, here 
plenty of scope for the exertion of “ hu¬ 
manity ” 1 Are there not here the rights 
of nature violated? Cannot the crew 
send a “ slave-protector " to the county 
of Durham, as easily as to the VVest 
Indies 1 Alas ! the poor fellows in Dur¬ 
ham are not black; and, which is worse, 
nothing is to be got by the taking of 
their part! 

On the 13th instant. Brougham, at 
the end of a long and laboured harangue, 
in the t'other place, made the following 
motion: ‘'That the House would, at 
“ the earliest practicable period, take 
" into consideration the most effectual 
“ means of mitigating the condition oj 
“ the slave population in our colonies, 
“ and, finally, of abolishing slavery alto- 

gether ; and that they would firfther 
“ take into consideration the state of 
“ .the West-India colonies, with a view 
“ to amend the administration of justice 
, “ in the Raid colonies." This appears 
to been on affair almost comic •, 
for, -Wfaile' tbe orator was appealing to 
the feelpigfoi his hearers, the hearero 
sUpped g^tfy away from the benches ! 
Doctor 1|i;au1 £ calls it a “most moving" 
^ jtpeeobj aiulsucli, in fact, it appears to 


have been j for at' the close of it, the 
moving orator was left standing with 
only eighty-three hearers, fifty-six of 
whom voted against his proposition ! 
Yes, this thing has got a dpmper; 
people are coming to their senses j they 
are beginning to see, that if this folly 
rage much longer, the islands must be 
lost to this country; and they have not 
yet made up their minds to that loss. 

In the course of this speech Brougham 
stated, that the slave iiopulation was 
gradually diminishing, and that this was 
a proof of their misery. What! when 
we are incessantly told, that the increase 
of the population hete is the cause of the 
people's misery \ How teachers 

of ours blow hot and cold with the 
same mouth ! That which is a sign of 
misery amongst blacks is wanted to 
prevent misery amongst wlutea ! Only 
watch them a little, and you will find 
these people always supplying the anti¬ 
dote to their own poison. 

But there is a remark of Doctor Black, 
accompanying this speech of Brougham, 
which is curious indeed:—“ The people 
of England are heavily taxed for the 
purpose of enabling the West-lndia 
Interest, as it is called, that is, the 
mortgagees of estates in the West 
Indies, to live splendidly in London, 
Bristol, &c., on the proceeds of estates 
cultivated at a loss by slave labour, and 
evidently at a great expense of misery 
to the unfortunate slaves." Curious, 
indeed, that the West Indians should 
live t» splendour on the proceeds of 
estates cultivated at a loss! And to tax 
us fodNAts purpose too! Wiiat! docs 
he mean to say, that the West Indians 
receive the taxes that we pay on the 
sugar, treacle, rum, and coffee ? He is 
hardly so foolish as to believe that. We 
are heavily taxed, to be sure, if we con¬ 
sume 'hesc commodities; but the taxes 
go to the fundtiolders, and to the sous, 
relations, and dependents, of the aris¬ 
tocracy j and not to the owners or mort¬ 
gagees of West-India estat«. No j but 
wc arc taxed pretty heavily besides to 
pay for the anti-slavery projects •, and 
this brings me to the second part of my 
charge against the “ amisdes noirs," or 
friends of the blacks. 
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3. That, hy their schemes in what they 
call the cause of humanity, they have 
added 'greatly to the sufferings of the 
people of England. What do ail our 
ijulTerings arise from } The weight, the 
cruel load, of the taxes: this it is that is 
huinbluig us abroad, and oppressing us 
at home •, this it is that is coj’erin^ the 
working people wth rags, filling the 
jails with them, and killing thousands 
of them by famine, at the same time 
that there is too much clothing in the 
country, and a law to make corp dear! 
Well, then, is it true that these humanity' 
people have caused an additioA to be 
made to this load of taxes? Wc shall see 
that it is j that they yearly make addi¬ 
tions to ti»e load j and that, of course, 
a part of the misery that we behold in 
England is to be ascribed to them, anti 
particularly to WicniSHFoacE, who, I 
always contend, has been the most mis¬ 
chievous man that ever lived in England. 
“ But how,” some one will ask, 
came these people to have the power 
thus to add to the burdens of the na- 
tion} it must surely be some little 
sttm; some insignificantsome 
estimated loss; some absence of gain; 
some indirect charge, that must be 
meant; for surely the Government 
would never expend any considerable 
“ sums of public money merely to hu- 
mour these people?'* Why, one would, 
to be sure, naturally think it impossible 
that any body of persons, called a Go¬ 
vernment, could be guilty of such a 
shameful abuse of their power over the 
purse of the public. When we buy a 
pound of hops, grown in our own coun¬ 
try, we are compelled to pay a duty of 
two-pence on that pound, besideAnother 
penny, at the leest, to compensate the 
grower for his advance of the duty and 
for the expense he is at in consequence 
of the excise-regulations; and now mark, 
we have been compelletl to pay every 
y&xr,for the last twenty-three y\ars, the 
amount of all this hop-duty, and half \ 
as much more, merely to humour, and for 
the benefit of, this anti-slavery crew ! 

' What !”’^ay you, ** pay the money 
out of taxes raised on us!” Yes, pay the 
money out of the taxes raised on us 
and if it had not been for this crew. 


especially WiLBEsroRCE and BaouatfAM, 
wfi need tjot have had a hop-tax during* 
the loBtUwenty-three years; aye, and 
thesG*two men, one by whining and the 
other by bawling, have been the princi¬ 
pal cause (jf this burden j a burden, you 
will understand, that is still going on. 

“ ft''ell,« y^u will say, “ but hour, 
“ tchen, wh&re, for what, under what 
“ pretence ? And how came the Parlia- 

ment to vote the money ?” If you will 
tell me how they came to vote Burkb 
a pension of 2,500 a year for thirty 
years after his death, and to vote it him 
still, 1 will t^ll you how they came to 
vole this money to humour the “ amis 
des noirs.” But as you cannot tell me 
this, excuse me for not telling you hoio 
they came to vote these sums to humour 
the friends of the blacjii^ and lend me 
your patience while I proceed to show 
you that they did do it, that they con¬ 
tinue to do it, and that they will con¬ 
tinue to do it, and that you must, and 
even ought, to continue to pay a tax 
on all the hops that the beer is made of, 
and that the j»oor people in England 
will not dare to raise their own hops in 
their garden-hedges, as long as you con¬ 
tinue to petition against negro-slavery ! 

: Ah ! you stare, do you! This, as the 
I Yankees say, is a horse of another 
colour.” You thought'that you were 
only petitioning againsf tfiie West-In- 
dians, when you were pejjtioning against 
yourselves all the while ; actually peti¬ 
tioning to be taxed, that the “ amis des 
noirs ” might have your money to ex¬ 
pend in the purchasing of popularity 
and pbwer and patronage for themselves. 

But now, to prove the truth of this to 
you. Men do not like to discover that 
they have been dupes; and, therefore, 
you will listen with the hope that I 
shall fail in the proof. That hope will, 
however, be disappointed. I shall make 
the' proof clear as daylight j and I shall 
then leave you foy>e/taw«‘dlul to pay for 
it, just as long as you please. The story 
is a long one, but you must hear it with 
patience. 

When "the false Wiiios came into 
power, they, in 18§6 and ISO?, passed 
laws to put an end to the slave trade j 
that is to say, to the fetching of negroes 
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from Africa ; but, not to put an end io 
• the slavery of those who were already 
in our colonies. We had not right to 
prevent other nations from carrying on 
the trade; but, being at war, we had 
the power; though, as we s|,\aU by-and- 
by see, we have not that power now, 
though we have very solemn freattcswitti 
other powers, binding tnem to refrain 
from carrying it on! Lut before we 
proceed onward further, we must look 
back a little, else we shall not get at 
a clear view of the origin of this waste 
of the taxes, this drain on the sweat of 
poor Englishmen. 

In the year 1781, the “ awts des 
noirs,’’ with WiaBEnroRCE (then a 
member for Yorkshire, and Pitt’s man 
of all work) at their head, conceived 
the project oi Mestablishing a state of 
free blacks on the Western coast of 
Africa, in order to show that negroes 
would work without compulsion as well 
as white people. To eflFect this purpose, 
an act of Parliament was obtained in 
that year to incorporate a company of 
traders, under the name of the Sierra 
Leone Company, to whom the act grant¬ 
ed a tract of country on the Sierra 
Leone River, the mouth of which is at 
about one-third part of the way along 
the coast, from the Straits of Gibraltar 
to the Capg of Good Hope. The first 
batch of settlers consisted, according to 
Dr. Morse, 400 blacks and of 60 
“ white women of loose conduct ”; so 
that those who were not fortunate 
enougii to have black on the skin, had 
it in the character. I'he next batch con¬ 
sisted of 1,500 free blacks front-jVom 
Scotia; tiie very country that Wilmot 
Horton now wants to send Englishmen 
to. These blacks had run away from 
their owners in the United States dur¬ 
ing the war, and had been taken to 
Nova Scotia in our ships. They were 
f eed, and were perishing very fast, as 
is always thl^'case when left to shift for 
themselves j and, therefore, a great ac¬ 
quisition to tlie Sierra Leone Company ! 

Thus set uj) with territories and sub¬ 
jects, you will anticipate, «»f eourse, that 
the Company carried on a roaring trade, 
especially witli the advantage of pos¬ 
sessing the three-score of white prosti¬ 


tutes ! However, the race is not to the 
strong, nor the meed always to the virtu¬ 
ous ; and so it happened here, for the 
Company was, in 1807, in a state io 
abandon its charter and its territory, 
and to leave the dear blacks to shift for 
themselves. And now for one. of the 
Wires Jo,H8. The “ Saints ” formed a 
compact body in the House ; and an act 
was passed (1807) to take the concern 
off the hands of the Company for the 
benefit of the nation ! This was done 
under pretence, that it was necessary to 
give effect to the law for abolishing the 
slave tVade ! Ah! now the amu des 
noirs ” were in clover ! Instead of being 
governors and directors of their own 
property, and that of the fools who had 
taken shares in the concern, they became 
managers for the nation, and fingerersof 
its money ! 

This, therefore, has been a colony 
ever since; and the cost of it to this 
burdened nation, from 1807 to 1859 
inclusive, has been 8,060,531/., in the 
following items:

Never was a nation so duped and abuscc’ 
as this ; but really if the cost could be 
confined to those who jictition against 
negro-slavery, they would richly deserve 
it. 

However, we have not seen half the 
cost yet. There is another great branch 
of it, anotlier great limb of the forked 
tree. Tor the “ amis des noirs ” wanted 
jobs j and therefore they urged the 
making of treaties with Trance, 18pain, 
Portugal, and Holland, binding them 
to abolish the slave trade. These 
treaties provided for commissioners, and 
officers without end. What a glorious 
liarvest for the des noirs" \ I 

need not tell tlie reader that no small 
part of the following, and indeed of 
the former sums, have found, and are 
finding, their way into their hands.

By this time the total is nearer nine 
millions than eight millions, if we in¬ 
clude the expenses of the present year, 
and add various other large sums that 
have beftn voted. However, let us rest 
on the above, taken from offinal pa¬ 
pers, laid before the House {f Com¬ 
mons. Each of the above items would 
supply matter for an indigij^int commen¬ 
tary ; but, at any rate, ike must not let 
the monstrous matter pass without 
some remark. 

The 8ibru.\ LKONEaflTair, besides the 
cash in money, has, since the nation 
took to it, been more costly in lives of 
English soldiers and sailors than any 
)ther part of the Avorld of fifty times its 
population. It is, perha])s, the most 
unhealthy spot on the face of the globe j 
thou.sands upon thousands of unfortu¬ 
nate Englishmen have been sent hither 
as to nearly a ccrtait\ grave j and, 
though Governor after governor and 
regiment after regiment have perished, 
still the mischievous schtme is perse¬ 
vered in to humour, to fatten tlie “ amis 
des noirs ” j for they seem to have, Jin 
fact, the patronage, if not the actual 
profit, of the whole of this enormous 
out-la 3 fof English money. 

And, after all, the sciteme has com¬ 
pletely Jailed; the money has all been 
thrown away, just as the canal-money 
will be in NoA'a Scotia and* Canada j 
but in those countries it Avill do the 
Americans some good, while in Africa 
t is actually flung away to mischief 
to all but the crafty “ ams des noirs 
In 1825, commissioners Avere «ent out 
to this horrible place to inquire into the 
state of the people there. Observe well 
that the dbject Avas to exhibit to the 
AA'orld a proof that FREE blacks would 
Sehave well and be industrious} that a 
bla(^ people would work steadily, with- 
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. out forcCi tvithoiit bodily coercion; lhat 
IS to say, without the weight or the 
sight of tlie whip. Now thci., ypu pe- 
tifjoner about Negro Slavery, read the 
following extract from the Official Jte- 
])ort of these commissioner's. After 
ilescribing the shocking lazine s, im¬ 
moralities, and beastlincsit.of the blacks 
lit “ Free~Toum/’ and iathe rest of the 
.settlement, the commissioners conclude 
ill the following words, every one of 
which I pray you to mark well: “ The 
“ experience of eighteen years would 
“ seem to justify the inference, that 
“ cither the mode pursued with the 
“ view of improving the agricultural 
“ pursuits of the Liberated Africans, has 
not been judicious, or that their cha-

“ IN TIIEMSEbVKS INCONTROVKRTIBLE, 
AND LEAVE LITTLE ROOM TO HOPE,

** MOllG EFFKCTUAL MEASUAF.S, the 

“ adult class of Negroes will be induced 
“ to improve their present condition, 
“ which probably appears to them, 
“ token compared with the past, a state 
“ of considerable enjoyment. Were the 
“ class of pe.sons here alluded to avail- 
able for the purpose, there is great

“ civE LABOUR, foT a limited period, 
“ and exclusively with a view to the 
“ advantage of the Negroes, would be 
found tiic most effectual mode of at- 
taining the end proposed; and it may 
be hoped that its importance would 
“ remove objections to the manner of 
“ arriving at it.” 

Oh, oh ! “ mild and well-regulated 
jeoercive labour!” That is to say, mild 
whipping “ Free-Town ! ” So that, 
after a trial of eighteen years, and after 
an expenditure of seven millions of En¬ 
glish money-, after the loss of many 
thousands of English livesafter seve¬ 
ral treaties, tendii^g to involve us in war; 
after all this for the purpose of putfipg 
an end to negro-slavery in virtue of a 
rmof, that free negroes will worjc as 


well as slaves j after all this it is recom¬ 
mended, that the blacks of, “ Free- 
Towti” should have a*”little “ mild coer¬ 
cion” in order to make them work ! 
And, even after all this, we of thi.s 
borougli-ridden nation are to continue 
to ^oil and to starve for the sakd of these 
BroughiCins and Wilhcrforces, and the 
rest of the crew of “ amis des uoirs ! ” 
(iood God ! when are we to cease to be 
thus duped, oppressed, and insulted ? 
Wlien we learn to delight in justice; 
when we learn to inquire into the truth 
of allegations against our fellow-citi/ciis 
before we believe and act upon those 
allegations j when we learn to detect 
impostors, or to despise them when 
detected to our hands; when we learn 
not to sign petitions, before wc know 
the truth of their statements, or the ten¬ 
dency of their prayers 3 then, and not 
till then, shall we be, or deserve to be, 
relieved from this loud of shame, op¬ 
pression, and insult. 

1 should next lay before the reader a 
view of the items of the lust-mentioned 
sum of money, and show how we have 
involved ourselves in treaties, and what 
monstrous mischiefs we have done to our 
commerce and shipping, to gratify the 
insolent demands of this crew of public 
deluders; but, this part^^of the subject, 

1 muse put off till another time, having 
several other matters which cannot be 
postponed. In the meanwhile, I recol¬ 
lect, with pleasure, that the present 
King, even at the time when the negro- 
humbug was at the hottest, had the 
good sense and the spirit to set his face 
against the delusive and canting cheat.

Mv Friends, 

You cannot look nt the present state 
of things, without seeing that a change 
of some sort, and a great change, is at 
liand. Years cannot now pass without 
some great and important alteration. 
Endless are the signs of this; but 
amongst all these signs, none is more 
striking than that which, the other day, 
appeared at the Freemasons' Taybbn, 
a full account of which 1 am now about 
to give you. It was reporthed in so 
slovenly and villanous u manner by the 
reporthers (of whom 1 shallj another 
time, speak at large), that the report, 
which I shall presently insert, will need 
u great deal of explanation and com¬ 
mentary. 

This was a meeting for the purposed 
of forming a Society for effectino 

A PABIAAMENTAIiy LIeFORU. MoNCK, 

late member for Reading, was in the 
chair; Hume, Uobhouse, and, at last, 
lioRDETT, were there, and took a part 
in the proceedings. These proceeilings, 
even as recorded in this report, are 
dee^l^ interesting; but they call for u 
commentary of considerable length. 1 
beg you to read all the report with 
great care, and to pay particular atten¬ 
tion to the passages marked by italie 
characters; and then to bestow your'at¬

The matter is important, 
au the circumstances considered, as any 
that has come before us for a long time. 
Pray reXd the whole with attention, ami 
p.luse in every part of it. This affair 
serves Iq 9 Xplain other aflairs; and, all 
together, )he times are full of interest. 
It is only by Paying great attention to 
these appearances that we can correctly 
jndge of what is likely to happen, and 
of what we ourselves ought to do. 

RfiFORM MEETING. 

A Meetinff of the Society for the Promotion 
of Reform in Parliament was held at the Free¬ 
masons’ Tavern on the Itith instant. About 
half.past one o’clock ii^ly two hundred per¬ 
sons had assemlded, a'.utiie call to take the 
chair became loud and general. Shortly after¬ 
wards Mr. Munck, M. P., accompanied by 
Messrs, Hume, Uobhouse, Colonel Jones, and 
several other Gentlemen, entered the room. 
Mr. Henry Hunt had arrived a few minutes 
before, and as he walked up to the table was 
loudly cheered. Mr. Uobhouse was not re¬ 
ceived in the same cordial manner; he was 
cheered by many, but .°ome cried out, Hob- 
house and Select Vestries " ; aud this allusion 
to Mr. Hobbouse’s recent Parliamentary ef¬ 
fort was received in a way nU very flattering 
to that gentleman. In the course of the day 
there were ut least three liundred persons 
present. 

Col, Jones moved thatMr. Monck .should 
take the chair, and the lesolutiou was at once 
carried by acclainationv 

Mr. Monck said, thaiiCTit had pleased the 
meeting to call him to the chair, he should 
obey their call willingly, readily, and heartily, 
auil^he only regretted that they had not fixed 
on some one wliose talents could be of more 
service to them than' his. However, though 
hib' powers were but humble, be could assure 
the meeting they should be exerted most cheer¬ 
fully iu support of the cause for which that 
meeting had been called ; and in the particu¬ 
lar duty which ho was now desired to niider- 
take, he promised them that tl;^y should at 
least iind him an impartial Chairman (hear, 
hear). Tlie object for wiiicU they bad been 
assembled was to forward the cause of reform ; 
a cause on which, as mu/'li had been both 
spoken and writteh, iiiucb difference of opi¬ 
nion existed. He trusted that that difference 
of opinion which, related chiefly to details 
would not be suflhi^ to interni)>t their har¬ 
mony ; and that b^&ause a man admitted only 
one of the great principles without which 
other persons might think no reform could he 
Pfectunl, be would not be treated as an ene¬ 
my to reform; white, on the other hand, no 
man should be censured as a visionary or a 
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rcvolutioTiist, because he went the full lenf;tli 
of asserting that all those principles ought to 
he adopted. Tlie cause of reform had two sets 
of eaeinics, external and internal; tjie first 
were those whose interest in the enrrunt sys¬ 
tem now existing made them eneinies'of re¬ 
form ; the last those who quarrelled wuh 
their brother reformers on points such as 
tliosc to which he had alluded. lih:; trusted 
he should See no such difTcrences this day, 
hut that every reformer would hold »iut iie 
hand of fellowship to every other Reformer, 
however they might ditfer on tue*details of 
the subject (Applause). Of the necessity of 
reform, no man not interested in maintaiuiug 
the present abuses could doubt. They liud 
heard much of the state of the representatidh 
of this country; he would tell them a little of 
its state in the sister country of Ireland. He 
possessed the means of doihg so, in a marner 
that could not he t|Uestioned, hnmely, by an 
oflirial return which had been recently made 
in consequence of a motion of his honourable 
friend Mr. Kiime. From that return it ap¬ 
peared, that of 34 towns sending Members to 
Parliament, only 1C had as many as 100 
voters each : 14 bad less tliqn 50 voters each, 
and 10 had less than 20 voters each. Now, 
Avhen it was considered that these towns had, 
in this manner, a Parliamentary influence 
equal to the populous counties of Yorkshire, 
Lancashire, and Middlesex, and the City of 
Westminster, he thuuglu nothing more need 
be said to show the utter want of representa¬ 
tion in that country. He knew it was said 
that this system worked well. So it did for 
the few ; but did it work well for the many ? 
((.beers, and cries of “ No.”) Between the 
corrupt state of the English representation, 
and the still mure conrupt state of the Irish 
representation, corruption went almost un¬ 
checked in the rioiise of Commons. To pi'uve 
this, he need only refer to our diplomatic ex¬ 
penses. These had, withm the last year, 
amounted to noarJv ^0,000/., while those of 
the United State.s of" America only amounted 
to 37,0001. ['I'he Hon.Chnirniau was correct¬ 
ed by Mr. Hume, who said that tliat waathe 
expense of the whole Govenimeut of America.] 
He submitted to, and adopted the currcctio^. 
He need not remind the meeting of the di|{'er- 
cnce in the state of the representation in the 
two Countries, nor of its effect in making this^ 
difference in their expenses. But then he 
knew it would he said, that it was improper 
to compare republics with monarchies. Well, 
the.n, he would nut do so; he wo ild compare 
England with monarchical France, ordespotic 
Austria, Russia, or Prussia. If he did so, he 
was tfare there was no man present who would 
say that^eithcr ofHbese countries had, like us, 
a dead weight of between jUie and str millions 
fy year. Why was it that this was the case ? 
Why, but that the members of what oiight to 
be the popular branch of'thc legislature were 
•not the guardians of the public purse^but the 
sharers in it (Cheers). No honest man could 
remain otie session in tnat House, witboilt 
being cutivinced of that fact. It was in vain 
tiiat many honest members, who had con¬ 
stituents, did emleftvour to stena the flood of 


j corruption; the majority of the tnembers had 
do constituents to answer to; and therefore 
those who bad, like his honourable friend 
(Mr. Hobhouse) , and who did their duty tike 
him (partial applause), sittiUg side by: side 
with, and cpnstautiy supporting that model of 
a member of Parliament, Mr. Hume .(loud 
cheers), str ggle<i hut in vain. He should 
not detain hem further. The fact he had 
mentioned showed, that whatever else iniKht 
be said u^the Union with li elgnd, that Union 
had not tended^ to strengthen* the whole em¬ 
pire so much as ^had injured Ihe country, 
by adding the gross corruption of its system 
of representation to our own, which was al¬ 
ready corrupt enough (Cheers). 

Mr. Hobhousb rose to move the first reso¬ 
lution. Th/i meeting had heard from their 
honourable Chairman the reasons fur calling 
them togetKer at this important crisis; and 
they had beard from him sumetiiing about the 
state of our representative system. The great¬ 
est evils were inflicted on^tis couutiy in con¬ 
sequence of the gross corruption which jier- 
vaded almost every part of that system. The 
right of eleciing members of Parliament in 
England was cpufiiied to too few, to be a right 
likely to he employed in all cases for the 
benefit of the people; and while the system of 
elections continued in its present state, it wos 
impossible that a fair representation of the 
people could exist. Honest representatives 
could not afford the expense of going into 
Parliament, it was a sophistry to say, as 
some men did, that the system worked well. 
The answer was, that it was like the gallows 
they had read of in Shakspeare; it worked well 
for those who worked ill. His daily experi¬ 
ence convinced him of the truth of what lie 
had staled, namely, that the mode of election 
must be totally changed before there could be 
a fair representation of the people in Pariia- 
incnt. Without that change, to hope for a 
fair representation was to hope fur an impos¬ 
sibility. Fur that reason he had, the other 
night, in the House of Commons, dissented 
from the opinion of the homiurabie mem her 
for Aberdeen, whom thehoouurahlcChuirinaa 
had introduced to them in a manner that he 
fully deserved (cheesv), and who, it was to he 
hoped, would soon take his seat for Middlesex 
(/..oud cheering). He (Mr, Hobhouse) had 
told that lioiioiffable member what he would 
now repeat, that that honourable Member 
was wrong in asserting, as he had done, that 
if the electors of England did their duty, they 
might return a popular majority to Pariiameut 
(Some person in the crowd said, “ That’s 
true"). He repeated, such arthing was im- 
possilile; the people might do more than they 
did now, bi-t they could not do what the 
honourable Member for Aberdeen imagined. 

I The thing was {lerhaps physically possible, 

! but it was morally impossible. Was it judg 
' ing correctly of human nature to expect, that 
when the middling and higher classes were 
governed by the feeling of interest, and dare 
|%)ot disoblige those who were more wealthy 
anil powerful; the bumbler classes alone 
should set that feeline; of interest at deflance ? 
He thought not; aaffhe believed tl^t nobody 
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who cftimly considered tbe subject could eD> 
tertain a doubt Upon tbe subject. In large 
counties It often aii^ very generally happened, 
that the poor freeholder could nut al^rd the 
expense of going to tbe poll, and if he were 
takeu there by one of tbe candidatesjg be felt 
bouud to vote for that candidate. It was the 
same wl|h the freemen of distant boroughs; 
such, for instance, as tbe borough of Uerj^ick- 
upon-Tweed, of whlcli it was related, that oiT 
one occasion a candidate putf a number of 
voters of that borough on board a ship to go 
to Berwick, and vote for him; on whicli the 
opposite candidate bribed the Captain, who 
took the voters out into the German Ocean, 
where they remained tossed about by the winds 
aud waves wiiiie tbe election was decided 
without them by the other voters at Ifome (A 
laugh). In tbe county of Wilts, with which 
be liad the houour to be connected, he knew 
of something similar. „A number of voters 
were put into carriages aud taken to the place 
of election to vUte for one candidate. -When 
they arrived, the other contrived to send bis 
agents among them, paid their expenses, ^ud 
obtained their votes, wliich they thought due 
to the man who had paid for their travelling. 
I'he fact was, that that class of persons bad 
not the means of independent action, and 
being without those means they were without 
the motive or the courage to act indepen¬ 
dently. In the year 1793, Mr, Grty (now 
£arl Orey) presented a petition to the House, 
in which it was offered to he proved that 
a majority of that House was returned 
through the influence of one hundred and 
fifty-four rich patrons of boroughs. He 
had no doubt that the statement in that pe¬ 
tition was true : and if it was, then it must he 
admitted to be impossible for tlie electors of 
England freely and fairly to send a popular 
niajurily to that House. But though, under 
jircsent circumstances, such a thing was in 
his belief impossible, yet reformers should not 
be deterred from attempting to improve tbe 
system. He had acted on that principle. 
When in the House of Commons he voted, as 
he had always done, for tbe most extended sys¬ 
tem of reform wliich any one bad proposed, 
and for the least minimum of reform, which 
some high personages had conseifted to dole 
aut to the people from their own gracious 
kindness and ccHtdescensioii. Every little par¬ 
ticle of reform was worth having, and was u6t 
to be rejected because we could not get the 
whole. (Hear, hear.) At the same time that 
he thus recommeuied them to mhpt any tri- 
filng reform, rather than none at all, be must 
say that he could not but think the (Han pro¬ 
posed by that Association, was nmst worthy 
of the Buppcfft of that meeting. (Hear, bear.) 
As he understood it, that plan was to seek 
the co-operation of reformers throughout the 
three kiug^ims. It |>roceeded on bases which 
most womd think wide, and to which some 
might possibly ofajeUt as too eitended. It 
stated especially, that elfttion by ballot was a 
sine qua non of elhcient refg^. {Loud cheer¬ 
ing.) He agreed witii that flltement, and bis 
opinion was of some value in this case, for he 
had once been opposed to the plan, hut he was 


now convinced, by his daily experience boUi in 
an(f out of ,that House, that without it they 
could do nothing, with it they could accomplish 
aimost^iiy'thing} and he would even Consent 
to let tne right of voting remain as it was, if be 
could get election by ballot rather than havefAe 
right of votitijy extended, but he refused the bal¬ 
lot. (Cheers.) He came to that opinion not only 
from ms own experience, liut from authority, 
from the autnofiW of those wise and good men 
who had most Jpeeply eonsides-ed the subject, 
from the authority of a Bentham and a Mill, 
great names, indeed, and far above the sneei s 
wiiich were directed against them, far above 
the jests and mockeries of those who envied 
their fame aud liated their labours, because 
those labours were honourably and successfully 
devotedato promote the good of mankind. 
(Applause.) It wdlild be his pleasing duty to 
propose the first Resolution, a resolution in 
which there was nothing of a doubtful kiud^ 
and he therefore expected that it would re* 
ceive their unanimous approbation. 

The Resolution having bepu seconded, 

Mr. Hunt rose. %.me few pei-sous railed 
him to order, but the great majority cheered 
him loudly. 

The Chairman deprecated anything but a 
mere expression of approbation or disapproba¬ 
tion ; spoke in high terms of Mr. Hunt, aud 
urged the meeting to hear everyone patieutly. 

Mr. Hunt observed that the Chairman had 
said much of him, and therefore be need not 
say much of himself. (Hear, and laughter.) 
He should be very short in what he now ad¬ 
dressed to them. Having received a lecture, 
and a very proper lecture, from tlie Cliairman, 
who urged them to uuaiiimity, he merely rose 
to call on all those who thought with him, to 
be unanimous in their support of this Resolu¬ 
tion, in order that they might call on the 
Chairman aud his friends (who seemed to be 
radical reformers as far as thej^uuld be so) 
to be in return unanimous in their support of 
the jResoitttion he should propose. (Cheers aud 
laughter.) ‘ ... 

The first resolution was earned unam* 
mously. 

Mr. ffeetor rose to move the second Reso- 
lutioii. He announced himself as a reformer, 
ami expressed his pleasure at seeing Mr. Hunt, 
of whose assistance he and the otlier reformers 
of Hampshire had often gladly availed them¬ 
selves. I'hey bad, however, done so in vain, 
for the reformers in the country could do no¬ 
thing without the aid of the reformers of Lon¬ 
don. The country took its fashions of ail kinds 
from London, and the country reformers, witlT- 
>ut the assistance of those in ftondon, were 
.ike a rope of sand. He, therefore, urged the 
London reformers to come forward. He had 
been one engaged^ in getting up the associa¬ 
tion, and he expected that the cause of reform 
would obtain the greatest hemdit from it, for 
though some of the Hons did not ajipear to be 
with them, he trusted tnat they in the middle 
class of life could move on succe.ss fully in sum 
a cause by their own efforts. (Cheers.) He 
deprecated disunion among reformers on petty 
poiuts of detail; their enemies, he knew, re¬ 
lied on it; they said, " Ob, let theat reform* 
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ers alone, tliey always oppose each other; let 
‘them alone, and they will cut,their oVn 
throats.” He was not one of those who liked 
to cut his own throat, he would ratl^r cot 
theirs. (Cheers and laughter.) Cutting, how> 
ever, they seemed to understand well enough, 
at least with respect to purses* (A. lough.) 
Cutting purses had long been the foshiun 
among them, hut if they did not ^op, tm peo¬ 
ple would have no purses to If m. (Laughter.) 
He had hoped to have seen^tne honourable 
Baronet, the member for Westminster, among 
them. He trusted that the honourable Baronet’s 
return, and that of Mr. Hobhouse, were cer¬ 
tain; and be thought he might, by anticipa¬ 
tion, congratulate the electors of Middlesex 
on the return of Mr. Hume. (^Cheers.) 

The second Resolution having becn*second- 
cd, was about to be put from the Chair, when 

Mr. Mahon rose. Some confusion ensued. 
The Chairman called on the meeting to give 
the speaker a fair hearing, and Mr. Mahon 
then began. He said that among those who 
professed themsf^s the friends of free discus¬ 
sion, he expected of course that any gentle¬ 
man who wished to address them, would be 
patiently listened to, and he never anticipated 
that any man who had talents and education, 
would at a public meeting, find any difficulty 
in obtmniug a hearing. (Hear, hear.) He 
agreed with the honourable Gentleman, Mr. 
Hobhouse, in most of what he had said, and 
he knew how much more difficult it must be 
for any honest representative of the people to 
enforce the doctrine of reform in Parliament 
among a body of men such as now constituted 
the House of Commons, than at a meeting 
of persons who agreed with the orator, and 
were prepared to approve all be might say. 
He felt, therefore, that there was no hope of 
Tteform till a d^erent set of men could be sent 
into that House; and he knew that before that 
could be doD^the system of election must be 
changed. At present it was one of gross cor¬ 
ruption from beginning to end. No honest 
man could afford to stand a contested election, 
for as elections were now conducted, they often 
entailed ruin on the candidates’ families, and 
frequently compelled even the most wealthjr, 
to burden their estates with mortgages, in 
order to secure money to pay the expenses. In 
short, there would be no purity of election till 
the system of gormandising and guxzling, and 
till that of throwing open public-houses and 
gin-shops were abandoned. He bad himself 
witnessed such scenes at Sudbury, that con- 
yinced him no man of moderate fortune could 
attMBpt to enter into competition for a seat. 
At this moment there were deputies in town 
from different boroughs, looking out for Can¬ 
didates; not for those who would best repre¬ 
sent them in Parliament, but for such as 
would pay them best for their votes. It was 
a full purse that they desired, and he who had 
the fullest purse w%s the most likely to be 
successful. He bad seen the Saints of 
bury reeling drunk about the streets, like hogs 
wallowing in mire, carrying their drunken 
^extravagance to such A pitch, as to be throwing 
plumb-pudding about the streets. While suc/t 
a system continuedf it was impossible that ho’ 


nest men should come into Parliament ; had 
men the tongues of the Apostles, and the 
virtues of the Patriarchs, tl\|ey would not under 
such a system be returned, without they could 
pay in money for their election. (Cheers.) So 
far indeed was the system of corruption car¬ 
ried, that some members of Parliament liad 
annuitants in the towns they represented, who 
met occasionally at the faverns, and when 
half-seas-over, drank to fbe health and full 
purse of him who paid their bill. (Cheers.) 
Having said thus much, 1*0 thought no one 
could doubt he was a reformer, but he could 
not agree to the sort of reform proposed by 
this Association. He differed from the sup¬ 
porters af annual parliaments and universal 
suffrage. {Slight disapprobation.) He conceived 
such a* scheme of reform to be Utopian. 
{Hisses.) He would speak freely on this as on 
any other subject. He was a friend of mode¬ 
rate reform, on the plan proposed by Lord J, 
Russell, {Renewed hisses.) 

Mr. Hcnt rose to order. *He wished to 
know what Lord John Russell's plan of re¬ 
form had to do with this question ? 

The Chairman could not say in what man¬ 
ner the speaker meant to apply that topic, 
and he could nut, therefore, know whether it 
was properly introduced or not. 

Mr. Mahon contended, that he was not out 
of order in thus declaring his approbation of a 
plan of refurtii, suggested by a nobleman of 
high education and talents ; one of the most 
honourable and independent metnbers of the 
House of Commons. 

A Gentleman suggested, that the speaker 
was clearly out of order. The question was 
not the remedy, but the evil, if the honour¬ 
able gentleman waited a little longer, he 
might introduce these observations, and would 
then be quite in order, as the resolution to be 
then proposed would give him the opportunity 
of speaking on this subject. 

Mr, Hector was convinced, that whatever 
might be the opinions of Lord J. Russell on 
the plan of reform, hts Lordship would if pre- 
sent second the resolution under consideratian. 

Mr. Mahon thought he was in order, and 
believing that Mr. Hunt was trying to assist 
in putting him down, he spoke with some sharp¬ 
ness of toife and manner to Mr. Hunt. {The

Corrup¬ 
tion acted in a circle—it n^s practised to se¬ 
cure votes, and votes were given tliat they 
might be in that manner rewarded. Their 
expenses bad been sixty millions a year, and 
in one instance they had run up to 1.S0 mil¬ 
lions. He did*^t accuse men—it was not 
the fault of men, nut of ihe system—no man 
ought to possess unchecked power; if he did, 
he would he sure to abuse it. 7’Ae country 
was gradually getting the better of these ex- 
j^nses. No men were naturally corrupt; but 
if they were placed in situations of temptation 
they would secure their own interest, ff it was 
made the interest of men to be corrupt, they 
would be so. The remedy was to diminish the 
temptations, and then men would act a' fair 
and honest part. The first duty of a member 
of Parliament was to lop off, gradually if they 
pleased, wholesale if they like {cheers), the un¬ 
necessary expenses of the Government. His 
endeavour had been to stop the little streamlets 
of corruption, and in that manner he had sup¬ 
ported parliamey^tary reform more silently, but 
quite as effectually us the loudest deelnimer on 
the subject. THfiA'', hear.) When they had go¬ 
vernors in Maiintius and Ceylon with salaries 
of 10,000/. a year each, wliile the President of 
America was cuiitent with .1,000/., and whii 
they had a secretary of one of these petty 
islands with a saftry of 7,000/., they could not 
wonder at the corruption in Parliament. But 
that corruption was lessening, so tliat we might 
look for better limes.

He should not again refer to what 
his bonouralile FricuJ had alluded as hav¬ 
ing fallen from him, further than to say 
that he was glad this opportunity of ex‘ 
planation had been afforded him , and that 
the meeting was aware how likely any 
man was, in the heat of debate, to omit a 
sentence, that might be of importance to ex¬ 
plain his meaning. It seemed he had done 
so in the iiresent instance, and be was re¬ 
joiced that he had had the opportunity of ex¬ 
plaining what he had said.

the corn laws, be (Sir F. B.) had declared 
that he opposed Iht corn, laws simply because 
they would do injury to the lunilholdrrs ; but 
that if he believed the contrary, he should 
have petitioned the people to the devil. 

Sir V. Buhdbtt denied having ever said any 
such thing; tlic hon. Gentleman liad entirely 
misrepresented him.

He alsb thought that the people were mistaken 
about them, it Vvas an error to suppose that 
bread would be clieapeiiod by tlicir repeal.

In conformity with which 
Loi'd ChiefJustice Caiudcu hath said,' What- 
I ever is a man’s own is absolutely his 
own, aud no man has a right to take it from 
; him without his consent, either expressed by

I tice Blnckstone bath said, that ' in a free 
state, a branch at least of the legislative power 
should reside in the whole body of the ]>eu- 
ple.’ 

II. “ That what has been called and lauded 
as a virtual, is in reality but a pretended or 
sham, representation of the people, efildent 
only in wasting the resources of the natkm— 
giving the colour of an assumed popular 
sanction to extravagance, aud largely in- 
creasit g .>he uu|nber of those who are iutc- 

j rested in promoting it. 

1 HI. “ That the evils which have long op- 
; pressed this country, manifested iu the dis¬ 
content of the people, and in the frequently 
occurring seasons of distress, are, to a consi¬ 
derable extent, produced by unnecessary es¬ 
tablishments, profuse expenditure, an over¬ 
whelming debt, and exorbitant taxation; all 
of whi|h have arisen and grown to their pre¬ 
sent ruinous extent, from a want of thaVr con¬ 
trol which is alone to be .secured by a real 
representation of the people. 
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IV. ** That thoug^h in ifllS, and at subse> 
quant periods, it was offered to be proved at 
the Bar yf the House of Commons, by eminent 
statesmen, who predicted the ruinous conse¬ 
quences of parliamentary corrnptiou,* That a 
decided majority of the members are returned 
by the nomination of 151 patrons; Aat forty 

eers, in defiance of the laws, return 81 mem- 
ers byatbeir own authority, and that the free 
choice of the eiectfrs in a great portion bf the 
remainder, is frustrated by varRms corrup¬ 
tions’; yet all inquiry has been unjustly de¬ 
nied, and all reformation obstinately resisted. 

V. " That a number of men, possessing 
amongst them the power of ruling the House 
of Commons, by nominating the great majo¬ 
rity of its members, necessarily ^olttrol tlie 
Oovcrnmeiit, and appropriate to themselves 
the produce of the taxes, and accordingly we 
find, from parliamentary documents, that 
180,000/. per annum, is received by 174 mem¬ 
bers of the House, and that 113 Privy Coun¬ 
cillors receive yearly 600,000/. of the public 
money.

ICING’S SPEECH, 

AT PROROGUING THE PARLIAMENT. 

On the 33rd July, instaftt, the King 
prorogued the Parliament, making to 
them the following speech, on which, 
when I have inserts it, 1 shall make a 
few short remarks. 

My Loris and Gentlemen, • 

On this first nccasiou of meeting’ you, I am 
desirous of repeating to you in person my 
cordial thanks for those assurances of sincere 
sympathy aud affectionate attachment which 
you caiireyed t^ me on the demise of my la¬ 
mented Brother, and on my accession to the 
throne of my ancestors. * 

I ascend that throne with a deep sense of 
the Sacred duties- which devolve upon lah ; 
with a firm reliance on the ajp^etion of 
faithful auhiecM, and on the support and (m- 
operation of Parliament; and with an bumble 
aud earnest prayer to AltnlgMy Quo, that he 
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will prosper my Boxioua endeavours to promote 
the happiness of a free and loyal people ''' 

It is with tile utmost satisfaction thai^I finr! 
myself enabled to congratulate you u^u tlu 
general tranquillitjf of Europe. This tranquil 
lity it will be the object of my comtaut en¬ 
deavours to preserve; and the assurances 
which 1 receive from my allies, and from all 
Foreign lowers, arc dictaud in a similar 
spirit. (? 

1 trust that the good undentanding which 
prevails upon subjects of •uonimon interest, 
and-the deep concern whu'h evety Slate must 
have in maintaining the peace of the world, wiJl 
ensure ^e satisfactory settlement of those mat* 
tcrs which still remain to be Anally arranged. 

Gentlemen of the Htmxe of Commons, 

1 thank you for the Supplies which you have 
granted, and for the Provision wh^th you have 
made for several Branches of the Public Ser* 
vice, during that pallnf the presentyear which 
iQUBt elapse before a new Parliament can be 
assembled. 1 cordially congratulate you on 
the diminution which has taken p^e in the 
JEjrpenditure gf the CourUry; on the tteduclion 
of the Charge of the Public Debt; and on the 
relief which you have affoided to my people 
by the Repeal of some of those Taxes which 
have heretofore pressed heavily upon them. 

You may rely upon iny prudent and econo* 
mical Administration of the Supplies which 
you have placed at my disposal, and upon my 
readiness to concur in every Diminution of the 
I^hlie Charges which can be effected con¬ 
sistently with the Dignity of the Croion, the 
Maintenance of National Faith, and the per¬ 
manent Interests of the Country. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I cannot put an end to this Session, and 
take my leave of the present Parliament, with¬ 
out expressing my cordial thanks for the zea' 
which you -have manifested on so many occa¬ 
sions for tile welfare of people, 

You have wisely avaiRd yourselves of the 
happy cijspo-tunily of general peace and inter¬ 
nal repose, calmly to reView many of the laws 
and judicial establishtiients of the country, 
and yon have applied such cautious and well- 
considered reforms as are consistent with the 
spirit of our venerable institutions, and are 
calculated to facilitate and expedite the admi 
nistration of Justice. 

You have removed the civil disqualidcations 
fvhich affected numerous and important classes 
(of my people. 

While I dedare, on this solemn occasion, 
my Axed intention to maintain, to the utmost 
of my power, the Protestant Reformed religion 
established by law, let me, at the same time, 
-f>xpress,my earnest hope that the animosities 
which have prevailed on account of religious 
distinctions may he forgotten, and that the 
decision of Parliament, with respect to those 
distinctions, having been irrevocably pro¬ 
nounced, my faithful subjects will uaite with 
me in|idvaucingtbe great ul^ectcoutem plated 
by the Legislature, aud in promotinr that 
spirit of domestic concord and peace wni(^ con¬ 
stitutes the surest basis of uur national strength 
and happiness. ' 

Yes, the King is riglit enough ; he 
wants the affection of people p but^ 


the oupport of those who make the peo¬ 
ple pey, whether they be affetdionale or 
not. Here is the old story about the 
tranquillity of Europe, and the interest 
every state to maintain the peace of 
the world; and this, too, when Russia is 
conttnually^f war, infact, with Turkey, 
France ts invading Africa, and Spain at 
ukir with Mexico. It is our interest to 
be at {irace; or, at least, the interest of 
our THING, because our THING can¬ 
not go to war! Our THING has ceased 
to be a fighter, for the same reason that 
a man of four*score ceases to keep a 
mislress. The King congratulates the 
“ nbblest Assembly’’ on the reduction 
of our expenses ; which is, if thfre be 
any, owing to the same cause: we pay 
less, because the Government cannot 
get so much as it did; but as to re* 
iucing “ the charge of the public debt,” 
good God! when the Government is 
borrotoing on annuities to the amount 
millions-, and will, and must, soon have 
added to the Debt more fAan they have 
taken from it! How like this is to 
those tricks of Nkckab, Calomnb, and 
others, who brought the old French Go¬ 
vernment to its end ! “ There is nothing 
new under the sun.’’ How astonished 
the King will be one of these days ! 
Oh ! but he is “ ready to concur in every 
diminution of the public charges.” In¬ 
deed ! Well, then we shall soon have a 
deal lopped off! Aye, but stop ; it is such 
diminution, “ as can be effected con- 
“ sistently with the dignity of the 
** Crown, the maintenance of national 
faith, and the permanent interests of 
“ the country” and, as these may mean 
-palace-building on the old scale, four 
Admirals to every ship of the line in¬ 
stead of two, four Generals to every re¬ 
giment instead of three, a heavier dead¬ 
weight than we have now, and places 
and pensions and sinecures in the same 
proportioOf^these words give us not the 
least hope of any amendment. In short, 
fof us not to be amused aud deceived, 
we ought to expect an amendment to 
come from the King, when he shall re¬ 
commend a reform of the Parliament, 
and not before. Reviews and Shows 
of various sorts are well calculated to 
amuse thoughtless people, those who 
have nothing to do, and especially those 
who live.on the taxes.

chief, Napoleon, and, under the power 
of a combination too great for them to 
withstand, they, in 1814, re-admitted 
the llourhotis, on terms hereafter to be 
mentioned ; tliiit, the next year, (1815,) 
Napoleon returned, was received with 
ncclamatious of joy, and l/ie Sovrhons 
fled out oj the coimirt/; that then a coin- 
hination of powers h'ought one million 
and eleven t/ioiniand men to nttaek and 
invade this one iiulion ; that Napoleon 
was again secit into exile, where he 
DIED, in wliose kevpintj and under 
tvhut circitmsYunces it would be useless 
to state ; that, now, the Bourbons were 
brought hack again, and entlironed over 
the people while foreign armies occu¬ 
pied Paris, and all the strong lipids of 
the country, and that they have reigned 
from the year 1815 to that of 1830. 

So much for previous events general¬ 
ly ; but now for the part wliich WE 
(the Government of England) have 
acted from the beginning to this lime, 
r.''>d for the part whieli the Bourbons 
hai’fe" actei! since their restoration. 
With regard to US,*it is well known, 
that we refused to acknou-ledge the Re¬ 
public of France in the year 1793, 
when France was first declined a Re¬ 
public; tliit they {tent our agents and 
envoys, charged with powers to tr#atJ 
with US, and for preventing war with~ 
us, and that we actually dtQw than 
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away with every mark of dindain, not¬ 
withstanding tlieir reiterated and ear¬ 
nest endeavours to settle matters so 
that France might remain at pence and 
an^i^y with us; that, foV the twenty-two 
years, during which the French were 
contciuKng tor their freedom, there was 
no combination at the head of which we 
weremot to be found ^ that at t^e end 
of eight years, we made a peace and 
acknowledged the Republic, but that wc 
were, in afew months, at war again, on 
the ground openly avowed, that we 
could not live in peace with such a 
govern/hent} that we began the war 
again, ^igain subsidized the fighting 
powers; that thus we proceeded, ’till, 
in 1815, we and our allies and auxilia¬ 
ries had 1,011,000 men in the field, and 
with those means forced, for a second 
time, the Bourbons back upon France ; 
that now, we, having an army at Paris 
(under the command of our present prime 
minister) were parties to a treaty made 
with the Bourbons, by which the fron¬ 
tier towns were taken from France, Ijy 
which ail her most valuable colonies 
were ceded tons, by which a tribute was 
imposed upon her, and by which she 
was compelled to pay the debt which the 
old Bourbon government owed to the 
IStighsh, while that j)art which was dtie 
to Frenchmen went unpaid ; that, while 
our army was at Paris, and with the ap- 
j probation of its commander (who is our 
present prime minister), the hluseums of 
Paris were stripped of those things 
wliich the French had taken in war 
[from enemies, though our army entered 
France as friends, and as an ally of the 
King of France; that after this, in 
order to see the Bourbons firmly seated, 
our army' remait\^d in France about 
three years, and of course, at the ex¬ 
pense of the French people. 

With regard to the conduct of Ihe 
Bourbons after their Restoration, it is 
well known, that they agreed to the 
diverf treaties and conventions and in¬ 
ternal measures by which the frontier- 
towns were taken from France, by 
which she lost her colonics, by which 
her museums were strippetl, by whicli 
the names of the bridok of Jena, the 
COLUMN of Austerlitz, &c.. Were 
changed, and by which the valiant 
deeds of’the nation were sought to be 
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buried in oblivion ; that the Bourbons 
agreed to lay upon Frifnce that Aeavy

press of that noble-spirited nation.

The flame, 
which had been smothered for some 
time, now bursted out. 'I he journalists 
ill France aKacked him and his col¬ 
leagues with great force; they at once j 
anticipated some measure hostile to their 
liberties; they remarked on the suspi¬ 
cious circumstance of his having come 
from England to be prime minister in 
France; and they as.serted, that he had 
been chosen and appointed by our govern- 
ment. Thi^last was the sharpest arrow 
in their quiver. The indignation of the 
whole country was roused against the 
new ministry; and, in this state of things 
the two chambers were called together 
last spring. „ 

To the King's speech the Peers re¬ 
turned an answer d VAngloise ; that is 
to say, echoing the speech. Not so in 
the Commons’ House, or Chamber of 
Dkputie.s, who are chosen, not as at 
Gatton, or Old Sarum, or Westminster, 
or.jmy-where else in England, or Scot¬ 
land, M Ireland, but, as in the United j 
States of America, bfiballot. The De¬ 
puties, therefore, in answer to the king, 
(who had talked, in the English style, 
about Ids resolution to put dawn evil- 
minded persons), good as told him, 
that he should have no money, as (ony as 
he kept in power Polignac and his col¬ 
leagues, The king, in answer to this, 


dissolved the chambers, and ordered new 
Deputies to be elected; ami, flnding 
that all the old Deputies had been re¬ 
turned at this new election, and that 
many ethers of the same stamp had been 
arided to them, he, long before the time 
for their assembling, ■< DISSOLVED 
THEM AGAIN. Upon this oqcasion, 
he issued three Ordi:«ancks, the first, 
putting an end to all freedofn*of the 
press-, the second, dissolving the new 
Cltamber^of Deputies ; the third, so al¬ 
tering the law of election ns to make 
elections in France of no more use to 
the people there than our elections are 
to the people here. 

These are acts which have, npparent- 
j ly, decided his fate, but which will not 
stop with that comparatively insignili- 
cant consequence. They will, in the 
conri?e of a short time, [iroduce great 
and lasting elfects on the condition of 
other nations as well as on that of 
France; and, therefore, your Majesty 
ought, and, doubtless, will, duly con- 
j sider the grounds jiut forth, as the ;«*■<*'- 
' fication of these acts. These grounds 
are stated in a pajier, called A RE¬ 
PORT” from the ministers to the king. 

! Rkpohts of this surt arc not, by any 
I means, nem to vs ; but, to the honour of 
the French ministers, they do not ac¬ 
company their reports with “ GREEN 
BAGS,” to be opened by ISecret Com¬ 
mittees, keeping hidden the names of 
the parties from whom they have re¬ 
ceived, or pretend to have received, their 
information. How far the ordinances 
of Charles fall short, in point of seve¬ 
nty, the measures founded on the Green- 
bag Reports in England, your Majesty 
will by-and-by bn able to judge ; but, 
in the assertions of the Poitgaad^ and 
Peyronnet Report, and in those of Sid- 
mouth and Castlereagh, )'ou will find a 
wonderfully strong resemblance. When 
I have inserted the French report, I will 
show the Prince Polignac, that, though 
a Pri icfc, he is but a plagiarist, and 
that, however innocent he may be in 
other respects, he is certainly guilty of 
having robbed our two famous minis¬ 
ters, SiDMocTH and Castlerkagh, 
whose ability and originality in report¬ 
making must make this French report a 
dull piece of stuff to English ears; and, 
in short, it is little more than a coliec- 
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tion of scraps from the green-bag reports 
of our two incomparable ministers.

On my^ap- 
plying to be confronted with my accu 
ser, / was treated with insult, and 
posted off to London, ns before men¬ 
tioned, and lodged in llorseninngcr- 
lane jail. The very ponderous irons 1 
was loaded with, broke my belly, and 
caij^ed an hernia to ensue, about eiglit 
o’craekjn tite evening, wlien going to 
bed; and as it was impossible fur me to 
alarm the jailer, / remained in that 
dreadful state for more than Jifteeu 
hours in the most excruciating p{^in and 
torture.

To be sure, 
if we be ready to give up all that can be 
demanded of vs, we may have peace j 
but if not, and if the other party insist 
upon our giving it up, how are we to 
avoid war > This man has been so long 
accustomed to hear and repeat the bo- 
roughmonger insolence, that he has 
concluded, at last, that the question of 
war or peace is dependent solely on us ; 
that we can go to war when we please, 
and that we can keep at peace* as long 
as we please, and that, too, without any 
loss or disgrace ! He seems to think 
that, of course, as we are too much in 
debt to think of war, nobody else will 
think of war. He says that we are 
unable to make war upon our neigh- 
boqrs, and that, tuehefore, we must 
have* peat’e. This is a pretty ^‘states¬ 
man” that the Yorkshire people have 
got to represent them ! 

While Charles and his family were 
at the head of the French iiation, the 
triumphal mound^nd the lion and the 
Hanoverian triumphal column were sale 
enough j but the case is different now. 


The present king (or chief-magistrate) 
does not “ owe his crown to the Prince 
Regent ” he has not .been forced upon 
the French by 1,011,000 foreign bayo¬ 
nets ; he will not have an English army 
in France for three years to keep him 
on the throne; he will have no jlepend- 
ence' on our government for support; 
he will not be bound up in a sort of 
partnership with our government; he 
will have no tie, no motive, to restrain 
the nation from acting on the' recollec¬ 
tion that the stripping of the Museums 
was first suggested in the English par^ 
liament, and that, too, by the principal 
manager of our own Museum; and will 
have no motive to restrain them from 
endeavouring to make us taste the effects 
of having stripped them of their frontier 
tnwnii!^ and having imposed a tribute 
upon them. Thus, all is changed : in¬ 
stead of a nation pressed down by an in¬ 
cubus, placed on it and kept on it by the 
government of England, it is a nation 
that has roused itself up, flung the in¬ 
cubus aside, and is ready to avenge the 
wrongs and insults so grossly heaped 
upon it. 

“ Well, then,” some thoughtless peo¬ 
ple will say, this change in France is 
HAD for us.” But, who is US ? Not 
bad for the industrious and tax-paying 
people; for worse off than they are 
they cannot be, unless there be some¬ 
thing worse than ruin and slarvatim. 
Worse for the base borough mongers 
and the swarms that move under their 
corrupt influence and fatten thereby. 
But would I, then, have the country 
subdued, rather than see this base and 
corrupt influence remain ? It does not 
signify what 1 would have ; 1 have no 
power to have any thing of the sort. 
The question is. What is likely to 
BE 1 And, without troubling ourselves 
with the stating of wishes, I give it as 
my decided opinion, that it is impossible 
long to defend this country without a 
radical -reform of the Parliament, in¬ 
cluding the voting by ballot. Then we 
might dispense with a great part of 
these monstrous taxes; then those im¬ 
mense masses of public property, com¬ 
monly called church-property and 
crown-lands, might be, applied to the 
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liquidation of the Debt, agreeably to 
the Norfolk Petition; then the mon< 
strous salaries, {i^nsions, and sinecures 
might be lopped off: then we might 
maturely consider Mr. Ru^gles's 
proposal for relieving the poor, in great 
p.irt, least, by assessments cun^iied 
to the Abbey lAnds } then we might 
dispense with the ruinous Corn Bill, or 
tax on our bread; then we might, 
amidst a happy people, dispense with 
all standing military force; then the 
country would be defended by /Ac pco- 
pte, as France has now been defended; 
then might we cherish peace, and yet 
never be afraid of w.ar. 

This is my opinion, my firm convic¬ 
tion ; to this conviction the nation may 
be sometime in coming; but come to 
it she will, at last, because come to it she 
must, and the later she comes to it the 
worse it will be for her. No little mea¬ 
sure will he of any use; such measures 
would only drawl the country along 
from misery to misery, from discontent 
to discontent, till they brought it to a 
dreadful convulsion ; no '^tottings-up 
can be of any avail in a state of things 
like this. What! when in one single 
item we have to pay 30,000,000 of 
pounds a-year, a man amuse us with 
efforts to save us from paying 900 
pounds, and, having succeeded, trum¬ 
pet it forth as a victory gained for us! 
And this man avowing, too, that he will 
neither deduct from the 30 millions, 
nor touch the public property, by the 
sale of which it might be paid off! 

Ah! my friends, this grand event 
sweeps away all this quackery, as it 
was truly called by Mr. DruiImond, at 
Guildford; the tri-colouredfag is aloft; 
it bids us recall our rights to mind; 
and it admonishes us, that, to be safe as 
well as free, we must recover those 
precious rights.

Friends, 

It is of the greatest consequence, 
that you be now correctly Informed 
with regard to the state of this country. 
I do not mean the slate of the public 
mind with regard to your last most glo¬ 
rious exploits} the joyous feelings of 
the people of England you will have 
learned through the channel of our 
press} and, through the same channel, 
you will have perceived the sulky silence 
and deep gloom which those same ex¬ 
ploits have caused to pervade the ranks of 
our BorOughmongers. But, at this time 
especially, you ought to be well in¬ 
formed upon various parts of our situ¬ 
ation, otlier than those whieWnrffvisible 
to all eyes. It is my^ntention to ad¬ 
dress to you, weekly, a paper, under the 
above title, and thus to convey to you 
knowledge, winch, under the present 
circuillstances, 1 think calculated to be 
of great lllhcfit to both countrie.s. In 
future Numbers I will explain to you 
what Boroughmongers are, what Re¬ 
formers are, and what is the nature of 
the struggle between the latter and the 
former, which you will find to be much 
about ihe same as that of your receAt 
struggle. On many otheiP masters of 
the greatest interest, I propose to give 
you information } but, as tfifi very first 
on the list of important matters, 1 .shall, 
in thl^ present Nuinlwr, endeavour 
slearly to place betofe you facts to con¬ 
vince you, tkatijfW need not apprehentf 
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open, hottility from this country, on ac¬ 
count of any measures that may te 
adopted with regard to yoifr form of 
government, or with regard t'o any other 
of your internal concerns. 

It is well known, that thi^ govern¬ 
ment mnde^war on you in beq,iiise 
your q^AMPLB was dangerous^^to many 
of its establishments in Qiurch and 
State; and, as it must be evident that 
the example which you have now set 
is still more dangerous to those esta¬ 
blishments, some men may be ready to 
conclude that it will now again make 
WAR UPON you. Certainly such, war 
would 00 w be as just Ss the war was 
in 1793 . There is perfect analogy here j 
but, there is no ana^y in the circum¬ 
stances in which th^ government is 
now placed, and the circumstances in 
which it was placed in 1793 } and it is 
my business to prove to you the vast 
difference in the circumstances of the 
two periods; 1. With regard to pecuni¬ 
ary resources j 2. With regard to the 
state of the industrious classes; 3. With 
regard to the state of the public mind, 
and to the feelings existing amongst the 
people relative to you and to your pro¬ 
ceedings. It is not for me to say what 
this government’s wishes are: 1 am no 
searcher of hearts: but, I know what 
it is ABLE and what it is unable to do; 
and, when I have laid my facts before 
you, •yc'u will want nothing more to 
guide yonr''judgment correctly. You 
will hear our periodical press putting 
forth opinions, differing wiilely accord¬ 
ing to the different wishes and interests 
of the parties who write, or who influ¬ 
ence the writers; but 1 willg^ay facts 
before you, and from those facts you 
will be able to form opinions for your¬ 
selves. 

I. With reoaro to the pecuniary 

RESOURCES OF THE GOVERNMENT. The 

wpole annual amount of the expendi¬ 
ture, in 1792 , Avas fifteen millions of 
pounds sferling: it is now sixty mil¬ 
lions. The JDeht of the state then 
demanded ahnually, to pay the interest, 
eight millions; it now demands, thirty 
millions. Besides this fixed charge, 
there are other ninelc'en millions yearly 
required for other fixbi> cuaross j so 


that there are but eleven millions out 
of the sixty, which is not a fixed and 
permanent and perpetual chaiger; and, 
out of .that eleven millions come the 
means of carrying on the government, 
civil and military, domestic and colo¬ 
nial. Thus, by the war for i||}shing 
the Republic of France,^ are vveloaded 
with perpetual taxes to' the amount of 
forty-five millions of pounds sterling a 
lyear. 

U. With reoaud to thb state op 
the industrious classes. Such a load 
of taxes has produced their natural and 
inevitable effect. The farmers, former¬ 
ly the most opulent in the world, are, 
generally speakiijg, in a state of in¬ 
solvency and ruin. Thousands of them 
are fleeing to the United States of Ame¬ 
rica'with the remnant of their means; 
those that remain become labourers, or, 
at best, can pay only a part of their 
rent, which, in their turn, makes the 
landowners poor. Trade and manufac¬ 
turers follow, of necessity, the fate of 
agriculture; and the wages of the work¬ 
ing classes are reduced so low, that 
the people in tliose classes arc clad in 
miserable rags, are fed on bread alone 
at best, more often on potatoes alone, 
and, in many cases, actually starved 
TO death for W’ant, though there is 
A LAW to compel each parish to relieve 
poor people in want. From this nflsery 
have come crimes innumerable: addi¬ 
tional jails of immense capacity have 
been built in all the counties j new and 
severe laws have been passed; the trial 
by jury has been set aside in many 
cases, in order to cause more summary 
punishment ) but still the crimes in¬ 
crease. Witnesses, examined by the 
House of Commons, have proved that 
the common food of the labouring 
people is potatoes alone ^ that the allow¬ 
ance to a labouring man is only about 
six sous a day, while bread sells for Jive 
soMs a pound (French money) 5 that the 
felons in the jails are fed better than 
the labouring people j and that these 
latter commit crimes in order to get 
INTO JAIL TO BE BETTER FED, In many 
parts of the country, men have been 
c^tmpelled to draw carts and wagons, 
like beasts of burden; it has been pro- 
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posed in Parliament to mortgage the 
lands to raise money to send the people 
away odt of the t;ountry; in soii^ parts 
the husbands have been, by the public 
authorities, kept forcibly apart f^oni the 
wives, to prevent the sexual intercourse 
between them ; in one c<ise a great 
proprietor of nlines has ordered any 
man to be turned off, who shall marry 
before the age of thirty years; all over 
the country,.labouring men are put up 
to auction (a Cencm) and sold for a 
certain time to the highest bidder, just 
as the labour of African slaves ls«old in 
the West Indies. In short, misery and 
degradation, such us are now seen in 
this country, never were before witness 
cd in any country in the world. Whik 
such is but a faint picture of the ruin 
and misery of the industrious classes 
the aristocracy, the fundholders, and al! 
who live on the taxes, are wallowing ir 
riches and in splendour, just as they 
were in France at the close of the reign 
of Louis XV. In 1793 , before the 
fatal war against the French republic, 
the people were well off, agriculture 
trade,and manufactures were nourishing, 
the working people were well clad, and 
fed with abundance of bread and meat; 
and the country bad the means to spare 
for additional taxes and for war.

FALL OF BURDETT.

We have seen many men fall from a 
great height: Charles X. has had a 
prdtty decent tumble; but Charles X. 
in a lodging in Welbeck-street (where 
Pitt had him once), or ki a country-box 
in Buckinghamshire, with the people of 
England laughing at him, will not have 
had fall equal, in point of disgrace, to 
that of Bui^ett. Charles openly defied 
the law^ and the people, and by that 
gallant, that glorious people, that ever- 
to-be-admired people, was openly met 
and defeated. But here we have a man 
who was upon theTiiNnac/e of popularity, 
and w lio, by a series of mean and self¬ 
degrading acts, has brought hiutself 
down to the very lowest state of popular 
contempt i a man who had literally a 
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crown of laurel put on his head by the 
people of Westminster, and who has 
now b£en pelted from the election hiis- 
tingt by that same petfple, and Compel¬ 
led to run into a church to save his 
carcass! I dare say that whin in the 
sanctuary^ he accused the (leople of 
“ inconsistency.H 

When this man was a candidate for 
Middlesex, in 1902, a quarter of a 
million of people conducted him, every 
day for fourteen days, from Brentford 
to London (seven miles), hundreds of 
flags waving in the air, with,the in¬ 
scriptions of “ Burdktt and Reform} 
" Burdett for-ever; Burdett and 

Liberty} Burdett and no Bastile; 

Burdett the Man of the People.” 
When he was imprisoned in the Tower, 
deputations from the cities, towns and 
counties, came up to him with addresses. 
On the day when he came out of the 
Tower, in 1810, a million of people 
came forth to witness the procession; 
for in addition to the people of London, 
there were supposed to be a quarter of 
a million of people from the country. 
There were Jive hundred carriages of 
diflerent sorts, ready to join in the pro¬ 
cession, and more than a thousand mm 
on horseback. Never was there upoq,. 
earth, king or emperor, honoured as he 
was honoured, or offered to be honoured 
on that dav,when, and even after which, 
he was styled, “ WESTMINSTER’S 
PRIDE AND ENGLAND'S GLORY”} 
and, at his approach, upon all public 
occasions, the music played “ THE 
“CONQUERING HERO COMES." 

And what is his state now ? On the 
31st of July, 1830, was held the election 
for the city of Westminster. Burdett 
and Hobhousk, who were the late mem¬ 
bers, had nobody to oppose them. The 
Qovernment and the aristocracy liked 
them well; they had the name of patri¬ 
ots, and were the most eflicienl^mcnns 
of preventing the people from being { 
heard; they kept out good men, be- | 
cause if such opposed them, then the 
Government and the aristocracy were 
ready to come to their support. I, for 
instance, knew them to be detested by 
the people of Westminster; but if 1 had" 
offered myself as a candidate, the con¬ 


sequence ivould have been, that instant¬ 
ly the Government and the whole of 
the aristocracy, including army, navy, 
and* church, would have s# to work 
with all their united power, in favour 
of l^ese tfvo “ sAaui-reformers”; a ma¬ 
jority of the votes would have been for 
them} pdbple at a distance would have 
believed that the people of West¬ 
minster really preferred them j they 
would have had a triumph; and all that 
1 should have accomplished would have 
been the ruin, or at least the great in¬ 
jury, pf hundreds of virtuous tradesmen 
and mechanics,* who would have pre¬ 
ferred their duty to their pecuniary 
interest. 

These considerations, and the last 
particularly, made me resolve to let 
them alone; not even to go near the 
place of election; but to leave them to 
the spontaneous indignation and acts of 
the people themselves; and, as 1 am 
now about ti^record, that indignation 
was expresseiPin a manner highly ho¬ 
nourable to the people of Westminster. 
I'he place for holding the election is on 
one side of the Square op Covent 
Gaiiden, so called because the spot 
once belonged to the Convent at West¬ 
minster, and because it is now used as 
the grand market for garden produce of 
ail sorts. The election^day was, as it 
happened, on a Saturday, whi^h « a 
market'day. For performing the cere¬ 
mony, or rather Ihe /arce, of the elec¬ 
tion, a platform was erected on Hie 
west side of the square, where there is 
a high iron palisade, separating the 
marlcet^square from the Church of 
St. Paul,, the large portico of which 
comes very hear to the iron palisade, 
in which palisade there is a door-way, 
leading from the square into the portico 
and the church. 

To this platform, about twelve o’clock 
in the day, the Two Heroes, accom¬ 
panied by Hume (the totter•np'ff a Co¬ 
lonel Jones, and other persons, who 
appear to have been wholly unknown 
to the people, came out of n hotel near 
by, and ^vith the High-Bailiff (the re-

of all, HE tAME IN TIME." Let us 
hope that our example will have a good 
effect, and/that ambassadors will go to 
FarisVrom many bodies of men in Eng¬ 
land. Cane should be taken, however, 
not to senl^ men whom the people of 
England dc.spise. 1 will not name any 
body; but when there are so many 
good men and true, those should not 
be sent who are hated by the people, 
and who have been pelted by them, and 
very rtcently tc»>. Such men really 
should, at this time, be kept out of 
sight as much as possible. Their malice 
against the people will thrust them for- 
ni^ard, in the hope that they shall 
make the people disgusted with the 
cause that they appear to espouse. I 
read of a public meeting in Westminster. 
The shams dare not appear at such a 
meeting; the shams dare not show their 
faces to the people tf Westminster. They 
can congregate in places, out of which 
the people are shut ; but they will never 
meet the people again; no, not even, 
at the Crown and Anchor.

so, it is as good as being so. You can 
all recollect thb year 1815, when this 
flag (pointing to the tri>coloured flag) 
was torn from the gallant French nation 
by 1,011,000 men, whose muster-roll 
was laid before the House of Commons. 
You can remember the bragging of 
Casllereagh, the pride of the aristocracy 
who pulled down thj! flag, how they 
exulted in the thought that they had 
their feet upon our necks for ever. Yet 
the time is come when that flag is up 
again, and we are met to thank those 
who have been the workers in this 
glorious achievement. I am here for 
the phrpose of tendering to you that 
which I think a proper address for us 
to present to the gallant people of Paris. 
We ought to be particularly careful 
that in an address of this sort, nothing 
shall go forth but what is perfectly true. 
1 hope that you will concur in that 
which I shall submit to you frolh be¬ 
ginning to end. To have your appro¬ 
bation of this address will add to the 
pride I already feel. Having read the 
address, 1 will submit to you, without 
“ playing at Parliament," without sham 
motions, or sham secondings, such as 
the shams make use of, and ny the aid 
of which we have been so long de¬ 
frauded, cheated, and rubbed. 1'he 
Address is dated the i6th August 1830; 
a very ominous day. Gentlemen (though 
it occurred by mere accident) : it is the 
day on which the reformers bled at 
Manchester. 


Yesterday evening, in pursuance of 
Mr. Cobbetf’s notifleation, about 140 
persons [202] sat down to din*’er at the 
London Tavern, Bishopsgate-street, to 
celebrate, under the above designation, 
the late events in France.

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Mr. Corbett resumed—It is not solely 
froiu gratitiulc to tlie French ; it is not 
solely fruiii udmirution towards thein, 
that we are met here.

North” and lluiae and Burdett and his 
man will all drop down dead as if. shot 
through the heart, for a real reform 
extinguishes the whole of tliem for ever, 
and that they know well. Even this 
article in the CouRisa has, I am certain, 
frightened them half to death. But, if 
tlie Duke boggle ; if he hang back from 
reform, they will bawl for it like furies, 
and will throw all the odium upon him, 
while he will be doing the very thing 
that they will want him to do. Brougham 
and his set have with them a great body 
of the meanest and most hypocritical of 
the boroughmongers and loanmongers, 
who hope that the BAWLERS will be 
able to SAVE THEM by cheating the 
people with u SHAM reform. TJiey 
cannot cheat the people; the people 
see through them all, as the Duke may 
learn from the pelting of Burdett and j 
Hobhouse at Westminster; but, if the 
Duke oppose . reform, the shams will 
clamour for it, and the people will cheer 
the shams so far; and then down comes 
the Duke, and, as I said before, the 
whole system along with him : the ship 
is at once upon the rucks, and to pieces 
she goes. By making the reform him¬ 
self, the Duke preserves his own fame 
and power and the country also. But 
it must be a radical reform ; the mea¬ 
sure must not, like the Catholic one, 
take away more liberty than it gives. 

“ We would, therefore, advise all who 
“ look for retrenchment and reform, and 
** who do not want revolution, to expect 
“ with confidence more from those to 
whom theg owe so much already, and 
“ to treat with contempt the ravings of 
men who desire the destniction of 


every thing that is respectable in so- 
“ ciety. As far as Mr. Cobbett and his 
immediate partisans are concerned, 
“ the character of the parties is a gua- 
“ ra^tee against any ground for alarm, 
“ but we legret to add that there are 
“ others iklding a difi'erent rank who 
“ do not blush to avow doctrines of a 
“ similar* character, and against these 
pers' ns tve would really caution the 
“ well-meaning but credulous portion 
“ of society.” 

It is curious, that this slave has taken 
up the old Whig-cant about ** retrench* 
ment and reform"; and tlie further cant, 
that fliere are sifme ” who want revolu¬ 
tion." Why / want revolution; for re¬ 
volution means a great change j and I 
want a great change. Have I not told 
the slave that I pay the Government

gister for; and that I want to pay none 
of this ? Have I not told the slave that 
1 help to pay a pension to Burke thirty 
years after that slave has been dead, 
and that 1 want to cense thus to pay ?

DINNER OF THE SH<5YSrOYS. 

For about nine days, “ A Gband 
Dinner,” in honour of the French, had 
been adfertised to be held at the Fkku- 
.sUkSONs’ Tavern, Burdett, tlic Grand 
Master of the Shoyhoys, in the rhair. 
Advertisements, placards, all sorts of 
means were made use of, to get a com- 
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pany together. It was notified that 
Lords Milton, John llussel^ Nugent, 
and that Urougham would ibe there. 
All tijcse people apologief ; and the

jieojde at Covent Cariieu j and a Mr, 
XtircKiiVoitAM, who has been lecturing 
on tlic East India Charter, and who has 
now a scheme for going round the loorld,

They 
were all cock-a-hoop at first; and, 
according to the custom with fools, 
suffered their tongues to run before their 
reflections. Upon Second thoughts; 
upon seeing that I was filled with joy, 
they bega i to fear that the thing was 
bad for them.

I It was my intention to speak to you, 
in this NTijpber, of the effect wliich the 
discovery of Steam Navigation would 
have in any future war between our go¬ 
vernment and you, and also of the change 
which has been made in our position by 
the creation of the fink Navy of the 
Unitjud States op America ; but I 
will put off these topics till my next; 
because I perceive that you want very 
much to be erilighteqeil ON THE 
STATE OF OUR PRESS, wliich you 
appear to regard as being FREE, and 
whicl), as I am going to prove to you, 
is the most enslaved and the vilest thing 
that has ever been heard of in tlic world 
under the name of press. I say, tliat I 
am going to PROVE this; and proof 
consists of undeniable facts, and not of 
vague assertions. Take, then, tlie fol¬ 
lowing facts: 

1 . All paper is taxed, and this tax, 

together with the expense attending it 
and paying of the tax in advance, and 
with the monopoly that arises out of 
these, makes tlie paper cost tiie double 
of what it would cost, if tliere were 
no tax. ^ .• 

2 . No man dare use a printing-press, 
or types for printing', without a license 
from the nuthuritics of the county in 
which lie resides. All the presses are 
recorded in tiie areliives of the counties, 
and ttie keepers of tho.ee archives are 
compelled to communicate tlie records 
to the Minister of the interior, Avho h.as, 
thus, a complete surveillunce over all 
the presses in every part of the country. 

3 . Suppose you are going to begin 
the publication of a joiirn.al. First, ypu 
must send, in writing, tbc title of the 
journal, and the names of^hfr proprie¬ 
tor, tlie printer and the editor (or pub¬ 
lisher), to the commissaires du bureau 
des Timbres (commissioners of the board • 
of Stamps). Sfcond, the proprietor, 
printer, and editeff, must go in [lerson 
before these Coininissaires, and declare, 
on oath, that tiicy are the proprietor, 
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printer and editor of said journal; and 
each of them must make declaration on 
oath of the town, street, ani^ house, in 
which each of them lives ; and they 
must all declare on oath the hou^e in 
which the journal is to be published. 
Tiiihd, having advanced thu- far„^you 
leave these Commissaires for a little, 
and you, the proprietor, are obliged to 
go before A JUDGE, taking.two honds- 
men with you and this Judge makes 
you all three enter into bonds to the 
amount, each of you, of four hundred 
pounds sterling, to pay the amount of 
four hundred pounds, if a fine to that 
amount should, at any Hme, be indicted 
on the proprietor on account of libel in 
the said journi^l, Fourth, having had 
the good luck-w find two friends, rich 
enough to be able to declare on oath, 
that they possess four hundred pounds 
each, over and above all their debts, and 
courageous enough to run so great a 
risk, and having purchased some paper 
to print the journal on, you are not yet \ 
permitted to print; but must go back 
to the Commissaires du bureau des 
Timbres, and have your paper timbre, 
or stamped.

this Government is, for it makes the 
poor servant plan or woman, who ad¬ 
vertises for oi" place, pay just as much 


tax os the lord who advertises the sale 
of an estate worth a hundred thousand 
pounds ! However, this advertising 
is the great source of revenue with our 
journals, except jn very few cases, such 
as mine, fur instance, who have no ad* 
vertiseqjents. Hence, these journals are 
an affair of trade and not of literature ; 
the proprietors think of the money that 
is to be got by them j they hire men to 
write in them; and these men are or¬ 
dered to write in a way to please the 
classes who can give most advertise¬ 
ments. The Government itself pays 
large sums in advertisements, many 
hundreds a year, to some journals. The 
aristocracy, the clergy, the magistrates 
(who are generally cl&gy too) in the 
several counties; the merciiants, the 
manufacturers, the great shopkeepers; 
all these command the press, because 
without their advertisements it cannot 
be carried on with profit. If a man 
scorn to carry on this vile trade, and 
write and publish for the information of 
the people, then the Government takes 
from him, as it does from me, fourpence 
farthing out of every sixpence. 

Now let us see what sort of liberty 
you have to express your thoughts upon 
this paper, tlius loaded with imposts. 
The Attorney-General sees in your jour¬ 
nal something that he does not like. 
That is enough : he, of his own autho¬ 
rity, and williout consulting any body, 
puts on record in the Court of King’s 
Bench (cowr royale) an accusation 
against you, and, without letting you 
know what it is, has you seized and put 
into Jail until the time for trial, which 
may be, if be please, for six or nine 
months.

Not an 
t ox, not a sheep, not a calf, not a pig, 

! not even a fowl or a duck or a rabbit, 

' would he brought to this place from 
I the moment that the panic began to 
I prevail. The vessels loaded with wheat 
: and with flour and other provisions, 
would sail back again as' fast as pos¬ 
sible; and the consequences no man 
can describe or even imagine. This 
course, therefore, the government will 
not suOer to be pursued; because this 
would be manifest, certain, and swift 
destruction. They must, then, in case 
the gold should continue to go away, 
resort to Bunk-restriction; that is to 
say, to the making paper-money a legal 
tender; and to the issuing of small 
paper-money again. The end of this 
measure would be very little different 
from the other, only it wouhl be slower 
in coming; it would give a little time 
for preparation; it would raise prices 
enormously; it would lessen debts and 
taxation in the same degree; it would 
please f armers and landlords too, the 
! one having rents and the other having 
mortgages to pay; but the paper would 
soon sink into a battle against the 
gold, and then would come that ter¬ 
mination, which, upon the whole, would 
probably be the best. In either of these 
oases, how wildly Brougham and Hume 
would look about them! The wise 
thing would be, to make the Bank*re«

striction, and then, at once, to make the 
parliamentary reform. However, those 
that hSve the power must do as they 
please, and the consequence will be 
on their heads and not on the heads of 
those who have no power. In tl^s state 
of things, common sense points dut to 
every man who^ can do it, to furnish 
himself with SOME GOLD. I know 
that there is in the city, a very general 
expectation that a Bank-restriction and 
legal tender must take place before ii 
be long; and that either that or panic 
must come before Christmas This 
has long been my opinion. My position 
is this, that wheat must be, on an average 
of years and seasons, at five shillings a; 
bushel, or less, or that the gold must 
leave this country. So to contract the 
ibsue of paper us to bring down wheat | 
to five shillings a bushel, is to bring 
panic and all its horrors; to keep the 
wheat up at a higher price, is to fill the 
country witli paper and to drive the 
gold out. Let no man deceive himself. 
One or the other of these must take 
place. Some people imagine, that, 
having got rid of the one-pound notes, 
we are safe from the consequenceifof 
panic, and that Bank-restriction cannot 
become necessary. These persons forget 
two things; first, that the one-pound 
notes still circulate in. Ireland and Scot¬ 
land ; and, second, that there were no 
one-pound Bank-notes when the Bank 
stoppage took place in 1797i and that 
there was a run, a panic and a stoppage 
with no notes in existence under five 
pounds, if a Bank stoppage were now 
to take place, the bread would soon sell 
for sixpence or a shilling a pound, and 
a gold sovereign would sell for three or 
four pounds in paper. Let those, there¬ 
fore, who can now get the gold, and 
who do not do it, have the full enjoy¬ 
ment of all the consequences.

AVATERLOO-AFFAIR. 

Amongst the signs of the times are 
the following facts, which ought to be 
made known to the whole country. On 
the field of Waterloo, as it is culled, 
which is in Belgium, and in the territo¬ 
ries which the gallant French nation 


wns compelled to give up at the peace 
m*ade witli the Bourbops, there has 
been made a mound of earth a hundred 
feet high, upon the top of which there 
is tie statue of a lion which is thirty 
feet migh,* On this mound, it is said, 
the late King of England stood with 
Wellington, and surveyed the field. On 
ttie same neld there is a triumphal 
column to commemorate the prowess 
of the Hanoverian army, and another 
column to commemorate that of the 
Prussian army. The whole spot and 
lands i).bout it are said to be the property 
of Wellington, whose name is em¬ 
blazoned on all these monuments. In 
I his peerage, printed in Lonilon, he is 
called amongst his other titles, Prinpe 
of Waterloo, and it is also stated in 
I the peerage, that he has the grant of 
an estate in Belgium, worth two Mou- 
saud pounds sterling a year. In Eng¬ 
land, we have, ||ot only in London, but 
in all the great towns, Waterloo streets, 
Waterloo houses, Waterloo collages, 
Waterloo places, Waterloo squares; 
and, in London, we have a Waleiloo 
bridge across the Thames. But our 
grand triumphal monument is a statue 
of Achilles, erecteA in Hyde Park, just 
opposite the windows of Wellington’s 
own house, and it was said, at tlie time 
when it was erected, to have been don^ 

“ by a subscriptiowTof the ladies of May-" 
“ land." This statue has written on the 
base of it the followin|; words : 

TO 

ARTHUiyJUKE OF WELLINGTON 

And his brave companions in 
arms this statue of Achilles, 
cast from cannon taken in the 
victories of Salamanca, Ftdto,- 
ritt, Toulouse and Waterloo, 
is inscribed by their country¬ 
women. Placed on this spot, 
on the 18th day of June,^&jj29, 
by command of his Majesty, 

King Gfeorge the Fourth. 

Now, ^ read in the Morning Chronicle 
of the 13th of August, the following 
]|V(Ards. “ On the day of the Review in 
the Park, the people a pipe in the 
“ mouth of the noble statue of Achillest 
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** an oak branch in his hand.and pelted 
** him with stones. And yet* this statue 
“ is erected by the ladies in honour of 
Wellington,whodestroycANapokon.” 
Jt ^v.'is not un oak branch ; a was | dir¬ 
ty ^ broken broom-stick. The statue was, 
indeed, severely pelted; and, the other 
morning when 1 saw it, broken 
broom-stick was still in the hand of the 
atatuc. The statue had been wounded 
in several places, and the stones lay very 
thick about the base; but, what at¬ 
tracted my attention mosfr was, a board 
put up near the statue, commandiny the | 
public authorities to seize and briny to 
justice any persons that miyht be seen 
aitempliny to injure the statue ! I should 
fiyther observe that the park is locked 
up in the uiyht time ; so tliat these acts 
of aggression must have been eornmittetl 
in open day. It is not for me to <^ffer 
opinions upon the sulyect any further 
than to question the ^undness of the 
ioyic of the writer above quoted, w'ho | 
seems to thhtk that it argues brutal iy- 
norance in the people of England, to 
despise and mock at, and insult, a statue 
that had been erected by the ladies of 
JUnyland. I should observe further that 
the inscription on the statiiie is some¬ 
thing like the labels in the stocking 
shops: 

JONE SHILLING 

and eitn^eB'prncc bairpituiii'. 

Poor Achilles makes but a very small 
figure. There, now, take tlie facts just 
as they are j make your own coK)men- 
tary, and say what they arC|;^ sign of. 
Another fact: some days ago*, it was 
announced, in the newspapers, that His 
present Majesty, WiHiqni the Fourth, 
was catling to be buiii at Windsor, a 
nciv yauery, to be called the WATER¬ 
LOO GALLERY, which gallery was 
intended to contain and exhibic all the 
trophies taken at the battle of Waterloo. 
This raf/riiing ('23rd of August), the 
Mornintj Herald is authorised to state, 
that the gallery was NAMED by his 
LATE Majesty, George the Fourth, and 
was intended by HIM for the ntoremen- 
tioned purpose j and that it is not tr jq 
that the gallery is “ ereciiny for that 
it has been formed out of apartments in 


the Castle that were erected a long while 
ayo! Very good: I like this well: it is 
a sign that useless grounds of irritation 
are to be avoided in future. That is all 
I shall say about these matters. 

CHARLES TI1§; TENTH. 

It appears to be certain that tliis man 
and his family are to take up their 
abode at Lulwoktii Castle, in Dorset¬ 
shire, which is a very fine place, about 
130 miles from London, belonging to 
that most respectable Catholic family 
of Weld, who have expended a princely 
fortune from pure zeal in the cause of 
the religion of their falhe-s. This place 
was rented by Peel a few years ago as 
a sporting place. I always thought, 
and always sahl, that Mr. Charles Capet 
and his family would come to this 
country. It was nonsense to talk of 
their going to America, and is now 
nonsense to talk of their going to Aus¬ 
tria. Whether it be^ws^, now that they 
I are in the country, to suffer Jtbem to 
I continue here will depend upon cir¬ 
cumstances. If they can remain 
hdfe without giving just offence to the 
French people and their chief, it is 
right that they should be suffered to 
remain; but if they assume any titles 
incompatible with the laws and con¬ 
stitution of France; if they keep up 
here any intrigues or cabals tending to 
excite suspicions of the intentions of our 
government, and* tending to embroil 
the two countries in war, then they 
ought to be sent away. The like of 
this was done at the peace of Amiens, 
and the like of it must be done now if 
their conduct should give umbrage to 
the French; for millions of human 
beings are not to he rendered misera¬ 
ble ; rivers of blood are not to flow, to 
gratifv the ambition, or the malice, of a 
few ii.-lividuals. As far as our own 
King is concerned, we have, in his 
cliaractcr, and in the real Iftve which he 
has shown for the people, a sure guar¬ 
antee that nothing will be done injuri¬ 
ous to us; and though it is impossible 
to disguise from ourselves and the world, 
that some pensons here feel great mor¬ 
tification at ttie failure of the schemes 
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of Pollgnac, every thing that I see leads ' 
me to hope and to believe, that the, 
ministry.will now do nothing to create | 
a breach between the two - countries,! 
who both want peace, and whose mu- j 
tual friendship may command that | 
tranquillity in Europe which is ne¬ 
cessary to a peaceable and equitable 
arrangement of our own dilhcult affairs. 
In my last Register I gave it as my 
opinion that the Duke of Wellington 
would of himself propose a reform of' 
parliament j and my reason for this 1' 
am now about to state more fully than I 
did then. * 

THE ELECTIONS. 

In Norfolk the old Tory Woodhouse 
has been shovad aside, by a man who 
has pledged himself to reform j in 
Cambridgeshire the Duke of Rutland’s 
brother, or cousin, or something, has 
been put out by a private gentleman, 
upon his making a solemn declaration 
that he would vote for radical reform. 
In Sufliklk, my old friend, Gaffv.b 
Gooch, has been fairly hooted down as 
a common nuisance, though sitting iy a 
seat of twenty-live years old, looked 
upon as an heir-loom in the fam%j 
and though backed by the aristocracy 
and the parsons in phalanx. There is 
some precious good stuff in these eastern 
counties. In Kent, Honey wood has given 
way to one of the very best and most 
humane men that England ever con¬ 
tained. In other counties no very great 
change as to the principles of the men , 
but everywhere reform has been sound¬ 
ed in their ears, and no where has there 
been found a man bold enough to say, 
that he was not for some degree of re¬ 
form of Parliament. Of those elected, 
Dknnisox, in Surrey, Tkvor, in Wales, 
CuRTEis, in Sussex, and Westehn (if 
he be elected) in Essex, have declared 
against the ballot, and nil upon the au¬ 
thority of Brougham j but they will all 
change thell^one, and their high autho¬ 
rity will take the lead in the change. 
The wretched creatures called Whigs 
boast that they have “ ORGANISED 
A PARTY"] and they really think 
that they shall put out the Duke^ and 


come scrambling into power and emo¬ 
lument. '|he poor creatures do not 
consider the state of the country at all. 
They do net consider that it is solely 
the ^|\IV1E pf this one man that keeps 
the 4'stem# together, and that if that 
name were taken away, it would fall to 
pieces of its owji weight j they do not 
consider ilmt, in circumstances liko 
these, a change of ministry is convul¬ 
sion. However, if the Duke do not 
himself propose a parliamentary reform, 
they will have the ability to worry him 
out of his exiltence. They know that 
it camfbt be carric<l peaceably without 
its being a measure of tite Government. 
They want it not to be carried , but in 
order to annoy him, and to get his 
power from him, they will ask for what 
they do not want; they will get in¬ 
volved in the question so deep as to be 
unable to extricate themselves; they 
will have the whole country at their 
back upon this question ; they will pull 
down tlie Duke, or create a cominotiorr. 

If the Duke propose the reform himself, 
and do it at once and frankly, this 
party, as they call themselves, is down 
in a moment, and the Duke’s popularity 
is established for the remainder of his 
life. The people look at this parly not 
only without confidence, but with con¬ 
tempt. The people hav.e long viewed 
them with contempt. They do not look^ 
upon the Duke with contempt. His 
silence and reserve, aqd the ostentations 
display which his oHicious and foolish 
and servile satellites have made about 
him} all these displease the ])cople j 
they drayj^a contrast between his de¬ 
portment and that of the 'present 
king 5 but they do not despise him ns 
they do the wWgs, whose shuffling and 
treachery are everlasting subjects of 
invective. If he had appeared at Covent 
Garden, they would have showed him 
no respect; but they would not have 
pelted liim with cabbages an(|jyjrnip3 a.s 
they did Burdett and Hobhousc. Is it 
not plain, then, that the path for him to 
pursue is the path ofreform, with all the 
pedplc akhis back ? No maxim is truer 
than that desperate (Jiseases require des- 
IqjCTate remedies. Prudence sometimes 
dictates to men to risk nothing; but there 
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are times when the greatest of prudence 
dictates to them to risk e^cry thing j 
and such are precisely the circumstances 
in which the Duke is iloiv placed. 
When he looks at the del|':, whf^n he 
looks at the taxes, when he looks i.t the 
awful state of the paper money, when 
he looks at the grievous sores that af¬ 
flict the working classes of this country, 
when he must know that there are 
millions of men who go to bed hungry 
after their day’s work, when he behold-s 
all this, he must, he must be convinced 
that some yreat change must take place. 
Power never listens to reason, eisicept it 
be on its own side. Folign'ac had two 
desperate remedies before him. One 
was to abtogate the charter] the other 
to yield to the will of the. people^ and 
thus make the monarchy half a republic. 
1 confess that his choice lay between 
these two j but he never appears to have 
thought of the latter, which was the 
least desperate of the two j and there¬ 
fore, he did not make his master half a 
republican chief; but made him an out¬ 
cast and a wanderer. Parliamentary 
reform would, to a certainty, greatly 
bring down this aristocracy ; but the 
choice lies between this and something a 
great deal worse for that aristocracy. 1 
do not wish, and 1 never have wished, 
to see this worie take place j and 1 have 
always been particularly anxious to in¬ 
culcate no opinion hostile to the kingly 
office and dignityt In short, all may be 
jireserved that ought to be preserved, if 
those who have the power in their hands 
choose to preserve it; and, if they do 
not, be the consequences on tlrcir heads.

My Lord Duke, 

1. In niy last letter I proved, timt 
the hired writer of the Quarterly Review 
must have known, in May, that Folio- 
NAc’s blow was intended to be struck 
in July. A poor hired mortal like this 
could not have gotten this knowledge 
from PoLioNAc. It must have been 
communicated to him by somebody in 
London j and, when one looks narrowly 
into the affair, it appears evident, not 
only that tlic plot was known in London 
beforehand-, but tliat it was hutched in 
London-, that the whole thing was con¬ 
trived here; instigated here; and that the 
object of the plot was, not to do any 
good to the Bourbons j not to uphold 
their throne and^//icir power; but to 
serve the -purposes of the boroughmongers 
of England-, to secure to them the 
quiet enjoyment of the rich fruits of 
their traffic. Lest you should not know 
what a borouyhmonger is, I will describe 
him to you. He is a man, or, rather, 
monster, who trnfficks in corruption; 
who buys or sells scats, and who is 
called a borough-monger as we call a 
trafficker in iron an ironmonger, or a 
trafficker in clieesc a cheesemonger. 
Perhaps it would be more pmper to 
call him a seat-monger ; or more pro¬ 
per still, a vote-monger ; and then the 
French term would be marchand devotes.

1 intend to do this by the 
means of weekly Ntmbers, which I in¬ 
tend to publish here in French as well 
as in English, until I have settled on 
some regular mode of having them 
published in Paris. 

In the meanwhile I hereby request my 
son James, who is now in Paris, to trans¬ 
late the first, second, and third Numbers; 
to have them alid also the fourth aticl 
fifth Numbers printed in Paris; to cause 
one copy of each to be sent to each 
member of the legislature', if practicable, 
to eves-y prefect in France; one to every 
proprietor of the Paris journals ; and as 
many Numbers as he may think proper 
to the divers schools of science, and par¬ 
ticularly to the gentlemen of the Poly¬ 
technic School, whom 1 beg to accept of 
them as a mark of my admiration of 
their conduct in the glorious combat 
against the tools of the English bo- 
roiighmongers.

SKETCH 

Ofthi History of Englttnd,from the. Protestant 

lieformation to the Regency of Geo, IV. 

That change in the religion of Eng¬ 
land, which took place in the reigns of 
Henry Vlll., Edward VI., and Eliza¬ 
beth, and which is generally called the 
REFOXtUATioN, has produced, in pro¬ 


cess of time, aJtill greater, and a most 
I fatal, change in the nature of the'Eng- 
lisli Guvej^ment. Before that event, 
full one-third part, and, indeed more, 
of the real property of the country be- 
longAl to the church; that is to say, 
it was hcUl in trust by the clergy of 
dificrent denominations, as bishops, 
priests, monks, nuns, &c., for the main¬ 
tenance of «ligion, and for the relief of 
the poor and the stranger* These 
trustees, were, therefore, in fact, the 
lords, or owners of .something approach¬ 
ing to one-half of the whole of the 
houses and lands of England. 

Frolfc the very nature of the Catholic 
in.sti tut ions this state of things gave the 
common people great .advantages, and 
in various ways, especially as it pre¬ 
vented them from being borne- down by 
ike aristocracy. Where there is an aris¬ 
tocracy who are hereditary lawgivers, 
and are sustained by .a law of primo¬ 
geniture, the commons, if left without 
some power to protect them against 
such an aristocracy, must, in the nature 
of things, be, whatever they may cull 
themselve.«, the slaves of that aristocracy. 
This protection, the commons, or peo¬ 
ple of England, found in the Catholic 
church, which not only had an interest 
always opposed to the encroachments 
of the aristocracy, but which was, from 
the very nature of its institutions, the 
cause of a distribution of property fa¬ 
vourable to tlie commons. In the first 
place, it took a tenth part of the whole 
of the produce of the eiirth, and out of 
it relieved the w.'ints of the poor, the 
aged, the widow, and the orphan: next, 
the celibar^^of the clergy, that is of the 
great mass of landowners, necessarily 
took from them all motive for accumu¬ 
lating wealth, and caused them 4o dis¬ 
tribute it, in someway or other, amongst 
the commons : next, the mtpiastics, 
whose estates were immense, could pos¬ 
sess no private property, ami were, of 
course, easy landlords, let theif lands at 
low rents, and on lejises for* lives, so 
that the renters were, in fact, pretty 
nearly the proprietors; one and the 
same family of farmers held the .same 
farm for ages; and hence arose the 
*efra YEOMAN, which is retained in our 
law-writs, but which has now no appli¬ 
cation. The nobility were compelled to 
follow, in this respect, the example of 
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the church; nnd thus’^he commons 
were the joint-proprietors^ in fact, of 
the whole countryj they acH'owledg^d 
the owner as lord of the soil 5 but they 
held the estates for lives; they had 
rents or fines to pay, at stated tfnes, 
but with this reservation, ‘the estates 
were theirs; they could not, like rack- 
renters, be turned out at the pleasure of 
the owner; and, of course*, they were 
independent, free, and bold, just the 
reverse of the rack-renters of the pre¬ 
sent day. Another ^reat cause of pub¬ 
lic happiness, arising out of this distri¬ 
bution of property, was, that tho^ great 
landlords, the clergy, always, from the 
very nature of the institutions, resided 
in the midst of their estates, and, of 
course, expended their revenues there 
rettirning to those who laboured the 
fair share of the fruits of their labour; 
and, though the aristocracy had no such 
positive ties with regard to residence, 
example must have had, in this respect' 
also, great eflFect upon them. 

The Reformation broke up this state 
of society in England; and it has, at 
last, produced that state which we now 
behold; a state of nick-rentcrs, of 
paupers, and of an aristocracy making 
the laws and burdening the commons, 
or people, at their pleasure. The Re¬ 
formation took from the church, that is, 
in fact, from the people at large, of 
i. whom the clergy were the trustees, all 
their share of the property of the coun¬ 
try. If the makers of this Reformation 
had divided this property amongst the 
people; if they had sold it nnd applied 
the proceeds to the use of the nation at 
large, as was done by the n^iters of the 
French Revolution of 1789, there would 
have been no re.nl injury done to the 
commbns ; but this is what the makers 
of the Reformation did not do; they 
did precisely the contrary; and this too 
from a very obvious cause. The French 
fee volution was made by the people; 
the Englk/h Reformation was made by 
the aristocracy against the wishes of 
the people. The French revolutionists 
divided the property amongst the peo¬ 
ple; the English aristocracy* took the 
property to themselves! 

But this was not all that they nib 
against the people. Having become 
th^e lords of the immense estates of the 
church, they, as was natural, began to 
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put an end to that joint-proprietorship 
which had before existed, and, the lives 
dying off, they assumed the absolute pos¬ 
session : the race of yeome^was, little 
by little, swept away, and the occupants 
became rack-renters, wholly dependent 
on the will of the aristocracy. From 
even the parochial clergy the aristocracy 
had taken a great part of their revenue, 
while, at the same tiriie, they allowed 
them to marry; and thus were the poor 
left without relief, and the churches 
without revenues to keep them in repair. 
Yet it was absolutely necessary that 
provision should be made for these ob¬ 
jects ; for, in the reign of Elizabeth, so 
great nnd so general was become the 
misery of the people, aiul so manifestly 
was open rebellion approachini', that it 
was, after numerous efforts to avoid it, 
finally resolved on to make by law an 
effectual and permanent provision for the 
poor, and for the repair of the churches. 
And how did rcaionand justice say that 
this ought to be done J By a tax, cer¬ 
tainly, exclusively on the property taken 
from the church and gi^n'^to the aristo¬ 
cracy. This is what ought to have been 
done; and even this would have been 
but a poor compensation for all that the 
commons had lost; but instead of this 
a law was made to tax all the people for 
the relief of the poor and for the re¬ 
pairing of the churches; and this tax 
fbr England alone, now amounts to the 
enormous sum of seven millions and a 
half of pounds Sterling in a year. 

The Stuarts, who came to the 
throne immediately after the making 
of this law, besides being a feeble race 
of men, had not the protection wltich 
Elizabeth had found in the dread which 
the people had had of seeing the crown 
on the head of a Frenchman. The 
Stuarts, neither loved nor respected, had 
not the power to withstand the effects 
of the old grudge against the aristo¬ 
cracy,, ..ombined, as it now was, with 
ho most furious fanaticism, hardly got 
quietly along through the reign of 
James I.; and, in that of Charles 1., 
had to undergo all the sufferings of a 
revolution. The Republicans, amidst 
all their fury against the remains of the 
IJatbolic church, did not forget its es- 
'ates', and, in spite of the arguments of 
the Royalists, proceeded very coolly, 
and, as aU the world mast say, very 
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justly, io take the estates back again far 
public use. 

The restoration of the Stuarts, 
tvhich^ like that of Louis XVIIL, was 
produced 'partly by the tyranny of the 
man at the head of affairs and partly by 
treachery, restored these immense es¬ 
tates to the aristocracy •, but .did not 
restore to the Crown the estate which 
the Republicans had taken from it; so 
that, while the aristocracy retained all 
their enormous increase of wealth and 
power, the king, like the poor, became 
a charge on the public revenue; and 
thus were king as well as people placed 
at the mercy of the aristocracy*; a state 
in which they have remained from that 
day to this. 

Next came the “Gr.oRious Revo- 
r.uTiON” of 1688 ; and here the reader 
must have his senses at command to 
enable him to set the delusion of names 
at defiance. This revelation was made 
by the aristocracy, and for their sole 
benefit, and, like the Reformation, 
against the wish of the people. It was 
forced upontf the nation by an army 
brought from abroetdi it was made by 
laws, passed by those who had not been 
chosen by the people to make laws ; and 
that the revolution was for the benefit 
of the aristocracy, what need we of more 
proof than is contained in the following 
facts, well known to all the world; 
that James II., who was a Catholic him¬ 
self, wished to place Catholics upon a 
level with Protestants as to all civil 
rights ; that the nation was then but at 
only about fifty years from the death of 
many who had witnessed the transfer of 
the church-estates to the aristocracy, 
only at about forty years from the time 
when those estates had been taken from 
the aristocracy by the republicans, and 
applied to public uses, and only at about 
thirty years from the time when the 
estates had been given back to the aris¬ 
tocracy again ; that it was evident, that 
if the king could be a Catholic himself, 
and were permitted to'^lace Catholics 
upon a level with Protestants, all men 
would say, that the Reformation was 
unnecessary, and that the estates had 
been taken from the Catholic church 
unjustly, from which conclusion there 
could be but one step to the resumption 
of those estates by the nation. j 

To these fkets add the following;. 


that the Prince of Orange was not in¬ 
vited to England by any meeting or 
assembli^e of the people, nor by any 
person or body of persons chosen by the 
people for that purpose, or for the 
making of laws; that he was invited to 
England hy the aristocracy, and through 
agents,sent to Holland by them; that 
the Dutoh army brought over by Wil¬ 
liam, mni-ahed to London with him and 
displaced the English soldiers stationed 
.there; that the general commanding 
the English army went over to William; 
and that laws were immediately passed 
for disarming suspected persons, and for 
enabRog the new government to put 
into prison whomsoever it suspected of 
designs hostile to it. Add these facts to 
the former, and then nothing further 
need be said with regard to the actors 
in, or the motives to, this “ Glorious 
Revolution.” 

But though, by these and similar 
means, and by a pretty free use of the 
gallows and the scaffold, the aristocracy 
secured the estates for this time, the 
thing w^ by no means settled thus. 
A war with France became necessary 
“for the preservation of the Protestant 
religion-' that is to say, the quiet pos¬ 
session of the church-estates. To carry 
on this war, and to bind the monied 
people to the new government, it was 
necessary to borrow money; and hence 
arose the funds, the bank, and the na- • 
tional debt. These brought taxes, and 
so heavy^s to create great discontents. 
The people felt themselves loaded with 
ten or twelve millions a year, instead of 
the-mi7/ion and a half, which they had 
had to pn;-^ the reign of James II.; so 
that, sopn after the accession of George 
I., the first king of the House of Bruns¬ 
wick, he had to encounter an open re¬ 
bellion; and the aristocracy, though 
they.had so pared down theijidepen- 
dence and power and influence of the 
people, found it necessary to pare iE 
down still more; andt this thf*.y effected 
in the year 1715, by an act, called the 
Uiot act, and by another called the Sep¬ 
tennial bill. 

By the first of those la^vs all as¬ 
semblages of the people out of doors 
wire, in effect, put down. And, why 
was this ? Certainly not because they 
were favourable to the government. 
But the Septennial bill can leave no 
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doubt in the mind of any man. One of 
the char^jes against the Stuarts was, 
that they ha<l not called ne^ parliar 
inents j'reqnetitly enovtjk; and that, 
thus, liiey had deprived the people of 
tlic power of changing their representa¬ 
tives as often as might be pecesstiry. 
^'hc right of the people was to choose a 
new parliament every year. ]Jut, those 
who introduced William, did not re¬ 
store this right; but enacted, that, in 
future there should be a new parlia¬ 
ment every three years. However, in 
1815, they found, that the people had 
still too much power ; and, in this year, 
they, whom the people ha«l chos^i for 
three years, made a law to authorise 
themselves to sit for four years longer! 
Afe, and that every future parliament 
should sit for seven years instead of 
three; though the declaration against 
the Stuarts stated, that “new? Parlia¬ 
ments ought to be frequently called,” 
and that tliis was an unalienable right 
of the people of England. 

But, audacious as this was in itself, 
it was less audacious than the pretexts 
set forth for the passing of the law. 
These were, that soch frequent elections 
were attended with “ grievous expen¬ 
ses” j that they caused “ violent and 
lasting heats and animosities”; and 
that they might, at this time, favour 
the views of a " restless and popish fac- 
“ tion in causing the destruction of the 

peace, and security of the gervem- 

metit.” Now, if this had been a 
mere faction, why take away the rights 
of all the people, in order to counteract 
its restlessness! Why, in order to 
keep down a mere faction,‘-'::Mbvert the 
fundamental laws and usages of the 
country, and violate, in this daring man¬ 
ner, the solemn compact so recently 
..entered into between the cro.wn and the 
people! 

It was, then, under the auspices of 
the Riot act and of the Septennial act 
that the House of Brunswick began its 
reign in ^England; and, though Mr. 
Can'nin'g will not, by those who knew 
him, be deemed niiich of an authority 
uj^n the subject, he did sav, in the 
House of Commons, in 1822, that, if 
the people of England could have ha<) 
their will, the House of Brunswick 
would never have worn the Crown of 
this kingdom. The dislike of the 
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people was not, however, to the House 
of Brunswick, but to the exercise of 
the power of the aristocracy, who, by 
tills last-mentioned act, left hardly the 
semblance.of power in the hands of the 
people. The msmbers of that house 
have, in general, conducted themselves 
witli great moderation; but, in its 
name, tlic aristocracy has gone on with 
its encroachments, which, however, 
seem at last to be destined to counteract 
themselves. 

Tiie “ glorious revolution ” brought 
tears } first for the keeping out of Janies 
and his family, and second for tlie pre-

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1793, William Pitt, a son of the late 
Earl of Chatham, was the Prime Minis¬ 
ter. lie had established wliat he called 
a SiNKi.v^ Fund, and had adopted othen 
measures for reducing the amount of 
the DEBT, which had now reached the 
fearful amount of two hundred millions ^ 
and upwards; A new war was whdlly i 
incompatible with Pitt's schemes of| 
reduction ; and he, of course, would be, 
and he really was, opposed ta- the war 
of 1793 , though he carried it on (with 
the exception of the truce before-men¬ 
tioned) until the day of his death, which 
took place in 1806. And here we be¬ 
hold the direct, open, avowed, and all¬ 
ruling power of the aristocracy! This 
body had, for many years, been divided 
into two parties,” as they called them, 
bearing the two nick-names of Tories 
and 'VViiios, the etymology of which is 
of no consequence. The Tories af- 
- fected very great attachment to the 
throne and the chttrch •, the Wnics af¬ 
fected ])erfect loyalty, indeed, but sur¬ 
prising devotion to the rights of the 
people, though it was they who had 
brought the Dutch king and his army, 
and who had made the Riot act and the 
Septennial bill 3 so that, if they were the 
friends of the people, what must their 
enemies have been! The trutli is, 
that there was no diflerence, as far as 
regarded the people, between these two 
factions ; their real quarrels were solely 
about the division of the spoil; for, 
vVhenever any contest arose between the 
nrsitocracy luid the people, the two fac¬ 
tions had always united in favour of the 
former; and thus it was in regard to 
that all-important question, the war 
against Republican France. "*• 

Pitt, who was the son of a Whig- 
Pensioner, and had begun his career, 
not only as a Whig, but as a parliamen¬ 
tary reformer, was now at the head of 
the Tories; and CHARr.ES.Jb'ox, who had 
not only been bred a Tory and begun his 
career as a Tory, but who had, and who 
held to the day of his death, two sinecure 
offices, was at the head of the Whigs. 
'These were the two men of the whole 
collection who could talk loudest, long¬ 
est, and most fluently, and who /Ivere, 
therefore, picked out by their respective 
parties to lead in carrying those “dr-' 
BATES,'’ as they are called, which have: 
been one of the great means of amusing i 
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and deluding and enslaving this nati^. 
Every effort was mode by the respective 
parties to exalt their champions in the 
public estimation; they were represented 
as tlie two most wonderful men that the 
world hod ever seen; as orators, Pitt 
was compared to‘' Cicero, and Fox to 
Demosthenes : Pitt, as a lawgiver sur¬ 
passed Lycurous ; Fox more nearly re¬ 
sembled Solon ! The people, always 
credulous and vain enough as to su^ 
matters, carried away by the jugglery, 
ranged themselves under one or the other 
of these paragons and took their respec¬ 
tive names as marks of honourable dis¬ 
tinction ; and thus, forthirty long years, 
were the* industrious and sincere and 
public-spirited people of this country 
divided into Pittites and Foxites ; 
thus were they for those thirty years the 
sport of the aristocracy who employed 
these political impostors, while every 
year of the thirty saw an addition to 
their burdens and a diminution of their 
liberties. 

In this state stood the factions, 
when, in 1793, came the question of 
War against the Republic of France. 
Pitt, for the reasons before stated, was 
decidedly opposed to war. The portion 
of the aristocracy that supported him 
were for war; but, they were for their 
leader too, because, if he quitted his post. 
Fox came in with the tribe of Whigs at 
his heels. Resides, a vast majority of 
the people, whether Pittites or Foxites, 
were against the war. So that Pitt had 
reason to fear that, with a war on his 
shoulders, lie would be unable to retain 
his power. But the Foxite portion of 
the aristocracy, seeing the common dan~ 
ger, and seeing the grounds of Pitt’s 
opposition to war, went ever and joined 
the Pittite party ; leaving Fox with a 
small party about him, to carry on that 
“ constitutional opposition ” which was 
necessary to amuse and deceive the 
people. 

Thus mpported by the two bodies 
of the arikocracy united, Pitt went in¬ 
to this memorable war, which, though 
attended with numerous important con¬ 
sequences, w&R attended with none 
equal, in point of ultimate effect, to the 
measures by which paper^momy was 
r.Mde a legal tender in 1797* The aris¬ 
tocracy, in resorting to this expedient, 
Avere not at all aware, that, though it 
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gave them strength for the time, it 
must, in the end, bereave them of all 
strength; that it must take from them 
the means of future wars, or compel 
them to •blow up that system of debts 
and funds which had been invented by 
them as a rock of safety, and without 
the existence of which the whole fabric 
of their power must go to pieces. 

In the meanwhile, however, on they 
went with the war, and with the struggle 
between them and the people on the 
score of Parliamentary Reform j the 
people ascribing the war and all its 
enormous debts and taxes to the want 
of that reform, and the aristocracy as¬ 
cribing their complaints to seditious 
and treasonable designs, and passing 
laws to silence them, or punish them 
accordingly. When this war began 
(1793) the Septennial bill had been 
in existence seventy-nine years^ and 
that it had produced its natural fruits 
is clearly proved by the following unde¬ 
niable facts ; namely, that, at the time 
of the “ Glorious Revolution,” in l(i88, 
one of the charges against King James 
was, “ that he had violated the freedom 
of election of members to serve in jmr- 
liament that, one of the standing laws 
of parliament is, “ that it is a high 
crime and misdemeanor in any peer 
“ to interfere in the election of mem- 
“ bers to serve in the House of Com- 
“ raoDS that, in 1793, Mr. Grey, now 
Earl Grey, presented a petition to the 
House of Commons, signed by himself 
and others, stating, “ that a decided 
“ majority of that House was returned 
“ by one hundred and ffty-four men 
partly peers, and partly great 
“ commoners, and by the ministry 
“ of the day that he offered to 
prove the allegation by witnesses at the 
bar of the House, and that he was not 
permitted to bring his witnesses to the 
bar ; that there was an .appendix to this 
petition, containing a list of the names 
of all the peers and great comn^ners, 
who thus returned the members, ex¬ 
hibiting the number of members re¬ 
turned by ead), and that this list is 
recorded in the Annual Register for the 
year 1793 j that, in 1779, the House of 
Commons had resolved, that an attempt 
to traffic in seats in that House was“Ai 5 r/i- 
“ ly criminal in a minister of the king; 
that it was an attack on the dignity and 


honour of the House, an infringement 
on therightsand liberties of tlie people, 
“ and an attempt to sap the basis of 
“ dur free* and happy constitution 
that, on the 25th April, 1809, Lord 
Caltlbkbaou, then a minister of the 
king,lhaving been proved to have tlius 
trafficked, ttie House resolved, “ that it 
“ was its boundeu duty to niaintaiti, 
“ at all times, o jealous guard on its 
“ purity, Ufb attempt in the present 
“ instance, not having been carried into 
effect, the House did not think it 
“ necessary to proceed to any crimi- 
“ nating resolutions j” that, alas ! in 
only sij^teen days after this, Mr.MAoocKs, 
member for Boston, accused this same 
Castlereagh, together with ^wo other 
ministers of the king, nut only with 
trafficking in a seat, but of having 
completed the bargain, and carried 
it into full effect; that, having in.ade 
this charge, Mr. Madocks moved, that 
the House should inquire into the 
matter that the House then de¬ 
bated upon this motion •, that there 
were three hundred and ninety-jive 
members present; and that (hear it, 
every honest man on earth!) three hun¬ 
dred and ten voted against all incpxiry, 
and that, too, as the speakers in the de- 
bsite openly declared, ^'•because this 
traffick was as ?ioto?'ious as the sun at 
noon daif "! 

Such was the state of things in the 
year 1809. The next year George III. 
became, from insanity, incapable of per¬ 
forming the office of king ; then, there¬ 
fore, began the regency of his eldest son 
and heir apparent. The ten years’ reign 
that followed will be illustrated in the 
" History or the Regency and Reign of 
George the Fourth," the First Number 
of which is now published.

IVhcn 
the government leaves the people to 
enjoy the fruit of their industry, they 
seldom revolt; as, amongst individual.^, 
ninety-nine (juarrels out of every hun¬ 
dred are about propertg of some sort or 
other; so it is between governments 
and people. Men never revolt, if they 
have..tlie full enjoyment of the fruits of 
their labour, skill, and care : and when¬ 
ever wc see restraints put on the yress, 
we may he sure tliat tlie government 
knows tliat the jicople h.avc cause for 
complaint; becAilse, it must know that 
no writer, however able, can persuade a 
man that he is badly off, when he Is 
well off; no writerA'an persuade a man 
that he is hungry and naked, when that 
man’s belly is full, and his body well 
clad.

but the great burden of the complaint 
was, the enormous weight of the taxes. 
The sovereignty of tlie people, the 
equality of rights, these came after- 
waids. They were true and just; they 
were founded in nature and reason ; but 
they would have remained buried in 
silence, if the cruel burden of the tailles 
and the gabellcs had not drawn them 
forth.

England the great cause is the Debt, 
contracted by the Septennial Parlia¬ 
ment, to carry on wars against America 
and France. In France the debt is great ; 
and how did it come? It was con¬ 
tracted, principally, to pay the Allies 
for forcing the Bourbons back on France ; 
to pay the ancient noblesse for coming 
hack 5 to pay, in fact, for treasons com- 
mitted against the people of France; 
and tills Debt was expected to bind the 
monied people to the Bourbons so 
firmly as to enable the government to 
set all discontents at defiance for the 
future. In Bklgium the debt, which is 
very gre.at in proportion to tlie resources 
of the country, was a present made to 
the poor Belgians, along with their new 
King ! They had no debt before : ichen 
under the French they had no debt: but 
their former sovereign, the Emperor of 
Germany, having conlrnctcd a debt with 
the Jews, the new King was to have 
Belgium u)K)n condition of making th • 
Belgians pay the interest of this debt ! 
And thus these fortunate people got a 
legitimate sovereign and a national debt 
.at one and the same lime, both a pre¬ 
sent from the generous allied sove¬ 
reigns ! The [leople of Belgium com¬ 
plain of many things, and I dare say, 
very justly ; but the ROOT is the taxes, 
which are perfectly enormous.

1 beseech the excellent man who 
is now the chief magistrate in France, 
and I beseech the French legislators, to 
consider seriously that proposition, and 
to be prepared for the consequenees 
which will naturally result from the ex¬ 
perimental establishment of its truth. A 
people who have no voice in the making 
qf the laws will submit fur ages to pay 
the interest of a national debt: they will 
submit to it, as they do to every other 
oppression, until they can get rid of it by 
force: but if they have a voice in the 
making of the laws, they will not long 
• submit to it. There is, in a debt of this 
sort, something so abhorrent to natural 
right, something so contrary to all our 
notions of property and justice, that no 
people ever will submit to it, if they 
have the power to refuse.,submission. 
Suppose a law were passed to enable all 
who are now just married to borrow mo¬ 
ney and to spend it, and to mortgage the 
labour of the children pr(>ceeding from 
their marriages, in order to pay off the 
debts thus contracted. Is there a man 
in the world to defend a law like this ? 
And, yet, what national debt is there 
that has a more equitable foundation ? 
This is the light in which our natural 
sense of justice views the matter; and, 
upon this view of it, men will always 
act when they can. When tlicy make 
the laws themselves, they can act thus ; 
andy in spite of all the arts of money¬ 
lenders, act thus they will.

Then, 
therefore, they resisted taxes on account 
of debt. During their war of the Re¬ 
volution, the old, or first. Congress 
contracted a debt with the Dutch, and 
also another debt in paper-money. At 
the close «>f the war, the Congress wish¬ 
ed to impose taxes to pay off those 
debts, and to pay the interest in the 
meanwhile. From one end of the coun¬ 
try to the other the people objected to 
this ; the paper-money debt was swept 
away, and was never paid or heard of 
more; and the Dutch debt was, by the 
new Congress, to be paid by the pro¬ 
ceeds of i nr posts on joreign ships and 
goods; which imposts were deemed ne¬ 
cessary to the encouragement of the ma¬ 
nufactures, arts, and shipping, of the 
United States. So that no tax-gatherer 
has, in America, ever collected money 
from the people, to pay debt, or interest 
of debt. At one time, soon after the 
establishment of the present Govern¬ 
ment, an excise duty was imposed on 
home-made whisky, for the double pur¬ 
pose of paying off the Debt, and of pre¬ 
venting the inordinate use of spirituous 
liquors. The people in Pennsylvania 
resisted the law by force; and though 
they were reduced to submission, it was 
solely owing to the great veneration for 
the President, Washington, who was 
compelled to'march in person against 
them j and even he would not have suc¬ 
ceeded, without a clearly-understood pro¬

lu.xury and splendour and all their odious 
waste and insolence; a working-peo- 
])le,once the best fed and clad and most 
inorjfl in the whole world, now half- 
starved, covered with rags, and com¬ 
mitting crimc.s so numerous, that the 
jails have been (within forty years> aug¬ 
mented four-fold in size and numbc*r, 
and are now too small; ll^ fruit of the 
people’s labour carried away, by mil¬ 
lions, to be spent in foreign lands; a 
standing army during peace, to make the 
people pay the taxes, whicli are again 
thus augmented ; the taste for making

Nartonal debts can never exist 
to any extent without a papk.''-money of 
some sort., and without anticipations of 
endless variety, descending down to 
the most common concerns of life. A 
shock of any sort unsettles all the 
arrangements connected with these an¬ 
ticipations ; hundreds of thousands are 
ruined they know not how; society is 
convulsed without any apparent cause; 
the government becomes, in time, iden- 
tilieil with the debt and the paper- 
money ; and, at last, all three fall 
together.

SIR THOMAS BEEVOR. 

Mr. pREFECTimd Gentlemen, 

I regret tliat I ant unable to address you in 
your own laiignase : that regret however is 
considerably diniliiUbcd by the knowledge 
that many of you now present understand the 
language which I speak. 

The address which 1 hold in my hand was 
uuauimuusly agreed to by a cuiisideralde iiuin- 
lior of the raiheal reruniiers of London, at a 
public dinner held for that purpose on tlie siv* 
teenth day of the present mouth, being the 
anniversary of the day ou wbirli, in the jear 
i8ll), a peaceable meeting of the reformers of 
England, assembled at Manchester, was at¬ 
tacked ; and numbers of uiioffendiug men, 
women, and children were trampled under 
foot, killed, and wounded, by a body of armed 
cavalry. • 

• I esteem it a high honour to be the bearer 
of this address, which speaks the sentiments 
of millions of my iellow-cuuutrymen, to the 
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Wave citizens of Paris; and I consider this to 
t}e one of the proudest days of^my life, oa 
wliii li I li.ivo the honour to present it to you 
on their heiialf. 

'I'lic people of Rutland, from one end of the 
country to the other, admire the deeds of bra¬ 
very and generosity which liavi lately been 
pf rformt'd hy the riti/eiis of Pai is ; such is the 
popiil.ir feelin;r, that even the Aristocracy arc 
coinpcllcd to profess their admiration of those 
deeds, whilst they trcmhle fcir the cousc* 
(|uences. The conduct of the Prciirh people, 
on the occasion alluded to, is heyond all 
praise : it is unparalleled in the ntmais of liis- 
tury ; it idlords a brilliant example to all 
rations. May it operate e(|«ally as a warnin^j 
to tyrants, and as an cncoiiraueineu^ to the 
oppressed in all parts of the world! 

\\'e droji a tear over the {jravts of the brave 
men who peiishcd iu the ^lorimis struggle, 
but we takecomiurtin the reflection that their 
memories will live for ever in the hearts of a 
grateful people. 

Gentlemen, Frenchmen ! It is the prayer of 
Kiiglishiiicii, that tlie liberty which you have 
purchased with the hiood of your ciii/.ens, 
may he etei nal; and that tlie friendly feeling 
which subsists between the people of the two 
uutiuns, may he criually permanent!

\Vc wlio really form a part of the people of 
England, respect youmr your valour, admire 
you for your example, and thank yon in anti¬ 
cipation of the ellects that they must produce. 


The exclamation that bursts from the heart of 
every honest Eiiglishman is, “ 0! brave ««- 
tlon ! ’* We wish you to know that these are 
our feelings, and we come in person, accord¬ 
ingly, to make tliem known to you—we wish 
you to believe that we are sincere in our pro¬ 
fessions, and we ofler, not as a needful to you, 
but as an earnest from us, such contributions 
of money for the relief of your sufferers as are 
being made iu all parts ufnmr country. 

Hut the involuntary expressions of their ad¬ 
miration, tile mere language of formal address, 
the donations of their money, were it to the 
amount of iiiillious—these arc not all the tos- 
timoiiials of their good-will that EnglishinCii 
should be prepared to give you. England, to 
the .shame of Euglishmeii be it spoken, baa 
l)#fen the injurer of France. We who now 
come to congraiulate you on the retu _ of 
your chains, cannot but remember with hu¬ 
miliation, that the oligarc'uy of England made 
our country one of the forges to irame those 
very cliains, and the arms of her soldiers the 
instruments wherewith to rivet them upon 
you. We whose countrymen jhlKre assumed 
tlic title to so much glory, and ra so much of 
the gratitude of other nations, who have gone 
so far in extolling our own exploits ns to com¬ 
pare them with the most noble of all that his¬ 
tory records, who have praised ourselves by 
applying to our own merits the must high- 
sounding language of Grecian homage to 
Itoman heroism and disinterestedness, we 
have to reiuemher, with mixed feelings of 
frieiid.ship lor you, and indignation at those 
who would have us be your enemies, that it 
was in the very city of Portsmouth, from 
which, as our journals tell us, Charles X. has 
just been driven by the honest people, that the 
devotees of English despotism UishoDoured 
their nation in 1814, by running into the 
streets to receive your foes with open arms, 
and leading their wives and daughters along 
with them, that the lips of English wumeu 
might be. contaminated by the embraces of 
liie allied des[)uts of Europe and their merce¬ 
nary companions. We call our country the 
place of refuge for the persecuted of all na¬ 
tions ; we pretend, at our own expense and 
risk, to expose ourselves to the fatigues of 
war in order to ensure to others the blessing 
inestimable of liberty, and, without being 
urged by the interests which demand unity 
bi tween neighbouring nations, to traverse 
seas ill order to banish usurfiatioii and despot* 
Ksm from the whole world, and to establish in 
all quarters of the globe the reign of freedom, 
law, a.iji justice. Spain, Greece, South Ame¬ 
rica, are the boasted Stencs of our recent 
achieveiiieiits in the cause of freedom. And

Thu.s then the king received this pe¬ 
tition in person, und after taking time 
to consider of it, ordered his secretary to 
send the petitioners his answer. Thus 
has his Majesty realized the hopes of 
his people, and hsis shown to us that we 
can again, after so many years being 
deprived of this right, enjoy it, as far as 
regards the king at any rate.

Let 
no one tell me that he can do nothing. 
He has done many things 5 and, amongst 
others, he has received this petition 
from tear king people. It is our duty 
to petition him ; jie is ready to perform 
his duty; and if we neglect ours weVltl- 
serve to be burdened in the manner that 
we are. 1

On the appointment of Talleyrand

London.

I, WHO, on the IGth of August, had 
tlie honour to preside at a meeting of 
Englishmen, who agreed to that Address 
wliich Avas, on the ‘24th of August, 
presented by Sir Thomas Reevor, to 
your representatives .^at the Hotel dc 
V’illc; I, Avho had the honour, as Chair¬ 
man of the Meeting, to sign that Ad¬ 
dress ; I, Avho then felt as Avell as ex¬ 
pressed my adnrtration of your conduc t, 
and who did no more than express the 
feelings and sentiments of all the friends 
of freedom in England; I, Avho am 
now engaged in collecting from thou¬ 
sands jf working men, the little that 
they are able to give towards the 
widows and orphans of the brave men 
wlioiso gloriously fell in the last Aveek 
of July; I, who have from the day that 
your achievement was annouuced*'to us, 
had to perform the delightful task of 
expressing my joy .at the prospect of 
seeing your innumerable sacrifices and 
deeds of valour rewarded at last by the 
establishment of real liberty in your 
beautiful country, so long trampled on 
by tyrants; I, who felt thus, only a few 
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days ago^ am now, by the appointment 
of Tam.eyban'dPebigoree, impelled by 
a sense of duly towartV niy country, 
towards you, and towards myself, to 
express to you frankly iny opinions with 
regard to this ominous a])pointmcnt; 
an appointment which has filled all men 
with astonishment, and all the friends 
of freedom with disappointment and 
disgust not to be described. 

Wliat! the people of Engli^nd ex¬ 
claim, that mail, that Talleyrand, that 
very same Talleyrand wlio, born 
amongst the noblesse, and become 
priest and bishop, cast off the callot and 
the mitre, broke his ecclesiastical vows, 
and voted to put down the order of 
nobles, and to seize the property of 
the church; that Talleyrand who was 
“ Citizen Minister” under the republic, 
and " Prince Minister ” under the em¬ 
pire ; that Talleyrand who was the 
chief adviser and flatterer of Napoleon, 
his chief instrument in all his usurpa¬ 
tions on the pcoplejs rights, who aban¬ 
doned him the moment he was in dan¬ 
ger, and became the instrument of his 
cneiiiies ; that Talleyrand who, on the 
part of the Uourbons, signed the de¬ 
claration of Vienna of ISIS, in virtue 
of which a million and eleven thousand 
hostile bayonets were borne into France, 
by which France w'as compelled to sur¬ 
render not only all that she acquired by 
her glorious victories, but also many of 
her old frontier towns, by whiclj a tri¬ 
bute of seven hundred mUIions of francs 
was imposed upon her, by which she 
was compelled to maintain in her terri¬ 
tory, and at her own expense, a hundred 
and fifty thousand foreign troops for 
five years j that Talleyrand, who gave 
up, without remonstrance, the museums 
to be stripped by those who had entered 
I'rance under the name of allies ; that 
Talleyrand, that same Talleyrand, i^ho 
signed the liourbon proclamation for 
abolishing the names of the bridge of 
Jena, of Austcrlilz, of Arcole, and for ^ 
destroying every memorial of the glo¬ 
rious deeds of tlie armies of France. 
what! exclaim the people of England, 
that same Talleyrand, that identical 
l*erigorde successively noble, ^ priest, 
bishop, citizen, and prince, who justified 


m 

Napoleon fn the lulling of the Duke 
d'ENoniENj and who signed the Bour¬ 
bon ordinance for the arrest and subse¬ 
quent killing of Marshal Nky ! What! 
this very Talleyrand now a great confi¬ 
dential iniivster of the “ ('ttisenKing 
of the J’rer’tdi,” whose claims to the 
people's confidence are, that he has 
never changed, that he has never fought 
but under the tri-coloured flag, that he 
has alicays held the <loctrinc of the sovc- 
rciyntg of the people! W’^hat! this 
Talleyratid sent to reside with that very 
court, at which Folic.vac had so long 
resided, and which he quitted only to 
go and carry into execution a plot for 
enslaving France! This 1 alleyrand, 
this Grand Chamberlain of Charles X., 
sent to watch over the interests of 
France in'that country wlierc CharlesX. 
is residing, and where he is openly 
cherished by the aristocracy, and secret¬ 
ly bg others! Such, Frenchmen, are 
our exclamations at this astonishing 
appointment. But a little time for re¬ 
flection diminishes our astonishment, 
though it by no means weakens our 
suspicions. In such cases men imitate 
tlie habits of sagacious hounds. When 
the game is first started wc run on 
eagerly, paying little attention to cir¬ 
cumstances j but when we come to 
something that checks us, we first ex¬ 
press our surprise, and then we, like the 
hounds, try back j and we soon discover, 
lhat, in our haste, we have omitted to 
ittend to inany^tliings which ought to 
luive put us upon our guard, and to 
liave induced us to come to conclusions 
with mote care. We have received a 
check of this sort in the appointment of 
Talleyrand j and, tlierefore, we are now 
drying back. -In doing this, we see 
several things which ought to have 
nade us hesitate •, amongst which things 
are the following: 

1. It ought to have appeared very 
'Grange to us that the Duke of Orleans, 
.vho must have known the intentions of 
Po LION AC as well, at least, as the journa¬ 
lists of Paris, never gav^ any marks of 
his dfeplcasure at those intentions j but, 
on the contrary, lived oq terms of per¬ 
fect harmony with the court and minis¬ 
try to the very eve of the execution of 
N3 
% 
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the plot. Nay, even >vhen the tyranni¬ 
cal ordinances iiatl Ijfeen issued, the Duke 
did not appear. He must have known 
that they had been issued ; and still j 
he kept aloof from the peo^dej and it{ 
was not till the people had put down j 
the tyrants, that the Duke •of Orleans, 
made his appearance j and*then out he 
popped all at once upon the ])eop 1 e, in 
the shape of a “ Lieutenant-tleneral of 
the kingdom," a title recognised by 
Charles with as much ndioeU as if him¬ 
self had suggested it! t 

2 . It might, if we had taken time to 
reflect, have appeared very strange to 
us, that the Lieutenant-General was 
transformed into a king in about sixty 
hours, and that, too, without any appa¬ 
rent or assignable reason. Then, Charles 
and his son abdicated so exacily in point 
of time, and this also without any ap¬ 
parent reason-, for, as to the pco])le, 
they did not care a straw whether they 
abdicated or not. Besides, they did nut 
abdicate for the grandson. They were 
compelled to go aieay, observe that; 
and the Duke of Orleans being made 
king, afforded the only remaining chance 
of preserving the Bourbon dynasty in 
France. Charles’s slow march to the 
coast J the false story about Ids being 
bound to America ; the curious fact of 
American ships being employed, and by 
whom! the large sum of money settled 
on him; the American ships bringing 
him to England: all these are additional 
circumstances to prove, that there was 
something at work, which was carefully 
kept from the knowledge of the people. 

3 . In the ministry, appointed by the 
new king, it was curious that one should 
be that Very Baron Louis who was 
one of the ministers chosen by Louis 
XVIII., when, in 1815, he was a second 
time forced upon France ! At the he.ad 
of that ministry, who, in fact, were ap¬ 
pointed by the Allies, was Talleyrand; 
next to him came this Baron Louis, 
who, it seems was also a priest, and 
was a canon under Talleyran^, when the 
latter was a bishop! It might, if we had 
taken time to reflect, have seemcd^jcn/ 
strange to us, that the “ ettizen-king ” 
could find, in all France, no man fit to 
fill the place that iUspriest-baron now 


J fills ! Another of the ministers is M. 
Guizot, who is, it seems a Protestant, 
and has written a panipidet in praise of 
i\\(i E'lylish Rdoolutioii. «/‘16‘Sd. As to 
his character of Protestant, though I 
arn one, 1 know that it is to I’rolesiants 
that we owe tlie loss pi our liberties; 
and if he really have praised our llevo- 
lutionjof 1688, he has done, in f.ict, that 
which CoTTU had done before him. 
That was a revolution, not by or for the 
people, but against their interests and 
their wishes-, and this I will prove, 
when I get a copy of M. Guizot’s pam¬ 
phlet. In short, ii is against the effects 
of that Revolution, that <he people of 
England have been ut war fur i: hundred 
and fifty years. 

4. Tlie not bringing the criminal 
ministers to trial might have opened 
our eyes some time ago. What GOOD 
reason can there linve been ^r this de¬ 
lay ? The king got off upon his irrespon¬ 
sibility ; that charter which he violated 
was to protect him ; and why ? because 
his ministers were re^nmsihle. Why not 
try them, tlien ! If they escape, who 
will then doubt that foul jilay is meant 
towards the fieople ? 

5. Then lot us look at the conduct of 
our ministerial newspapers. Wlien the 
news of the revolution first arrived, they 
condemned it ; but in about ten days, 
they began to change their tone ; they 
hoped that the republicans would he 
kept down ; when the names of tlie new 
ministry appeared, they applauded the 
choice, and particularly of Baron Louis! 
They “ lamented that a man like La- 
“ FAYKTTK had any influence, but were 
“ glad tliat he was not in the ministry." 
Observe, tbo, the conduct of Russia ! 
At first the French flag was firoscribed 
in the ports of Russia; but when there 
had been time to communicate states 
scores from France, Russia relented ! 
She had been told what was intended 
in France; she had been told all the 
secrets; and then she had no longer 
any alarm. 

6. It would have been impossible to 
look well at all these circumstances 
without perceiving that the great object 
of most of the men in power was to 
make no real change, either in the go-

vcrnmcnt or the lind that, 

Avhatevcr might be the intention of the 
Duke oT Orleans himself, the intention 
of others was, that he sjiould only kee/) 
the place warm for the other braneh of 
the Bourbons, when circumstances 
might favour tAeir re^writ/ And, if to 
the weight of ii4l these circumstances 
we add tlie glaring, the unequivocal 
proof, afforded l)y the appointment of 
Talleyrand as ambassador to the English 
court, it is impossible not to be con¬ 
vinced that foul j»hiy of some sort is 
intended towards the people of France. 

J am certain that this second plot will | 
succeed no better than the first; but, it 
is necessary now to be upon our guard, 
and to judge by actions and not by 
words. 

7- In the meanwhile the inefficiency of 
the Chambers and the ministry seems 
quite Avonderful. They appear to do 
nothing; or, at least, nothing worth 
naming. The people, the common 
jjeople, have put down a tyrant; but, as 
yet, all they appear to have gained by it 
is to send money for him to spend in 
England, instead of giving it to him to 
spend in France ! That appears to be 
their gain. The hereditary law-givers 
stiil exist; all the taxes still exist ; and, 
what is still worse, the Chambers make 
no new law of election ! This is exactly 
what our hornughmongers want. But 
they will be deceived ; they may 
confusion in France; they may see 
bloodshed in that country; but never 
will they see that people, consisting of 
eight millions of adult male inhabitants, 
consent to be ruled by the votes of 
eighty thousand. What! will two mil¬ 
lions of national guards, with arms in 
their hands, and under the command of 
Lafayette, ever again consent that 
nobody shall exercise the sovereigntg of 
the people but eighty thousand rich 
men ? Will these two millions of men 
ever again consent, on any terms, to 
give up the fruit of their labour to pay 
the interest of debts which were, in 
great part, contracted to pay foreign 
powers for enslaving them, and traitors 
for betraying them; will they ever 
again consent to give up me fruit of 
their labour for this purpose, on any 


j texms; but, will they consent to do it, 
! too, withdht being permitted to have a 
j vote in the choosing of those who are 
i to lay the taxes and spend the money ? 
I No man iq his senses can bcliev'e this; 
and yet this he must believe, if he be- 
iicA'c that^ the present Chambers can 
long go on jn their present way. 

H. It appears to me, that the scheme 
now in contemplation is to prevent any 
shock being given to tiie national debt. 
England has been enslaved by a national 
debt, whicii has transferred, and is con- 
[ stantly* transferring, ' the fruit of the 
I people’s labour into the pockets of Jews 
and fund-owners and fund-jobbers ; and 
the same would, in time, be the result 
in France, if the system could be there 
supported. But, besides other circum¬ 
stances, there is this great difference in 
tiie two cases. Such a system cannot 
be carried on without great military 
force ; our. military force is a regular 
army; but the great military force in 
France is the armed people themselves; 
it consists of those who pay the taxes, 
and not of those who lice upon the 
taxes. This is the widest difference 
that the mind of man can imagine. The 
chief reason for suppressing the National 
Guard was, in fact,’that it was seen they 
could long be made to pay the taxes, if 
they had arms in their iiands ; but who 
is the man to propose to suppress them 
agatnl And, therefore, all the hopes 
that our aristocracy entertain of quiet 
submission in the people of France to 
heavy taxes, and exclusion from the 
right of votiSg, will prove fallacious. 
There may be troubles, there may be 
confusion, there may be strife ; but the 
people will, at last, prevail. If the King 
of the French be wise, and I hope he 
is, he will turn his back on all those 
who would persuade him that the people 
are to be blinded to tlieir interests and 
defrauded of their rights; and he will 
learn in time to shun the qxampic 
rather than listen to the advice of those, 
amongst whom he is now about to send 
the politiool Proteus of Europe. 

9. At any rate, it is the affair of you, 
tlie* people of France* to lake care of 
yourselves; you have by your, valour 
put down open violence, take good care 
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now not (o be wheedled into slavery by 
hypocrisy and fraud j you ^ave bared 
your breasts to the sabres, bayonets, 
and bullets, of the mercenaries of san¬ 
guinary tyrants, take good care to guard 
your hearts against the crocodile delu¬ 
sions of the rapacious band of loan- 
mongers, stock-jobbers, placctnen, and 
pensioners, who might, indi'cd, not shed 
your blood, but who wnulil, in time, 
reduce you to that misery which is the 
most painful consequence of slavery. 
You have bravely won your freedom, 
and now is your time to sscurq it for 
ever. No other i)ower can move against 
you without aid from the purse of 
England, and England has no purse 
wherewith to aid any power. Go on, 
therefore ; cease not till you have esta¬ 
blished your liberty on the basis of 
equal rights, witlioiit which the sove¬ 
reignty of the people is a mockery j 
cease not till there is not left one sin^e 
Wretch str insolent as to propose to take 
a tax, direct or indirect, from him who 
is denied the right to vote ; cense not 
till your example shall have effaced 
from the human mind the base idea that 
the mass of mankind were made to 
be underlings of aristocracy. Where 
much is given much is required ; God 
has given to you a more fertile soil, a 
finer climate, greater sources of power, 
than to any other nation he has given 
you, in addition, ns much valour as the 
he.artof man can contain; set, therefore, 
an example, which shall at once show 
jour gratitude to God, and evince the 
sincerity of your desire tq^sce the bands 
of oppression broken in every part of 
the world.

By the 
hundred, Os. If written for from the 
country (letters ^ost-paid), they will be 
sent to any part of tlie country. When 
signed, in any town, the petition may 
be brought up to tlie King by deputa¬ 
tion, or .sent to some one in London to 
be presented. The petition whicli goes 
to the King ought to be written in a 
plain hand. None but tnen, or youths 
above 16 years, ought to sign it. If a 
man cannot write, he should take a 
friend to sign for him in ins presence. 


TO TUB 

KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

The Petition of the under-.signed 
persons, belonging to the Indus¬ 
trious Classes of London and its 
vicinity, dated this 13th day of 
September, 1830, 

Most humbly sboweth, 

That we approach your Majesty, not 
us blind a(lurer.s of royalty, but as faith¬ 
ful and dutiful subjects, whose fidelity 
and duty are founded in our conviction, 
that, ill highly honouring and cheer¬ 
fully obeying your Majesty, in upliold- 
ing, with all our might, your just pre¬ 
rogatives, and evincing our most pro- 
foiinijl respect for your person, we best 
consult our own welfare, knowing that 
you are endowed with those preroga¬ 
tives for the common good of us all, 
and not for your own exclusive advan¬ 
tage. 

That feeling ourselves thus bound to 
your Majq|ty, not by harsh constraint 
but by a wiUing obedience arising from 
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a due estimate of our own interest and 
hpnour, regarding your person as sacred, 
not froln servility of mind, but because 
you are the fountain of justice and of 
mercy, taught by tholav^s of our country 
that kings were made for the people 
and not the people for kings, regarding 
your kingly powers as given to you for 
the purpose of preserving the peace, 
the riglits, and the happiness of the 
people, and more especially for the de* 
fence and protection of the weak against 
the strong, of the poor against the un¬ 
just encroachments of the rich, of the 
fruits of industry against the wiles and 
the violence of aristocrntical ambition, 
arrogance and rapacity; animated by 
all these considerations, and beholding 
in your Majesty’s most gracious conduct 
and demeanour an indubitable proof of 
your anxious desire to promote our 
good by a redress of our grievances, we, 
with the confidence with which suffer¬ 
ing children np[)eal to a tender father, j 
lay those grievances before your Ma¬ 
jesty. 

That we complain, may it please your 
Majesty, not of the form of that Go¬ 
vernment which has endured for so 
many iiges, and under which our fathers 
were so free, lived in such ease and 
abundance, and saw their country so 
great and so much lionourcd through¬ 
out the world ; we complain not of the 
nature of the institutions of oiir country, 
which have stood the test of centuries ; 
we complain not xif any thing, an attack 
on which would argue a hankering after 
innovation, but, on the contrary, it is 
of innovations, innovations endless in 
number, cruelly oppressive, and studi¬ 
ously insulting, that wc have now to 
make complaint to your Majesty. 

That we complain, generally, that 
the whole of the laws passed within 
the last forty years, and especially within 
the last twenty years, present one un¬ 
broken series of endeavours to enrich 
and to augment the power of the aris- 
tocnicy, and to impoverish and depress 
the midtile and labouring part'of the 
people; and that to give your Majesty 
a specimen of the wrongs and indig¬ 
nities heaped upon us, w? specifically 
complain that the trial by jury, held so 


sacred by our fathers and provided for 
bf Magna Charta, as so necessary to 
the protection of the people, has, in a 
great measure, been taken from us, 
leaving us to be fined, imprisoned, cor¬ 
porally putiished, and, in some Cases, 
transported, without trial by jury, and 
at the sofe discretion of magistrates, 
appointed by and dismissable at the 
pleasure of your Majesty's Ministers ; 
we complain that within the last forty 
years the must grievous taxes Imve been 
laid upon us for the benefit of the aris¬ 
tocracy, to heap riches on them in the 
shape of pensions, sinecures, and places, 
and that, as a specimen, 113 of them 
are, in one case, now receiving out of 
the taxes 660,000/. a year: we com¬ 
plain that the two families of Grenville 
and Dundas have, during the last forty 
years, receivetl more money in sinecures 
alone, than it has cost, during the same 
vftne, to maintain the whole of the civil 
government of the United States of 
America, which, under that cheap go¬ 
vernment, have arrived .at population 
and power to rival those of England 
herself: we complain, that while the 
laws and Usages of our country hold 
standing armies in abhorrence, and 
while they are wholly unnecessary to 
our country, especially in time of peace, 
we are now taxed, at the end of sixteen 
years of peace, to maintain a standing 
army that costs more yearly than the 
army that was maintained during the 
American war, when we iiad war also 
with France, Spain, and Holland, and 
this, too, while we have, besides the 
yeomanry, a militia of sixty thousand 
men, always ready to be called out; we 
complain, that at the end of sixteen 
years of peace wc are taxed to maintain 
a navy which costs five millions a year, 
while the nafy cost only seven millions 
a year when we were carrying on war 
against America, France, Spain, and 
Holland: we complain that in this 
pence, which was to give us indemnity 
for the past and security for the future, 
we are leaded witli taxes twice as heavy 
as those which were required during 
tte war against alUtiiosc powers; we 
compluin that the eraoluiuents arising 
from these establishments are engrossedi 
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for the far greater part, by the aris¬ 
tocracy and tlieir dependents, dor whose 
sole bene/it they appear to exist to this 
enormous extent, a conclusion fully war¬ 
ranted when we see that we have three 
generals for every regiment 8f soldihrs, 
two admirals fur every ship of the line, 
that we have, taking both sirvices to¬ 
gether, one commissioned* officer to 
every live private men, and especially 
when we look at tlie families and con¬ 
nexions fnim which all the pflicers 
come: we complain that, in the navy, 
the bulwark of our country, promotion 
and power are so bestowed, that sons of 
the aristocracy, who’ were children at 
the end of the war, have the command 
of ships, and have under them masters 
and' lieutenants, who were lighting at 
sea before these commanders were 
born : we complain that, in pursuance 
of this system of aggrandising the ari^ 
tocracy at the expense, and to the 
pressing of the middle and working 
classes, military and naval and ord¬ 
nance academies have been established, 
for the rearing of officers for the 
army and navy, and that in these the 
children of the aristocracy and of 
their dependents are nursed, fed, clad, 
and taught at the jiublic expense^ so 
that, the middle and working class are 
compelled to pay for the nursing and 
feeding and teaching of the children of 
tlie aristocracy, and that, too, for the 
manifest purpose of excluding for ever 
hereafter their own children and kindred 
from all clmnce, and even all possibility, 
of possessing military oi% naval com¬ 
mand: we complhin of the establish¬ 
ment of military asylums for rearing up 
the children of soldiers in ease and 
comfort at the public expense, the chil¬ 
dren of working men heit^, under like 
circumstances, treated as Supers, while 
their fathers are compelled to pay taxes 
to support these asylums: we com¬ 
plain, that, in accordance with this 
system of establishing a permanent 
military force, while the pay of the pri¬ 
vate soldie^ been so augn|cnted as 
to make it, over and above his clothing 
and lodging and £iel, greater than the 
average wages of the hard-working 
man, the soldier, like the aristocracy. 


is excused from •paying postage on his 
letters, while the hard-working and 
half-starved man, who is- taied to 
maintain that well-fed and well-clad 
soldier, is not *S() excused: vve com¬ 
plain, that we have been taxed to give 
half-pay, in the array and navy, to a 
large jvart of the clergy,of the establish¬ 
ed church, who, for twelve years, were 
receiving tithes, Easter-ofFerLngs, and 
other dues, as rectors and vicars, and at 
tlie same time receiving ^lilitury or 
naval lialt-pay, and wlio, at the end of 
that time, were allowed to sell, or trans¬ 
fer, this half-pay, still leaving it a 
charge upon this omdened andsufTcring 
people: we complain, that within the 
last tliirty years, 1,600,000/. have been 
paid out of the taxes for, as was alleged, 
“ the relief of the poor clergy of the 
church of England,” while the bishops 
of that church have revenues from ten 
to forty thousand pounds a year, wliilc 
the Deans and Chapters have wealth 
enormous, while there are numbers of 
the aristocrat!cal clergy who have two, 
three, or more benclices each, and while, 
to cite an instance, the Earl of Guilford 
has, at this time, the great living of St. 
iVfarj', Southampton, including the ad¬ 
joining parish of South Stone^am, the 
livings of Old Alresford, of New A\es* 
ford, and of Medstead, a Prebend at 
Winchester, and the Mastership of St. 
Cross : vve complain, that the revenues 
of the church arc thus distributed, that 
there are “ poor clergy ” in this rich and 
luxurious ciiurcli; but wc more espe¬ 
cially complain, that we are taxed for 
the relief of those who are made poor 
by this scandalous grasping of the 
church-revenues by the aristocracy: 
wc complain, not only of the weight of 
the taxes arising from the afore-men¬ 
tioned causes, but of their partial im¬ 
position, falling as they do, like feathers 
on .theid.-istocracy, and like lead on the 
middle ami working class: wc com¬ 
plain, that the taxes on the malt, the 
ugar, the tea, or the spirits, amount on 
either of these articles, to more tlian 
the taxon all the lands in the kingdom : 
we complain, tliat while foreign wine 
ays a duty of fifty per cent, on its value, 
foreign spirits pay four hundred per 
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cent.: we comploin,‘that while the 
good?, which are the result of our lubour 
or skill, pay a heavy auction-tax, the 
timber, underwood, and other produce 
of land, sold on the hAd, pay no such 
tax : we complain, that, ijf the more 
than two millions a } ear raised by the 
tax on letters received'by the post, the 
aristocracy pay not one single farthing : 
we complain (leaving out a hundred 
other instances), that in the case ol 
probates of wills and administration'^, 
no tax at all is paid by the land, while 
a heavy tax is in)p«sed on personal pro¬ 
perly, and thus, while the middle class 
has to sustain this cruel tax, not a far¬ 
thing of it falls upon the owners of the 
land ; we complain, that, as if all these 
w'cre not onovigh, a Corn liill has heen 
passed, and has been in force for fifteen 
years, giving the aristocracy a monopoly 
of that necessary of life, sluUtiug out 
food wliile it was asserted by those who 
made the law, that there were too many 
mouths, compolliiig manufacturers to 
buy their bread dear and to sell.their 
goods and labour cheap, sacrificing 
all the rest of the community to llie 
greediness of the owners of tlie land : 
w'e complain, that the game-laws, 
always unjust in principle, always at 
war with the rights of nature .nnd the 
dictates of reason, have, witiiin tiie last 
fifteen years, hccome tenfold more cruel 
than formerly, for that to pecuniary 
penalties, or short imprisonment, for an 
infraction of those laws, arc now added 
long imprisonment,, corporal punish¬ 
ment, and transportation beyond the 
seas for seven years, and these too at 
the sole discretion of the justices of the 
peace, ap()oii!tcd''by and dismissabic at 
the pleasure of tlic Ministers of the day; 
we complain, that the new law qji 
trespass has empowered tlie justices to 
imprison pour men and to cause them 
to be corporally punished without any 
trial, while tlie great trespasser is left 
under the protection of the ancient law: 
we complain, that tlie working people 
having been, by the weight of the taxes 
on tiic necessaries of life, reduceiL to n 
state of pauperism, laws were^next 
made to prevent them from obtaining 
parochial relief as heretofore: we com¬ 


plain, that, within these twelve years, 
two acts have been passed, one to throw 
the power of vestries into (he hands of 
all the landowners, and another to enable 
those landowners to set at dchan’te even 
the power\)f tlie magistrates to cause 
relief to be given; we copiplain, that, 
ill consfijlienoe of these tuxes, this 
monopoiyin corn, and the severities on 
tlie working iicople, of which we have 
here given merely a ajiecimen, the 
working people of England, once the 
best fell, best dad, and most moral in the 
W(>rl(!,>]iave become tflc most miserable 
and degraded to be found on the face of 
the eartli, those ofunhiip{)y Ireland only 
excc]>ted : we complain, that the land¬ 
owners compel them to draw curls and 
wagons like beasts of burden, that they 
keep men forcibly from (heir wives for 
a purpose too gross to uientioii, that 
j^hers forbid tliem to marry upon pain 
OT being left to beg- or starve, nml that 
others sell them by the week or month 
by public auction : we complain that 
the House of Commons, thougfi fully 
apprised of all this sulfering, though 
they have, in evidence given before their 
committees, proof upon proof of the • 
wretchedness of the people, though 
they have in evidence, that the honest 
working man is fed worse than the con¬ 
victed felons in the jails and the hulks, 
though it has been proved to them that 
the working people commit crimes for 
the express purpose of getting at the bet¬ 
ter fare in the prisons; though they imve 
been fully informed upon all those pnliits, 
though theyvimist be acquainted with 
the notorious facts, that the working 
people have, in many instances, resorted 
to the food of hogs and dogs, and have 
in many others been Actually starved to 
death, they hav'e adopted no measure 
for their reli^‘, but measures iimume- 
ruble for their punishment, closing, at 
last, with a bill to authorise the keepers 
of poor-houses and hospitals to sell 
their dejid bodies for disseciion, and 
thus, in this signal respect, pntiing the 
honest, jvorii-tiut or ullf^^l^«atc man 
upon a level with the murder. 

U’hat to our graciqt’s and jq^^t and mer¬ 
ciful King we complain, as of the real 
cause of all these oppressions aud suffer* 
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ings, that we are not represented in that 
which is culled, and ought to be, the 
Commons’ or people's House of Parlia¬ 
ment : we complained, that though it 
had been stated to that House in 1793, 
without an attempt at contradiction, 
that one hundred and fifty-four peers and 
great commoners and the treif^ury put a 
decided majority into the flouse, and 
though, in 1809, the House had proof 
tendered (which it would not receive) 
that two of the Ministers had actually 
sold a seat in the House, yet when, in 
18 17 , we petitioned for such a reform as 
would put an end to these odious prac 
tices, that House, instead of listening 
to our humble prayers, passed a law 
which enabled the Ministers to put us 
into dungeons at their pleasure, de¬ 
prived of the sight of friends and of 
the use of pen, ink, and paper, which 
law was carried into effect with un¬ 
heard-of severity and cruelty: we 
complain, that, in 1819, a body of 
persons, peaceably met at Manchester 
fur the purpose of petitioning the par¬ 
liament to adopt a reform of the Com¬ 
mons’ House, were attacked by soldiers, 
and, to the amount of some hundreds, 
either killed, crippled or wounded : we 
complain, that the soldiers were by 
Lord Viscount fSklmouth thanked, in 
his lute Majesty’s name, for their conduct 
bn that sanguinary day: wc complain, 
that the House of Commons refused all 
inquiry into (hat memorable and hor¬ 
rible transaction, but that it, in that 
same session, ])asscd six distinct acts, 
each of which further ^and greatly 
abridged our rights and liberties, and 
particularly two of them, by whicli the 
liberty of the press was, in effect, as 
far as related to the working people, 
nearly extinguished, but above all 
things, we humbly beseech your Ma¬ 
jesty to remark, tliat that House, with 
the records of 1/93, 1809, and 1819, 
before it, passed a law iniiicting fine, 
imprisonment, and even banishment, 
on any man or woman who should 
write, princih' puidish nny-tlyng hav¬ 
ing even a rendency to bring it into con¬ 
tempt. y fi, '' • 

Thus, maty it please your Majesty, we 
have, in all’ humility and dutifulness. 


submitted to yoifr wisdom and justice a 
statement of a part of our manifold 
grievances and sufferings : we Have, in 
the sincerity of our hearts, expressed to 
you our firm conviction, that all these 
have arisen from our not being represent¬ 
ed in parliament; and as the means of 
restoring us to liberty and happiness, as 
the means of uniting all hearts in pre¬ 
serving the peace of our country and 
upholding the dignity and true splen¬ 
dour of your Majesty’s crown. We 
humbly hut earnestly pfny, that of those 
great powers with which your Majesty is 
invested for the good of your faithful 
people, yon will be graciously pleased 
to make such use as shall produce a 
reform in the Commons’ Ilou e, ensur¬ 
ing to nil adult males, not insane and 
not tarnished by indelible crime, a voice, 
given by ballot, in the choosing of re¬ 
presentatives, and ns shall shorten the 
duration of Parliaments. 

And your petitioners, as in duty bound, 
will ever pray.

Dan, 

Whrn I first heard of you, you 
were a tailor's trotter-, next you be¬ 
came, with your brolher-in-law Mackin¬ 
tosh (Sir Jammy), a flaming patriot; 
next the editor of a ministerial paper, 
in which capacity ydu advocated the 
war against France, called, in 1815, for 
tj^ie stripping Paris of the museums, for 
making France pay a tribute, for tn^ng 
from her her frontier towns, and for in¬ 
flicting vengeance on the people of 
France; in 18171 saw you the foremost 
to call for the gagging and dungeon 
bills j in 1819 I saw you defending the 
slaughter of the people at Manchester; 
in 1820 1 saw you calling for the 
)unishment of the Queen, guilty, or in¬ 
nocent ; and now 1 iitui you praising 
the French ministry and Talleyrand, 
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that'’Talleyrand who, in 1 S 03 , accused 
our Government of having plotted the 
murder of the Emperor Paul! 

Well, right worthy High Sheriff and 
Justice of the Peacetof Oxfordshire, 
while your fellow-labourer, John 
Walter, of Bear Wood, who so be~ 
called you in 18^0, is in the same olHce 
in Berkshire :*W'eli, Dan, what I have 
now to do with you is to remark on an 
article in your paper of yesterday, on 
the revolution in Brunswick at.d 
Leipsic, which article 1 shall take a bit 
at n time. 

Our readers will perceive by our extracts 
from Private Letters and papers that the 
misruled people of Jirumwick have risen upon 
their Sovereij^n, and that he h^s been com¬ 
pelled to fly from his doiiiiuiuMs. There is no¬ 
thing ill this to astonish us, fur the conduct 
of the Duke had for some time been such as 
none but thejnost patient, people ou earth could 
have endured. The revolt has, however, been 
attended with some excesses which appear to 
have been completely wanton; but it is thus 
in all countries where there is no tnedium 
mithoriiy between the Suvereig;n and the peo¬ 
ple, when the latter, rendered desperate by 
oppression, cease to acknowledge a ruler to 
whom they had long and patiently submitted. 
Ill Absolute Monarchies there arc hut two 
ways of keeping the people iii subjection; the 
one is to inspire an atfection for the person of 
the Monarch hy kind treatment and a con 
stant solicitude tor their happiness; the other 
to command respect and fear hy the display 
of superior courage and abilities. In the 
former, the people accustomed to regard their 
Monarch as a father, arc content to recognise 
an authority which, although ahsolnte, 
scarcely wounds their pride without affectiug 
their happiness; in the latter, the mass are 
either kept down by tbe awe wbicli superior 
talents, or great personal courage, always in¬ 
spire, or are willing to be satisfled with the 
honour which a society may^e disposed to 
feel in the possession of a great leader. The 
Duke of BuuNswifK, however, neither com¬ 
manded respect nor inspired affection; and 
the only wonder is, that he should have been 
so^ng able to remain at the bead of a peojile, 
whd bad cause neither to fear nor love him. 
Tbe riots at Leipsic, an account of which is 
also given, are of a most important r|^aracter, 
from tbe rank of the Sovereign against whom 
the popular fecliug has been pronounced; 
but whatever regret the state of society in 
Saxony may cause, it is entirely unmixed tcith 
surprise ; for it was not to have been expected 
that a people differing yn religion from that of 
their Sovereign, and regarding with dislike 
the increasing influence of a priefthood oh- 
noximisto them from their earliest associations, 
should have availed themselves of %e first 


excuse fur giving vent to lotig suppressed in¬ 
dignation. 

What, 19 the Duke of Brunswick such 
a tyrant, Dan ? How came you never 
to tell ns of this before ? It seems that 
the people burnt bis palace, and that he 
escaped in disguise; and, wliat is worse, 
that his aoldiers would not fire oa the 
people! ft is said, too, that peojtle 
threatened, that, if the soldiers didfire, 
they would kill their tvives and chil¬ 
dren I Ah, Dan ! If the wives of the 
soldiers hud been drunken devils, Dan ! 
ibcn,,l dure say, the soldiers would not 
have cared mtioh about it. Be this as 
it may, the soldiers refused to fire on the 
people, and all soldiers on tlic continent, 
excc})t the infamous Swiss and infamous 
Bourbon Arislocraficat Guards, have 
done the same. Dan, what do you 
mean by “mo medium authorityV’ 
We, happy we, are blessed with this 
“ medium authority,'’ I suppose ? The 
l.'id peers and great commoners, who 
return a majority of the Commons,’ or 
People's House, are a nice medium, 
aren’t they, Dan? Very nice, to be 
sure; hut not nice enough to cheat the 
people of England any longer. “ Peo- 
“ pie will be satisfied with the honour 
“ of possessing a great leader.” Yes, 
Dan, so they will, if they he fools as 
well as cowards. But xchy this 
remark ? Oh! because we, thrice 
/iicAy we, have got a great leader!” 
Put him in the scale, Dan, against ten- 
pennyworth of halfpence, and see which 
is wortli most in the eyes of the people. 
What a driijpllcr you must have become, 
to hope to humbug us in this way ! So 
it was not at all surprising that the 
Saxons should rebel, if we look at the 
" increasing in flumr^ of an obnoxious 
priesthood.” And do you know of no 
other people wito have to submit to the 
“ increasing influence of an obnoxious 
priesthood I ” 1 do, Dan ; aye, and a 
priesthood, too, a thousand times mure 
hated, and justly hated, than those of 
Saxony can be j and, moreover, Dan, f 
know this people will not be longbefore 
they gife open %Ki>t to tlifeir long-sup¬ 
pressed indignattm^’ .against tins all- 
l^rasping and cruel priesthood. 

Whilst, however, we arc witling to palliate 
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to a certain extent, the conduct of persons 
capable of apprec Tatinff their wrcjpjys, or the 
unjust subjection \vliieU lias been so Ion;; iiii- 

i iosed ii{M)n (hein, we cannot but regard with 
'isifiaif ifie excesses of a portion of that pcojile, 
irbo do not understand the value of lilicraj 
iostitiitioiis, and wlio appear to Imve no other 
object than the dcstrurtion of propert}', and 
rile runio\ul by brute force of those di'>t)n(;- 
tioiis of society which thpir rulers have un¬ 
wisely atieinpted to luainiain, not liy the iii- 
Huciice of Gtood CAiiiiiple, and tlic effect of good 
fTovcrnniciit, hut l>y an orgiinizatioii of 
•f'hgsicnl Jorce, which i an only ha pennnncntly 
clb< lent w licn its object is to support lairs and 
msliltdwTis, Cftirtired in reason and justice for 
fhe wel/etre of entry class of socUty. ,It lias 
long been an argument with the cueniies of 
CoiistitntioiiHl (ioxeruineiitj tl-.it liberty io 
ceitain nations of Jhirope is so iinperfectly 
niidc.'stiiod, that an aticmpt to intruJiice free 
iustilutions would be attended with ditlicnlty 
uud danger. Wc arc qmte wdluig to allow, 
that to a certain extent, the observation is 
true, aiiil if till' iiatioiis of the Continent were 
composed only of u large niass of ignorant 
luttidsf with an ciiligl’.tencd |>ortiun too small 
in number to render the necessity of change 
iipparent, wc slnnild say that nothing could 
be more iiijpdicious, nothing niore injurious, 
than to attempt to disturb a sysleiii whiuli, 
altbuMgh contrary to reason, and opposed to 
the general rights of luankiucl, had existed 
lor so many cciitui-ica. But surely the most 
prejudiced man will admit that, in every pari 
of the Continent, during the last thirty years, 


“ (alias military^ can be permanently 
“ efficient, when its object is to support 
“ laws conceived in reason &nA'justice 
" for tlie ivelfarc of every class of 
“ society”* Wlfut u fool you are, Dan ! 
For, if the laws be itisf, jvst, and for 
the ffooU of all the people, what need 
can there be of mililart/kforce to support 
them? Ah ! we, fortunate ice, have a 
military fofce that costs ten millions 
a year! And so it was necessary, you 
know, Mr, Higii Sheriff, to j^'ise it to be 
undei-stood tlmt tlie v%ry best laics m 
the world required a military force to 
support them I Tiiat force, liowever, 
Dun, is not icliai it u'tui, and’ you are 
quukintv (l^wn to your toe-nails at the 
tiiougbt or the change. You are '‘'‘quite 
“ u iUiiiff to allow (that’s gracious, tit 
tiny rate) that, within the last thirty 
“ years, knowledge has so increased on 
the continait (nut here : oh, no !) that 
“ the Government ought to have made 
“ a change yradvally in their institu- 
“ tions accordingly.” Only on the con~ 
tinciit, ])an ? J know some islands 
where it has long been more wanted 
than in Belgium, Hamburg, Brunswick, 
Saxony, or even in France, tyr.ants as 


there has been such n (irogress in education, 
and such an incrca'ic of iiunibur in ibe reflect¬ 
ing and better classes, llint govcriiinents 
ought to liavc seen the imcessity of adapting 
institutions gradually to the improved nifet- 
leclual condition of the people. If thi- liad been 
dune in time, the riots and excesses which ' 
have lately taken place, would have l>cen 
prevented, for, although the conduct of the 
lower ordirs has liecii such as to induce the 
respectable citizens to lake arms against them, 
it is probable that they nev^ would have 
I iscn at all if they had not for some time past 
ohsc-rved in those citizens symptoms of dis* 
satisfaction, npou winch they speculated fur 
successful resistance to the Sovereign authu- 
rity. ' ^ 

Oh ! you regard the " people’s ex- 
ces.ses tvith dismay,” do you, Dan ? 
Yon did not, I suppose, regard tlie 
“ excesses ” of their tyrants with dismay; 
at least, you never told w* that you tiul? 
Yon never found any fault with the

]>le^: you defended Charles X. till tiie 
tboli^ tyrant was jgBrnpeUed *to run 
away. ’I'hc pcopl^ only put dowy, 
tyranny; that is allj;, and what ca;ccs^es1 
ore there in tlmt ? “ Physical force! 


the Bourbons were. But, O he ! We 
mu.st nut talk of abuses in islands! 
We must not talk of any change wanted 
in them. We must look upon revolu¬ 
tions on the continent as having us little 
to do with us ns tiiose which take place 
amongst the ants and the spiders! 
l*oh ! Dan ; you deceive nobody: tlie 
parsons and the boroughmonger tribes, 
who read your paper, pray that you 
may deceive the people; but, like 
Satan, they pray in vain. And who do 
you mean by lower orders, Dan ? If 
you do not mean the pensioned and 
sinecure and loan-mongering apd 
borough-tnongering and^ tax-eating 
tribe, but mean the working people, the 
proper < 11 .swer for you is a blow on the 
moutli with a good hard fist, sending 
your teeth down your throat. Of all 
tlie insolence that the people of England 
have endured, that which they have re¬ 
ceived from you dbght not to be for¬ 
gotten. The respectable citizens take 
arms against the lower orders.”

fj^e sec nothing In prevent the adoption of it 
more liberal policy by other States, uiitl we 
would warn their rulers against a bc-liet’ that 
they can govern ties>|>o(icalIy with more ease 
than with the aid of free institutions; they 
may not be able at uiire to introduce u liberal 
system like that to which Ihsglarid owes at (his 
moment all her tranquillity, fur in order to 
imitate vs in our laws and institutions, the 
people must he brought gradually to undcr^ 
stand them, and iii the course of tune the re¬ 
ciprocal influence of iiitcdlect in creating laws, 
aiicl the eifect of good laws in advancing in¬ 
tellect, would be s'roiigly developed. In the 
mean time we should say put these riots down, 
lor they cannot be suffered to continue without 
the chance of inflicting a thousand times 
greater injury than any possibfe benefit could 
arise,- but iii putting them down let tlicre he 
an earnest and a sincere iuteulioii'fo commence 
the work of reform, not that reform tohkh 
•wild enthusiasts would have, but the reform 
whfeh reason aud humanity dictate to the 
conscience of every educated man, and to 
which no man filling an office of State ought 
to he insensible. In this way there w/ll he no 
more contests between kingsand their subjects ; 
and if society cannot become so iierfect as the 
visionaries of this country suppose po5sil|||e, 
it will at least be so improved as ro increase 
the security of the upper, aud promote the 
happiness of the middling and lower, orders. 

Oh, oh ! Here we come to the drift of 
tke whole palinodie! Here we. come 
homcy Dan ! You “ see nothing to pre- 


j“^rent th* adoption of a more libernl 
I “ poliry in other slalos.” Th.it's gene- 
j rous, nottf, old tailor's trotter. Aud 
you “ won hi irar« thuir nt/ers against 
“ believin/f that they can rule despoti- 
“ Ciilly with more ease than olherwdse "! 
Well saidt Dun, anti boldly said too ! 
Oh, no : are right, Dan ; ** they 

*‘ eafinot, till at once, nor at twice nei- 
“ ther, adopt a liberal system like that 
“ to which England oxces, at this iwo- 
“ ment, all her trantptUUlg ; and lor 
this reason, Dan, tlnit the people will, 
not lei them ! Theg abhor the English 
systeni! Spain, Tortugitl, Sicily, have 
expressly rejected it, ami the French 
have now shed their blood like water, in 
order to protect their fine country against 
this very system: yes, Dan, anil one 
I of the speciiie oliarge.s of the Frencli 
against their tyrant was, that be aimed 
at indicting on them Ic ficait dcs 
bourgs pourri.s," or, the scourge of rotten, 
boroughs: ves, Dan, the French have 
shed their blood, ratlter than submit to 
tills hcll-boru source of oj)pie.ssion ; 
and this every workiny liifiii in England 
knows well; every one of them /ee/s it; 
and mad, indeed, is the wretch who has 
the impudence to tliink, that the scourge 
will long be submitted to here. “ They 
“ cannot imitate us, liecanse it is a work 
“ that muot be accomplished gradually." 
Very true, Dan ; it must be done gra¬ 
dually, just as vve have been made free. 
Ours has all been gradual work : first 
the tax on :i bn.slicl of malt was six¬ 
pence, next»a shilling, next eighteen- 
pence, next two shillings, and now 
two and sixpence. First, the tax oii 
!a ucwsjiaper was a halfpenny, next 
it was a penny, and now it is four- 
pence. First, the usfe of Juries was 
abolished ns far as related to mere 
matters of police; men can now be 
heavily lined, imprisoned for three 
months, whifiped and evpn transported, 
witliout trial by jury. At first, the 
standing army consisted of a few com¬ 
panies of guards, living amongst the 
people.' Now we have a standingarmy 
a hundred thoustyid men, kept up in 
barracks and inlaiijj^ fortres.sesf So that 
the work has been very gradual ; and 
the tyrants of the continent, have not 
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time for such gradual work. ‘You are, 
thercftire, perfectly right, ^an} to 
wliich t add, God Almighty in his 
mercy forbid that they should!—“ In 
the Mfan time, we should sayf put these 
riots down.” Aye, Dan ; but how : it 
is easy to say put them down'; but the 
saying is like the decree of t\ie mice in 
council. They cannot put them down 
without soldiers, and their soldiers will 
not fight the [leople; ah! Dan, I 
know what you mean here: you mean 
to say, that the people in Englanil may 
bestir tliemsclves, and that then t/iey 
mnst be put down ! You are kind enough 
to say, indeed, that they shall have 
the reform after they be put down ; 
and that is very liberal on your 
part Dan. But, now for this keform. 
To prepare us for this the whole of this 
long article was written by some poor 
scrubby, empty-skulled thing in office, 
who has fathered the thing upon you. 
You recommend a reform, “not that 
“ reform which wild enthusiasts would 
have, but the reform which reason 
“ and humanity dictate to the con- 
“ scienceof every educated man.” Ah! 
-Dan, sad indeed will be the lot of the 
boroughmongers if they proceed upon 
your suggestion. Their education will 
stand them in little stead against the 
• united w'ill of the people. The “ vision¬ 
aries” will see their wishes accomplish¬ 
ed, Dan. You are mistaken, too, in 
supposing that the contest is between 
the king and his subjects. The people 
like the king and grudge Him nothing 
that he has. The contest is between 
the people and the rapacious and 
savage boroughmongei’S. That is the 
contest, Dan ; and the latei it comes to 
a result the worse it will be for the 
boroughmongers. In the the year 1793, 
a famous old boroughinongcr said to 
Mr. John Niciiolls, who was then a| 
me'mber of Parliament: “ If we suffer 
“ this revolution to succeed in France, 
“ our order must be overset in this 
country. We will therefore , try to 
“ prevent its success. Our trial may 
“ fail, but^‘ we do «ot try we must be 
“overthrown.” If llliey do not U-y 
now, they will to a certainty lose their 
boroughs, and some other things; but if 


they do try, they will not only lose their 
boroughs; but will be stripped os naked 
as so many rats not half an hour old ; 
and let them take this as a warning! 
And now farewell, Dan. We can all see 
that the Duke means to anticipate his 
opponents by proposingia reform ; but 
we all believe that both parties will 
join together in attempting tp make a 
reform that shall not come into opera^ 
tion fur a good while ; and that, when 
it does come into operation, shall do us 
no good. Mr, Tennison, who prosecuted 
the two poor fellows that were hanged 
at Oxford; or rather, who pleaded 
against them; thiit Tenoison who 
brought in the last bill that was passed 
to change the hiw in such manner as to 
give the landlonis a harder grasp upon 
the property of their tenants; that Teti- 
nison has addressed a letter to the re¬ 
formers of Birmingham, advising them 
to be very moderate in their demands, 
and very modest in their manner of 
making them ; advice which the Att- 
woods and other associates of Burdett 
are very likely to follow, but which the 
people of Birmingham will reject with 
scorn. If tlie plan, as it is called, of 
Lord John Russell were attempted to 
be carried into :^ect; that is to say, 
the giving of two members to Birming¬ 
ham, with suffrage to renters of ten or 
twenty pounds .a year; 

If this nice little plan, 

Of the nice little inan, 

were attempted, not a single voter would 
come alive from the hustings. The in¬ 
dignation of the people ut seeing the 
monstrous injustice practised under 
their eyes, would drive them to rage 
which nothing could restrain. In such 
a place, too, where every shop is an 
arsenal, and where even the very tools 
that men work with are weapons of de¬ 
struction. The first words of the .Eneid, 

‘ Arms and the man," is the motto of 
^VH-wickfiJiire. Tile men are some of 
the hardiest and the bravest in the 
kingdom; and it is presumjition, indeed, 
in this Tennison to believe, that he can 
wheedle them into an abandonment of* 
of their rights. These good fellows of 
Birminfham I beg leave to rendiind, that 
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at tlie dinner which the mongrel aristo¬ 
crats gave to Burdett, the following 
was one of the toasts: “ The electors of 
" Westminster, and thfcir bright 

“■ example be followed by all the elec- 
“ tors in the kingdom." Amen, say I 
to that: 1 drink the toast in milk every 
day of my life* for the electors of 
Westminster have pelted from the hus- 
. tings of Govent-garden that Burdett 
and that tlobhouse who have yet the 
nndacity to call themselves the repre- 
sentati%^es of that city. 

TO LORD WILTON. 

Mr Loan, 

1 HAVE just read, in a report of your 
s[)eech at Manchester, your charge of 
ingratitude against the people of Eng¬ 
land, who, you say, wish to make 
victims of the aristocracg ! This puts 
me in mind of the charge of cruelty that 
the wolves brought against the sheep.

Never, accordingly, was there such a ses¬ 
sion of PorliameDt. On every question it was 
doubtful which way the majority would de¬ 
cide. On no question was there any doubt 
that the whole force of the debate would be 
found against the Government. The Ministry 
bad Sir R. Peel, and him alone, tp speak a 
word for them. He is a man of respectable 
talents, but far, very far certainly, from beiug 
a first-rate man. His character is hiebly es¬ 
timable; his official habits and his uKlustry 
are eac^ingly valuable; and he would be a 
great accession to any Ministry. In easy and 
tranquil times he might even play the first 
part, and state the case for the Government, 
or defend its little peccadlUpe^^ or meet its or¬ 
dinary opponents, and mve to those who 
wanted to vote with it plausible reasons for 
supporting its measures. But for the stormy 
times we live in; for questions involving the 
fate of cabinets, and even of dynasties; for the 
real tug of war, and brmeet |ach antagonists 
as be sees ranged against him; it must be 
admitted that he is wholly unfit. Were he 
far more capable than he is, no man standing 
quite alone m his situation, and in the present 
position qjF parties and of affairs, can possibly 
conduct the business of the country in the 
Commons' House uf Parliament. |And yet the 
utmost forbearance was shown lowaras him 
throughout the session. No one ever made a 
personal attack upon him; his arguments 
were answered, and bis errors exposed, with 
the reluctance and tlie tenderness of the most 
friendly disposition. Even when the trenches 
were opened against the Government at large, 
be was always made an exception; and the 
blows that fell thick and heavy elsewhere, 
were never aimed tk him. He has tried to lead 
the Commons, and has failed, in ciroum- 
stances which would have defied the powers 
of any single man. But he has not yet made 
the attempt, in the circumstances that await 
him, should parties remain next session mar¬ 
shalled OB they ore Row. He has no real hos¬ 
tility to contend with; he has only been 
matched with holf.llfends, or with most re¬ 
luctant adversaries; he has'never, any quo 
night, felt the “ power of an adversary" 
whom he had not a fair chance of defeating. 
The following passage of the pamphlet before 
us, pints the very different scene whuh now 
awaits him, should he prefer a blind obedtr 
euce to his inifRary chief, before every-thing 
that is due, in common prudence, to his own 
character and station. No more courtesy; 
no Dwre displays of superiority without 
misclnef; no more eidlibttions of skill in 
showiag men their weakness, without doing 
them any harm; no more shaking them good- 
humouredly over the precipice, and then setting 
them down on its edge; no more ^ing them 
up by the nape of the neck, or biHding them 
on the palm of the lumd, and patting toem on 
the heito,as the Brobdigaag king did GrUdrig. 
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The time fcr action is come ; the buttons are 
dashed away from the foils; the guns ... 
shotted to their ]i|»; they arc i 4 lnted%t the 
weak parts, that is, they are pointed at all 
parts, th^matches arc on fire; and the word 
only is wanted to make them roar. TheOtptmn 
is a bold man ; but to lead the forlorn hope 
upon such an occasiou as this, requires a 
mad man, not a bold one." 

There are merits in Sir R. Peel, which de¬ 
serve to be marked, both in justice to him, 
auci as explaining all the forbearance and 
even kindness displayed towards him. But 
these^ Unfortunately fur the Ministry, bcine no 
additioti of strength ; on the contrary, the 
greatly lessen its influence both in Pariianiei. 
and the country, lie has become tiie distin¬ 
guished and most valuable votary of liberal 
prineijms. lie bad undertaken some time ago 
to refortr^e criminal law; he has heartily 
supporteu the reformers of our civil juris¬ 
prudence. lie is tile friend of a liberal policy 
in commercial matters; and, probably, no 
adherent to the false views of arl)itrai^ power 
cherished by tlic Wellingtons and toe Aber^ 
deens in respect to foreign affairs. But all 
thisfobviously lessens his p«)wer with the high 
Tory party, whose champion he long was. 
and wueu he left them on their grand point, 
the Catliolic qiiestipn, and abjured heartily as 
heretical that great Shibboleth of their union, 
lie more than forfeited any part of the influ¬ 
ence lie once j^ossessed, and made himself an 
object of their loud and vindictive hostility. 
Wc express the thing very feebly; there never 
w.'is a public man more entirely abandoned 
more fiercely opposed by bis former adherents; 
nor one who made so great a sacrifice to his 
principles. ThatfUicb conduct has justly re¬ 
commended him to the chiefs of the liberal 
party, is as certain as that it Jias destroyed 
his whole personal weight in the cuuutry;. 
He might have retained their good-will for 
ever; he might have improved a most pre¬ 
cious opportunity of gaining among the popu¬ 
lar party, in and out df Parliament, almost 
as high a place as be liad virtuously sacrificed 
on the other side. But he^ctrayed a little 
mind at this critical moment; he hungered{ 
after the position he had quitted; he was 
alarmed at the solitude in which be found 
hiin3cir;'*ne was afraid to trust his new assn- 
cialcB; he took no bold or decided part; made ^ 
no clear election; cut no dordian knot; over- { 
leaped no cutanglcments; but sought to avoid 
a danger which he saw before him, b)’ liugcfl'- 
ing ill a position a thousand times Inore peril¬ 
ous, anu exposed himself to the jeopardy 
which, we much fear, has now overtaken him ; 
the last in which a statesman should ever let 
himself he involved; that of falling between 
the opposite parties, and losing the support 
of one without gaining that of the other. He 
mau yet have a moment for reconsidering 
and retracing his steps,for refusing any longer 
implicit obedience to a haughty ehief, and 
acting as his own honour aiili his IH^ation in 
the country require. 


In the ineanwhile, let M* «urvcy-ll»6dfWf?W 
that await him, should he retain file, 
unprecedented position. On his front,' 
great body of old’Opposition, reinforced, 
and led with a rigour and talent not to be i^*' 
ceeded ; endowed with all the popularity aris¬ 
ing from steady and disinterested adhesion to 
the public principle, and from a scries of vic¬ 
tories, unparalleled, in favour ol^he prople’s 
rights, and of their only sound and ^light¬ 
ened opinions. On the one flank, a smaller, 
but most compact and effective corpS|^tbe re¬ 
mains of Mr. Canning’s friends; andrwho, to 
great talents and acquirements, add long ex¬ 
perience in oftice. A much more autoerous 
body of men, representing the Church 
Tory party, and numbering, too, among their 
ranks active debaters, and old implacable 
enemies, forms tha thira grand division of the 
Opposition. To meet all this array of strength 
and of numbers, the Government has but a 
single .|nan who the House will hear speak, 
and thdinfluence of the Treasury Note, which 
has during the last session constantly failed. 
On the occasion of a new reign, and the first- 
address to the Sovereign after his accession, 
that Note could only procure the attendance of 
a hare majority; while l lfJ members, without 
a single summons colling them togetheibftad 
with only an accidental notice that there might 
bo a division, at once voted against the Go¬ 
vernment. ' 

The Lords, however, it may be said, are 
another House^f Parliamentj and thne the 
minister bimsmf aett with his peers, and 
“ commands the applause of the listening se¬ 
nate.” In good truth, he might as well think 
of “awakening to ecstasy the living lyre I 
Few sights so piteous as Sir K. Peel and Mr. 
'■’-oiilborn, (if it be not Lord F. Loveson Gower 
iid Sir G. Murray,) have ever moved the pity 
of men of experience and right feeiings ; but 
no sight so grotcMide as the Iluke of Welling¬ 
ton ill his debating capacity, was ever; 
taiuly, offered to thf gaze of the curious ob-- 
server. When Rousseau once undertook to , 
write an oprra^ ignorant of niuRical coi nj|W5 i* 
tion, and then to direct theorclieslra, asifg^. 
rant of execution, he tells, “ No, nevesr slntsii 
the world began wasjhere heard so strange a 
charivan." The cohqueflr of Waterloo, wc 
verily do think, would hardly be less at home 
upon the violin, than lie is in meeting Lord 
Grey, Lord Holland, and Lord Liiisdow^in 
debatg. He may rest assured, this it iionhe 
line in which nature intended him to wcel. 
If wo hod iiad “ a king who liad no childish 
fancies to gratify—who did not om day want 
U) get rid of his wife ot the risk o^i oiv» wftr 
—another day to build palaces at the cost of a' 
mflUois—who had no minions to rule over him 
—and no personal spites to gratify, he would 
never haye required an unyielding miinstcr to 
keep iifb in order; the necessity of the Duke 
of Wellington, premier, would hot have 
been felt.” So long as'it was otlterwisa, it 
was well enough to look for no *9^.', 

first niinitter but a tmn hand and a s^roilit 
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piirpoiei But tu^n M6 tbe Impo^blUw of 
this qualiftcatioD supplying'the place of all 
others of civil wisoomt of knowledge, of 
debating powers; and all meb are lost in 
amaaement at t^ blindness which can be 
iusensibl^ to a light which glares in every 
other eye. It is true he bar. Lord Ellen* 
borough an^Lurd Aberdeen near him ; but 
they.are addutons' to bis incapacity, not ma¬ 
terials of strengtii; for they have just as much 
weakness as himself, and not a single one of 
the claiMi to our gratitude and our esteenf 
which so renowued a commander justly pos¬ 
sesses, and puts forth with never*faiKug effect, 
except when he makes them the passports to 
a kind of consideration he never by possi¬ 
bility can attain. 

la these circumstances what can the Go. 
vemment do ? The King has kept them to¬ 
gether /or the present. Any security beyond 
the present they have not, neither can they 
have. His Majesty must have a Goveniment 
that can transact the business of the country, 
and save it from the mischiefs and the risks 
of uncertainty and feebleness approaching to 
anarchy. He is a prince of a mauly ond plain 
understanding ^ he has no personal hates to 
grati^ and if ho over had, they were pointed 
againt the Uuke himself, and these he has 
nobly sacrificed to the convenience of the 
State, deeming a sudden change on bis ac- 
cesgion detrimental to the public service. 
The instant that His Majesty’s eyes are open 
to the state of things in lyith HiluBes of Parlia¬ 
ment, that instant there is an end of the 
weakest Ministry that ever tried to rule any 
country. All this the Uuke well knows; but 
witb bis usual confidence, be trusts to better 
bis condition hy the cbance.i of a General 
Election. 

Will be gain by those chances ? First of all, 
can be remedy, by the utmost success, the real 
niischiefg that beset him, and the weakness 
vthat paralyaes the Government } The fantasy 
is preposterous; it shows A’gross ignorance of 
his real danger} an §ilmoat incredible nnac- 
qaaint|nce with the nature of Parliament. 
He wants numbers, it is true} but he wants 
supporters of power in the House, and of 
weight out of it, a ti^iusahd times more; and 
h« is beleagured by adversaries, any one of 
whom is far more than a match for all bis 
debf^rs in both Houses together. Docs he 
imt^ne that there is any sort of doubt of Mr. 
Brougham’s return to Parliament ? Thinks 
he to eject Mr. Huskissou at Liverpool? 
Dreams he^hat Cambridge will reject Lord 
PolmarstooT Who can have put it into his 
head that Mr. Stanley will nut again sit for 
Preston ? What Hatteriug tongue of either 
sex can have lulled him to soft repose on tne 
ssdiject of the tivo Grants ? But if idi these 
were removed, he must be grievously aiisled 
to think that, in the Rices, the Grahams, 
the Uumee, to say nothing of other rising 
talents of late added to,the force of opposition, 
his oaV.debBteiit arould not have quite enough 
upotv'their hands. It is also positively cer¬ 


tain that a new Ptotkrtient wilt sce^r. Den¬ 
man rMtored to that commandbg station 
within Its waffli, ^hich bis splendid talents and 
unblemished integrity heretofdrewonforbim. 

In the mere question of nuntimes, what 
right has tHis overweening chief to be confi¬ 
dent of bettering bis condition ? does he sup¬ 
pose that members of Parliament can be 
levied by main force, like conscripts, or that 
the whippers in can beat up for them like re¬ 
cruits, by crying out, ‘*God save great Arthur, 
Down with Lord Grey ? ” He Will^fiud elec¬ 
tions a harder job than he thinks for. He will 
possibly learn that there are as many willing 
to come forward on the popular side of the 
question a$ on the deeply unpopular. He 
will, ill all Itkeliiiood, experience somewhat 
of Prince Jules de Polignac’s disappoialroent, 
who dreamt, once upon a time, that the king 
could make any man a miuisterjiwhether 
nature had made him or no of the proper stuff, 
and that any minister could elect a Hew and 
subservient Parliament, and found, to his 
sorrow and surprise, that the new were ten 
times worse than the old. Does his Grace 
really fancy he has any one topic on which be 
can appeal to the people for favour ? ^ Can he 
point to any one out of his domination, save 
the Catholic question, as a title to confidence ? 
Does he flatter himself that the Catholic 
question will reconcile either the church or 
the people to his incapacity for Parliamentary 
life, as a first minister of state ? 

But he makes a grievous mistake, if he 
supposes that a mere increase of numbers will 
augment his majorities. He must not sup¬ 
pose that men arc to be moved about in tno 
parliamentary as in the mlitary 'campaign. 
He must by no manner of imans suppose that 
men love to prop a falling cause by being 
crushed under its ruins, or even comiug 
ii%b enough to be choked witb the dust its 
crash must raise. He must in nowise fancy, 
that when a gentleman has been returned to 
serve in Parliament, ha likes being treated as 
a livery servant, ana set to staud, or sit, or 
walk, where his. master or bis mistress's 
caprice may dirdl^. Far less must he expect 
to find any gentleman goingdown, night mter 
night, to be laughed at, to be put sorely out 
of countenance by witnessing the pitt^l coun¬ 
tenances of their leaders, to be galled by 
sharing in tbeir perpetual discomfitures. No 
men, certainly no men in Parliament, love to 
pe. take of other meh's embarrassroents and 
mortifications. No men in London society 
are patient of never-ending ridicule, in publiq 
or ip society, in Parliament, or in club-rooms, 
or in drawing-rooms. All vows made to the 
whippers-iii are forgotten when tlie time 
comes} ttmDuke will find his popnlarity near¬ 
ly where it was; and while hw enemies press 
on to the easy victory of debate, and crowd 
the ranks of opposition ta ensure a power* 
ful division, fiis supporters, lukewarm 
abashed, w#} keep out of the wayand leave 
him to the phalanx of placemen, and a select 
few who hope to become such. 
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It is fit, however, the! we should inquire 
how the Opposition, ih its threefbld division, 
is likely to Oct. That ehn no longer be 
any Tothearanve, any measures kept, is now 
quite clear. Public duty combines with party 
attachment to render it inevitable. The day 
of delnsion has passed away} and, s'iith it, 
all armed neutralifyi all mere vigilance, ar4 
gone out of the question. The great men, 
who have high duties to fulfil towards their 
country, know that she Icraks to them for 
rescue from the worst of evils, a goverum.»itjt: 
utterly incapable of managing her affairs and 
too weak to secure the success of any one 
measure it propounds. But this being the 
coiniQon object of all the three powers, will 
not this pursuit, of necessity, league them 
tt>gelher.* We think it may fairly be cx- 
pccte^to do so ; and wc also think that the 
DukaHf Wellington is in this, as in other 
matters, the dupe of his sanguine disposition ; 
for assuredly he has never apprehended such 
a junction to he ]iussihic. He has suffered 
himself to be led away with the idea that he 
would be strong in the weakness of bis va¬ 
rious adversaries, and make up for his own 
native feebleness by their divisions. He has 
reckoned on being able to make a dexterous 
game, by playing otf one party against 
another. He or his sycophants said to the 
Whigs, ‘ Mind you don’t press me hard, or 1 
must take in the Huskissous’ ! To the 
Ultras he said, * Take care, or wc shall throw 
ourselves into the arms of the Liberals I ” 
To the Canning party tlie word has been. 
Beware how you drive us to the high 
Tori^'”! Cunning gentlefolks ' High-prin¬ 
cipled statesmen! Frank, open, straight-for¬ 
ward, plain-tKaling, politicians ! Pcanciples 
then are all the while a mere nothing, any 
more than party aitachments; and you are 
just as ready to follow the bigoted as tlie 
liberal course Ht policy, if by so doing the 
great end of your existence, the keeping your 
places, can be secured ! But let the l)iike, 
whom his panegyrists have fatigued all ears 
by lauding for his sagacity, reflect, that such 
hopes arc now as unwi^ and unthinking, as 
unworthy a sagacious polititican, as such 
manmuvring was always beneath anymau who 
plumed himself oq plaiu-dcaliug, straight¬ 
forward conduct. The Catholic Emancipa¬ 
tion has removed nine parts in ten of the 
grounds of difference that separated such able 
and virtuous and highly honuurablcsmen as 
the Duke of Richmond, from cungeuim spirits 
like Earl Grey. It was always stated, as a 
main object in compassing that great measure, 
that it would enable the state to profit by the 
services of all its ablest men. This was the 
uuifunn language of tliose whose mighty ef- ' 
forts, for above a quarter of a century, brought 
about the inimortai triumph of religious li¬ 
berty. Shattlthey, then, be the first tp say, 
Theseparati^ shall cotititiueVwhcu Che cause 
of alieuatioa is no mu«e ? Cousistency, priu* 
ciple,, cominoa sense, forbid us to eifpqot any 
such aberration from the path of duty; and

country an emcient governmeae/fH Ihtfedrtttln 
result of the duke's blind obstinacy, Aint bis 
resolution to meet a new Parliament vtith the 
same iucap|hle nfinistry by which he so greatly 
covered las own reputation in the old. 

Let i‘ not Tor a moniAht be supposed, that 
wc regard the servicet, even the political ser¬ 
vices, of the Duke of Wellington, as desirous 
to undervalue them ; or that we do not admit 
the importance of his Grace and Sir R. Peel as 
an acce.s«ioa to a better cabinet than their 
own. (jiVe hare been ill dndersthod if^e have 
l>een thought to hold any such opffi'ion of 
either. But our whole argument, and let us 
add, our whole alarm, is grounded upon the 
assumption, far too piubahle^by ail we now 
see, that the one will continue confident, the 
other submissive,—that the duke will not sa¬ 
crifice his dictatorship by conseuting to share 
power with colleagues wlio merit the public 
coufideijce and his own respect; while Sir R. 
Peel will continue halting between two opi¬ 
nions, unwilling to join the Whigs for fear of 
increasing the disirutt of the Tories, and un¬ 
willing to thwart the duke by refusing to lead 
his forlorn hope. Upon all othepiuppositiona 
our remarks are inapplicable toThe present 
juncture of affairs, or to that which awaits us ; 
and to the supposition on which we have pro¬ 
ceeded, we have been slowly and most reluc¬ 
tantly driven by the late conduct of the Duke 
of Wellington himself. To be sure, never 
was tiiere so unusual a cry, even among the 
government voters themselves, as that which 
has been raised for strength and help. All 
men of all parties—evefy individual, save some 
half-dozen fiattcrUrs, as it is sdut, of either 
sex, have some months past had but one word 
ill their mouths — “ There must be a change." 
Yet still the duke persists in his career. His 
reason, so often assigned, is gone with the late 
king; but he perseveres, like one resolved to 
be taught wis^un only by his own woeful ex¬ 
perience. That he may yet, while it is not too 
late, listen to reasdn, not to pride, is far more 
his interest than the concern of sovereign 
or his country. 

Here, then, we have a description of 
their intentions und their hopes', but 
before the ink, in which these hopes are 
expressed, is hardly dry, the plan is 
disconcerted, and the hopes are bla-sted, 
in great part at least. The Wolves 
divided the Whig-array into three 
bodies ;»the Old OreosmoN forming 
the centre j the Huskisson sauAD,anil 
^ke Hion-ToRV s(j«ad on tlie Hanks., 
Alas! the riuskisson squad has been, 
cut olF by steam ! Aral if it had not, it 
would have, been fouml in the Duke’s 
army\ Fur the reconciliation hod taken 
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.place; the Duke ami the old jacobin 
had shaken, hands ; and as the whole of 
this scjuad must have been included in 
the treaty of oblivion, those 'who have 
survived the steam-destroyed com¬ 
mander will, of course, enjoy (*he bene¬ 
fit of the treaty. s:f * 

That faction is therefore on the side 
of the Duke; and fools they must be if 
they be not on his side. Then, as to the 
Idgh'church Tories, why Should they 
oppose Jthc Duke ? On account uf the 
Catholics? They hn'e him for that, to 
be sure but they hate the Whigs more 
than they hate him. So that the Whigs 
have no oliance at all to out-vote the 
Duke, who need not care a straw for 
their debating. There he will stand, 
then, firm as a rock, as long as the coun¬ 
try is quiet j but quiet it will not be 
long, unless there be a very great 
change j and of this change, favourable 
to the . pewle,' the Whigs are much 
greater enmties than the Vuke. 

But, boiling with rage at seeing the 
fold shut‘against their merciless jaws, 
the Whigs will seek revenge j and they 
Avill, if they find the Duke opposed to 
REFORM, be clamorous for it, being 
convinced that ft will not be carried. 
As far as this goes, they will have the 
, ]>eopIe at tlteir bock; the distresses of 
the country are great; they will and 
must be greater and greater j the stock- 
jobbing ministry in France will not be 
able to make the National Guard pay 
the taxes to defray the exfjfnses of the 
debt; the funding, and cheating, and 
munopolizii^and extorting systems are 
going to piU^s every-where j this thing 
cannot stand if that of France go to 
]>ieces j t.he accursed oligarchy cannot 
out-live this fradiilent system, upon 
which death has its cold hand; and 
thus dilhcultics of all sorts are assailing 
the THING. ^ 

Jf the WniGS had sense, they would 
fall in with the current; but they so hate 
the people, arid the people so cordially 
hale them^ that this is very difficult. 
•Veti' the may anno^ the Duke; they 
may put him to theiest, make him de¬ 
cidedly reject reform, commit him to 
that; and then ^ey cover him with 
odium, and send him, like so - many of 


his predecessors, f# a premature and not 
very honourable grave! For to sup¬ 
pose that the country is going to re- 
main as it is; to suppose that reform 
can be longer refused ; to suppose that 
the example of France is to produce no 
effect here ; to suppose tnat we can con¬ 
tinue in intimate and friendly inter¬ 
course with the National Guard; to 
suppose this, and to suppose the quiet 
continuance of Gatton, Old Sarum, Rei- 
gate, and the like $ to suppose that the 
Broughams (for there is now a brace of 
them) are to continue to make lawsrfor 
us, sent into the place in the way that 
they now are j to suppose that v^are 
still to hhVe rotten boroughs (bWrg- 
pourris, as the French call them) and 
malt tax, and the game laws, and the 
transportation without trial by jury, 
and STUnoas Bouknr’b veslry laws’, 
to suppose this, is not presumption, is 
not arrogance, it is downright idiot 
madness. It was, before the voting of 
PoLioNiic and Charles, manifestly im¬ 
possible to go on long without a 
reform of the Commons’ House. The 
middle class were already luedita- 
ting modes of legal resistance of direct 
taxation, upon the ground of theirMot 
being represented in Parliament. This 
w'ould have been, without any change 
in France. And, w ill it not be now! 
All! Wolves of Edinburgh, do you 
think i\rQ.i>debating, that nqiere jaw, mere 
Scotch clickmaclaver, will induce the 
English tax-payers to have the last 
penny taken from them, without even 
n legal effort to keep enough to give 
their children bread! If you do imiq^ine 
this, never were Wolves more deceived. 

The famous week of July dissolved 
the partnership between the borough- 
mongers and the Bourbons, but not 
betweeq the loanmongers of London 
and the loanmongers of Paris, These 
latter are trying to cheat the French 
people; trying to wheedle them to con¬ 
tinue to pay the enormous expenses 
heaped on them by the Bourbons, and 
left by them ns the means of re-sutgu- 
’gating the people4 All mant^ of tricks 
and schemes are now trying to make 
the French submit tmpny taxes as lieavy 
as they paid before; just to humour 
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them vvith the trUcolmiml flag, but to 
do nothing to lessen their hvrdens ! In 
short, force havio^ffailid, the scheme 
note is to wheedle them out oP the fruit 
of their skill and their labour. But in 
this the fund-jol^bing pacificators wilt 
not succeed. The scheme is to keep a/f 
fjuiet, to prevent war, to do any thing, 
in order to ensure the means of paying 
the interest of the debt, end to keep up 
the funding system; in short, to re-en- 
slave the French by the debts and the 
funds, and to reduce them to our state. 
Hence the abandonment of the Belgians 
to their fate; lienee the forbidding of 
the Snanish refugees to ente^Spain; 
henceml the efforts to stifle fnldom in 
France Irefore it has hardly begun to 
breathe again. But all will fail: the 
people of France will not pay the taxes; 
they are driving the exdse^oj^cers out 
of the towns; and, indeed, pay them they 
will not. Baron Louis, once a priest, 
afterwards minister of Louis XVIIL, 
and norr(Ob,God!) minister of the “ Ci¬ 
tizen Kino !” This old priest, who is 
the minister of finance^ has just put forth 
liis hudgdt, stating great deficiencies, 
and yet he proposes to LEND about two 
millions of money “TO AID COM- 
MERtlE !” So that if he could do this 
by taxes, the people would be taxed to 
raise money to be lent to merchants and 
great dealers ! He can’t raise the money 
in taxes: he must borrow it; sd^here is 
:i pretty affair! Here isj'Bn old priest 
borrowing money of Jews to lend to 
merchants and traders, and loading the 
industrious people and the land ipitA 
taxes to pay the interest of the loan ! 

This will not stand: thi#^ cannot 
stand ; the thing rflay be kept quiet for 
a little while j but the taxes ivill not be 
paid j the whole scheme will be blow 
into the air j‘ the partnership bet,ween 
the loanmongers of London and those 
of Paris will be dissolved; and then 
away goes the whole thing with a mighty 
aash ! If reform^do not precede this 
crash, it will be a crash indeed } Now, 
then, will the ParKament make the re¬ 
form ? 7%is is the question j and if not, 
whether Peel shall join the Whigs, or 
any sueh nonsense. If the Duke be wise^ij 
he will make the refoilb, and then he 


may set Whigs and all other enemies ,at 
defiance. Then he will close Ws career 
with true glory : if he pursue the other 
course; oi^ if he attempt a rtfortn fb 
cheat the people, I leave to hw enemies 
to desoribfe his fate; but, b* his fete 
what it inaji, those “ ravening wolves,” 
the Whigs and their underlings, will be 
baffled and defeated.

My Loro Prince, 

Refokk I come to the main subject 
of my letter, give me leave to remind 
you of that advice which, with great 
earnestness, I offered to yon at t]^ time 
when you took on you tne office of h^ 
minister; and to remind you also of 
the predictions which, at the same time, 
I put upon paper and into print? If I 
ivereeito quote .and republish aii my pre*' 
dictions of th& last sUteen years only, 
which predictions are all now verified 
in the actual state of the country, It 
would require a large volume to com 
tain them. Those who have read tlie 
Register during that period must be, 
they are, and they say tliey arc, sur¬ 


prised at njy foresight. Alany of them, 
though ple.ised with my wrltitig«, tlieir 
originality^ Jheir force, their clearness, 
di(f not, cwuid not, belieu; that iny 
predictions would ever he fulfilled; all 
around them, in tlie richer class and 
even in the middle, wore the appear¬ 
ance of wealth and of durability; the 
miseries of the poor apiieared to tiiem 
to be things to be submitted to for ever;

but whetlter we be right or wremg, are 
we seditious in expressing the opinion, 
and endeavouring to make converts to 
it ? Abundant are the reasons why Ire¬ 
land and England too should wish for a 
repeal of the Union; but whether there 
be reasons or not, is it a crime to en¬ 
tertain the opinion? However, union 
or no union, tiierc never will be concord 
in Ireland as long as the Protestant 
hierarchy shall exist there. And is It 
sedition to entertain this opinion too ? 
It may he erroneous; it may be foolish} 
but is it crimiuai? X am at any time 
prepared to show, that to repeal and 
abolish this hierarchy is just, necessary; 
and that Ireland can never know teal 
tranquillity until this repeal take place 
but if J cannot show this, am k eriminat 
for oudcavourlng to do it, as 1 frequent¬ 
ly have done: Oh, no! reason and truth 
are not to be browbeaten in this way. 
They must prevail at last; and as to 
tile flippant trash, which the Mouse was 
so <liverted with, about men “ wdng 
the people on to desperate deeds in 
order to raise themselves to disliaetion, 
and these men wanting courage to 
expose their own persons^ it is the 
old cry of those who live on public 
spoil.

form of Government, under winch, 
“ through the favour of Divine I’rovi- 
dcnce, this country has enjoyed for a 
"long succession of years a greater 
share of mternal peace, of commercial 
“ prosperity, of true liberty, of all that 
constitutes social happiness, than has 
" follen to the lot of any other country 
of the world," As to the FORM of 
Government, who says, or has ever said, 
any thing against it ? We And no fault 
with the FOllM; for we know that the 
form was thus before the funding sys¬ 
tem, before the septennial Flarliamcnts. 
before the excise, before the malt and 
hop taxes, litfore the power-of-iinpri- 
toument laws, before the transporta¬ 
tion for poaching, and the transpor¬ 
tation without trial by jury, were, 
any of them ever heard or thought 
of. It is of the acts under the form 
that we are desirous of putting an 
end to. But, os to the “greater

Aye, ^ut the 
assertion is compamtivet aiul not po< 
sitive; “a greater share than any 
other country? in the world.*’ Now, 
America is in the world j and there is a 
country, which, in forty years has never 
known a single riot; has never seen a 
man iried for either treason or sedition; 
and, though it has sustaineii a \var, has 
had its territoiift invaded by great 
a'*mies carrying lire and sword before 
tliem, nnd has had its capital captured 
nnd burnt, has never seen the Habeas 
Corpus Act suspended for a single hour, 
while, under that government, the 
population has increased from three mil¬ 
lions to twelve ! These facts are ail 
notorious; and, therefore, it Is unneces¬ 
sary for me to characterize the asser¬ 
tions contained in this partof the speech 
which you thought proper to put into 
the month of the King. 

And as to “ commercial proiperit^f* 
we see the Uniteil States with a 
sand timee as much navigation and 
commerce as they had ft^ty years ago | 
and can we see their beautiful ships 
covering the seas} can we behold their 
brilliant commercial cities, surrounded 
with forests of masts; can we behold 
their tranquil and happy farmers; Can 
we behold all this without feeling at 
once pride and shame; pride that that 
people sprang from us, and shame that 
we are sinking under pauki and loads 
of taxes, while they are so hoppy and so 
free! 

Even at this very Momeut, here, in 
this immense city, no man seems to 
guess at what is to be the fate of hii- 
pro|)erty ! The p#K>ple are nmnitip for 
gold: something, no man can tell whal, 


is apprehended by every one. He who 
is ni h to-day, fears tii.it he shall be a 
beggar to-morrow. And this ia called 
“ commercial pro<>periiy,'* while hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of English fortunes 
depend on* tlio- decision of the people 
who meet in the Palais Royal at P.irib!

Abandon tliis sys¬ 
tem ; leave the loan-jobbers, Jews, and 
fund-holders to their fate; let them get 
payment from those for whose benefit 
the debt was contracted; then you may 
dimihish the taxes, free the pres.«i, make 
the right of voting universal; you may, 
without the least hesitation, match to 
the Rhine} and you may make a teal 
repuJblie, of wlfich you would be the 
lawful and beneficent and admired 
chief, with mere real and solid power 
thou WAS ever yet possessed by any 
king on the face of the earth.

numely, au account of the ferment 
which has existed here. .All sorts iVf ac¬ 
cusations are made, by the legitimate 
party and by the party who .are contented 
with the “ repdjSifc,” again.st each other. 
;The present government accuse the 
Royalists, or the Jesuits, or whoever 
tliey are, who still reprei'ent Charles X.; 
these the government accuses of fer- 
menting tlse people to assassinate the 
ex-ministers.

Not a day passes without some story 
about the intrigues of the Carlisis, as 
they call them. On fiionday night, aliout 
.AGO men went, clothed in the unilbrin 
of the National Guard, and most of 
them armed, to Vincennes, and de¬ 
manded the prisoners to be delivered up 
to them; and this affair the friend.s of 
the government ascribe to the Carlists. 
The Governor of Viucennes spoke to his 
besiegers, sent them about their busi¬ 
ness, and, as they returned, about loo 
of them were (piietly taken by the Na¬ 
tional Guard, and put in prison. The 
next day the placards were issued, and 
a great fuss was made to keep the 
people t}uiet, and to caution them 
against the designs of their enemies. 
Among^ the various functionaries who 
issued such placards was General La¬ 
fayette. 'i'he General had also spoken 
to the Nationol Guard and to the [leojile 
assembled at the Palais Royal, together 
with the King, on the Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, both descending to the entrance of 
the state apartments on purpose.

at ajiy rate, all the world will give 
tl ein the credit of it. However, if it 
v ere a plot of the government’s own 
hatching, it would, indeed, give a mise¬ 
rable opinion of the poUi^ of the go- 
vernjnent, if they imagine that they can 
produce a fear amongst the mass of the 
people, such as may tend to countenance 
them in exonemtingPoIignacand his crew 
from the effects of the due course of law. 

15. The spilling of blood proves sin¬ 
cerity in more ways than one, To spill j 
one's own blood is the most effectual 
way of proving our faith; likewise there 
is not so incontrovertible a test of our 
distrust of others, as the taking of their 
blood. To this test the people are now 
more than ever convinced that it is 
necessary to bring tlie governors of 
their “ republic,"’ as far as concerns 
certain men. So far from the main 
thing being to convince the world 
that this revolution is “ free from ven* 
geance,” the main thing necessary is, 
to convince the people of this nation 
that the foundation of the present,.(ly-.

Tliey have been persuaded already to 
permit what they did not intend^ when 
they were effacing every sign of royalty 
and the word king whenever it seen/

1 (>. lint what .sincerity could be per¬ 
ceived ill those who joined in the siuldou 
burst of philosophy which they said 
forbid tli^ punishment of death ? .Sonic 
jfew maintained the principle to the full 
extent, 4'|it the greater part could sco 
only that it applied to political niretiecs. 
The men who had the greatest and most 
deserved popularity joining in it, made 
the matter only worse, anil greatly dis¬ 
posed the people to try back.” ' It is 
not tiecessary to say that the people 
would be sadly niisrepresenlcd if they 
were described as desiring vengeance. 
The agonies of a few miserable ereature.s 
are not desired by them, and will give 
I them ho pleasure; it is the steady 
execution of the l.iw, and nothing but 
seeing this in the instance of these men 
will or can satisfy them, or gi\ e them a 
test of the sincerity of the government. 
It would be a pretty thing, indeed, to 
accuse them of bloody-mindedncss, 
when they had it in their jiower, and 
also in the heat of the inouicnt, to ex¬ 
ecute their vengeance on kina nunis- 
ters, and all the whole race! A pretty 
thing to suppose, that being disjiosed 
for blood, they would, while bleeding 
themselves, defer the time for taking 
vengeance until they became cool! 

If. The mistake df the fJovernment 
seems to have been, the imagining that 
because the people were really mag¬ 
nanimous, they would dispense with 
the due cou^e of justice. Upon this 
they built the scheme, and, having 
gaiued over some poor fellows who 
were nursing at SU Cloud, jirought 
them to play off a scene with a petition 
in favour of their own murderers; for, 
somepf the petitioners were still almost 
without hope of recovery.

TROCEEDINGS IN PARLIAMENT. 

KING’S SPEECH.—Novaiaepa 2. 

i *■ V. * 

Mp Jjofis, and Gentlemen, 

It is with great satisfa^on that l meet you 
iu Parliament, and thai.l||hi enabled, in the 
present conjuncture, to rmir to your advice. 
Since the dissolution of the late Parliament, 
events of deep interest and {m{>0.rtaBCe have 
occurred on the coutioeot of Europe. Tile 
elder branch of the House of Boiirtioa no 
longer reigos iu France, and the Puke of 
Orleans has been called to the Throne'by idle 
title of King of the French. Having received 
from the new Sovereign a declhration of his 
earnest desire to cultivate the good under¬ 
standing, and to maintain inviolate all the 
engagements subsisting with this cottniry, t 
did not hesitate to continue my diplomatic 
relations and friendly intercourse with the 


French (’ourt. I have witnessed, with deep 
regret, the stale of affairs in the Low Cijim- 
tries. I lament timt the eniightened adminis¬ 
tration ot the King should not have preserved 
his <!uuiinions from revolt ; and that the wise 
and prudent measure of submitting the tie- 
sires and she complaints of his people to the 
deliberations of an extraordinary meeting of 
the States General should have led to no satis¬ 
factory ref'^. I am emipavimring, in concert 
with my allies, to devise such means of re¬ 
storing tratiq'iUlity as may be compatible with 
the welfare and good guvernment of the 
Netherlands, and with the future security of 
other states.' Appearances of tumult and dis¬ 
order have produced uneasiness in different 
parts of Europe; but the assurances of a 
friendly disposition, which 1 continue to re- 
'ceive from all foreign powers, justify the ex¬ 
pectation that 1 shall be enabled to pr.jserv4i 
for my people the blessings of peace. Im¬ 
pressed at all times with the necessity of 
respecting the faith of national engagements, 

I am persuaded that niy determiuHtiun to 
maintain, in Conjaiictiim with iny allies, those 
general treaties by whicn the jmtitical system 
of Europe has been established, wilt offer the 
best security for the repose of the world. 1 
have not yet accredited mv ambassador to the 
Court of Lisbon; but the Portuguese Govern- 
nieut having determined to jierform a great 
act of justice and humanity, by the grant of a 
general amnesty, I think that the time may 
atiortly arrive when the iuterest« of my subjects 
wUU' demand a renewal of those relations 
bich bad so long existed between the two 
cocqitries. 1 am (mpelled, by tlie deep solici¬ 
tude which 1 feel for the welfare of my people, 
to r^cctKiimend to your immediate considera¬ 
tion the provisions which it may be advisable 
to make for the exercise of the Royal authority, 
in case that it should please Almighty God to 
terminate my life before u>y successor shall 
have arrived at years of maturity. 1 shall be 
prepared to concur with you in the adoption of 
those measurce which may appear bcit calcu¬ 
lated to inaiiitt^in unimpaired the stabilit} and 
dignity of the crown, and Iherchy to strengthen 
the securities by which the civil aud religious 
iiberries of my people arc guarded. 

GctUlemen of the House of Commons, 

I have ordered the estimates for those ser¬ 
vices of the present year for which the lu^t 
Parliament did not fully provide to be lorth- 
withr laid before you. The'estimates for the 
ensuing year will be prepared with that strict 
regard, to. economy which 1 am determined to 
enforce in every branch of the public ex- 
leudiiure.

Whether 
any measure ruuld be brought forward to 
I'D'irjid the landorvners to gi"« employment to 
Iks Iti'/'iHi-a's in tho winter months., lie be¬ 
lieved '■ncli a measure to be sMOjt necessnru; 
for at present, while there werf perhaps eight 
or ten ready in a parish to do Justice to the 
hthourer, thee were four or five others, in 
ttmseqiieuecof who.se oppoaitionand obstinacy 
every jilan fell to the ground.

IN'rERFERENCE WITH THE BELGIAN’S. 

Lord QttSTC, ,The aUmduns of hn Majesty's 
Speech to the affairs of the Netherlands orca- 
gioA Some exeeptiou to the satisfaciiun wliirh 
I have received trom other passages. The 
principle of our heuevolcuce to those Sr.itcs 
slmuid be" that of nou-interfereocc. I cmifc-.s 
that tcannot understaod that we are bound In 
ifitcrferem any arraugeiiieiits of a local na¬ 
ture between HoUuid a?id the Low C'. uiitrics. 
'if I iias'o not misunderstood the noble Mar¬ 
quis in the speech which he made, with, I: 
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suppose, a kiKiwloit'.'p of tlso intentions of lii< 
Aiajostj’s lie liJs Siiiil that we are 

inteinsiod in iiiaiulaiinni' the kingdom of the 
Netlu-rliuids in the siiuatiuii in wliich it has 
hceii settled by treaties to which this country 
is a )in'ty ; I cannot uinterstunit that we are 
ktt hoiinii. As for those treaties thentselvcs, 1 
do not think that they have contributed to 
ttie iiappitiess or trampiiflity of Eun^pc ; imr 
tliat aetin;; on tlieni now would contribute t<) 
its tramiuilUty, Instead of uctin§; on the prin¬ 
ciple of the balance of Europe, whu h would 
protect llie weak apainst the stronif, we have 
departed from tliat piincipte, and foruied 
alii,Hues upon principles of confiscation and 
division, in accordance with which we^^have 
transferred one knijrdom to .'fkuther, without 
regard to tiie seiiiiineiits or to the iutcrestt of 
those who were tran-.ferred. From the first 
iitomcut those transfers have never allowed 
to Europe an hour's security. My Lords, 1 
object to the manner in which the allusion to 
Belgium is introduced in the Address. If it 
went no further than to lament the uuha^y 
occurrence in this country, 1 should not offer 
any objection to its adoption in our answer to 
his Majesty's Speech. But it makes us go 
further. \Ve are ifiade to decide between the 
two parties, and to pronounce a direct censure 
on the conduct of the people of the Low Coun¬ 
tries towards this enUgUtened Govcriiuient. 
^'his is an interference directly opposed to the 
principle of non-interference. We speak of 
the Belgians as “ revolted sidjjects," But as 
revolted subjecia they would Iw'oonstdered to 
deserve numsiuncut. Is the noble Duke, then, 
prepared to bring matters to thls^ issue ? If 
he he so, 1 trust this House will not sanctioil 
such interference. What, then, should faedb, 
were he comjielled to leave them as they arc?. 
If, after this judgment upoif the conduct of 
the two parties, he should becomo a mediator, 
can be expect to be considered impartial ? 
Would he not naturally be looked upon at 
the enemy of one of the partie.s to whom he 
should offer himself an impartial judgel But 
should the transactions in Bi<'giutn to 

the issue, which 1 think not yoly d|H|ttost 
likely, but also the most desirable, 
for the interest of this country ; ahoui^ .Bew^' 
gtum, I say, be formed into an iadupeDdeut 
State, in what relation shall sve stand,to that 
country, to which we, this night, iu Uie lan¬ 
guage of the Address, fttyWeis ottr ho.tfUUsf t 
Against that expression I (het bound, my 
Lords, to protest, as impolitic and unjust; and 
1 believe that if the Duke apply to France for 
her ('O'operation iu iuterfereuce on the prim 
ciples implied in that part of file Address, he 
svili find France soon taiUugofrfmm thenego* 
ciatiou, and hu measure leading tu the result 
which i| is his wish to avoid. .. > ' 

Tfa^Dnkeof WF-H.n»<s‘f'oN. 'then tbd noble 
Eari Bads fault with the expressiuns used in 
thjds&ieech svlth reference to the c<mduct Of 
thS^MSpleof Beigium^wards the King of the 
Netiieriands, and contends that the term re-' 
volt has been applied to their proceedings

against the mild and benigriant government 
of'their sovereign. But the noble Earl has 
not stilted a single ground or snbjcrt of dom- 
plaiot winch the people, of the Nethcrlauds 
had urged against their soverengu, and they 
do not appear to hpc had any ground of 
coniplnint whateverj* except such as those 
which the noble Earl has read from a pam¬ 
phlet published three years ago, and winch 
are more like a joke than anything else, is 
not bis xMajesty an ally—a fclose ally of this 
country .> and was not this country a party to 
the arraugeineut hy which the Ncthei lands 
were placed under the goverumentof the head 
of the House of Orange? And what could the 
King of this country call their couduct to their 
Sovereign but U revolt? The uoble Earl has 
of course read the history efthe proceedings iu 
the Nethcrlauds, as they have been publislied 
iu the urdiuary sources of intelligein-e, aiul he 
caunot be ignorant that the revolt iP' the 
people against their sovereign began in a riot. 
They made no complaints of him and his 
governnieiit generally. They only comphiinrd 
of their nuion with Holland, of a certain ob¬ 
noxious Minister called Maaneo, and of some 
local taxes which were repealed by the muni¬ 
cipality even before the complaint reached the 
sovereign’s ears. There was no complaint 
against ffae govenimeut, none whateve r. Tiiea 
wlntt did the King do? lie most wisely aud 
properly Convoked the States General, and 
laid the grievances complained of before 
Uiein; and what was the reply ? That a dis¬ 
solution might be agreed to, as far as tiie ad- 
miuistratiou was concerned, only pre.-civing 
Ute fundamental laws. Under these circum¬ 
stances would bis Majesty have done justice to 
the King of.the Netherlands if he had not -aid 
.that lie ha.A acted tike d Just and good sovereign^ 
and that the measures which be adopted were 
wise and proper, and tliat his Majesty deeply 
regretted that they had nut produced a more 
satisfactory re.<>ulc ? Then the Earl sajs, that 
we, by-U)e language which we have held, have 
put it out of our power to hold ourselves for¬ 
ward -as just and impartial mediators between 
the Contending parties. Mow is it that wc 
itavfgdoiie so I- His Majesty has said Mat Mi* 
^jis" d reCoft, and so it is. The Belgians them¬ 
selves cannot deny the facts. They tlid, in 
point of fact; revolt; aud his Majesty justly 
says, iu lus Speech, that they did 'so. 1 
now come* to that part of the noble Karl’s 
tpCcch, in which bespoke of the treaties by 
wfaiuh tbia country aud other powers are hound 
to the kiiigdi m of the Netherlands. The first 
treaty is tliat of IBl 4, between the four |)owcrs, 

' by which.‘Belgium was formally ceded to, or 
put under the jurisdiction of, the King of the 
Nelbeclapds, with a view to the security both 
of Belgium aud Holland. In jiursuauce of tbe 
ejects of tliat treaty, an arrangement was 
made far tbe proper guvernment of the two 
countries ip union, and this arrangement for 
the guverDHtent of the whole of tbe kingdom 
'was duly recorded iu tho treaty between the 
four powers called the Treaty of the Eight 
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ArtUlcs, aiul tlie four powors were Iiuuiul by 
the eiij;,i^(!iuouU winch they contracteil l>y 
these •Ircatic'i. They made over Bel<>;iuin to 
the Kin^'uf Holland, tubeg^overucii acconiing 
to these treaties, and be Ind governed ac* 
rorJiii? to the treaties. Then the Trc.aty of 
the Eijtht Articles was retftw'u'd in the Act of 
Con^re^s at Vienna, and iVance was a party 
to that act, and therefore became as much a 
party to the Treaty of the Eight Articles as the 
lour powers had\eeu before. All this is as 
clear as any matter of fact can be. And tbeii 
comes the questbm—could the King of the 
Netherlands dissolve the uniou between Bel 
gin 111 and Holland u ithmit the consent of the 
live powers who were parties to the treaty ? 
He could not with any degree of justice or 
propriety. He was bound to communicate 
viith his allies on the subject before be took 
such a step. He could not, in jnstice or 
prudence, adopt measures for pacifying his 
revolted subjects, and putting an end to the 
distiirbanocs, by himself alone; but was 
bround to zet in eoHcertuiith the Jive powers \ 
and this he has done. And I hope we thali be 
enabled to effect the pacification by means of 
impariml mediation, ami pt'udent eoncUUUam, 
without any necessity for an appeal to arms. 
The noble Earl may be assured, therefore, 
that there is no iiiteution on our part to inter* 
fere by force, or by an appeal to arms. We 
hope, hy means of negotiation, and by mode* 
rate, conciliatory, and pacifii: iaterveution, to 
carry into effect an arrangement that ought to 
be satisfactory to all parties, conducive to the 
peace and good government of the Nether* 
lands, and to the welfare and tranquillity of 
all Europe. (Cheering.) , 

MEANS OF PREPARING FOR WAR. 

Lord Farnuam. Parliament never met In 
a season of greater danger than this, Whether 
it were considered with reference to our foreign 
or domestic relations. (Hear, hear.) Tbe-first 
thing to be dune was baldly to face the (danger. 
They were told in the speech fronrthe throne 
that the powers of Europe professed their in* 
clination to preserve peace and amity with us. 
Let them, however, mark the wonIs“ Powers 
of Europe; ” and- who were, they ? (Heatr 
hear.) He .had no doubt that th^ illustrious 
person on the throne of France trisfaed to pre> 
serve the present friendly rebfioos v but such 
was the state of events and of opiulens,'that 
he might, in a short time^ be obliged to take 
another direction. In Belgium, what were we 
to expect ? There, perhaps, from ihe tenor of 
the .speech, we might be compelled resort to 
force, anrl he confessed, whatever might he the 
treaties tliat bound us, fae.tliought it at least 
extraordinary that England alone ahoutd take 
no preeautioH, The only question was, were 
vte able to make preparation t iVe could do so ; 
but then our resources must be well directed. 
j(Hear, hear.) One of the greatest cfifAculties 
we had to contend with was our j^ancidt situ- 
ation. Every species of taxation was now 
pushed to the utmost point, but still it was not 


so much the weisht as the iinepinlpern’in- of 
(be taxes that inflicted the injiirv. Jf wii'. and 
must, he, observable, that t!ie agricidturaljand 
lauded interest could bear no further pressure 
— neither could the commercial or manulac- 
Uiriiig interests. W'hat then wonld ? He 
should say^the moneyed inteecsi ounht. (Hear, 
hear.) Tl.c landed interest paid for the pro¬ 
tection the nioiicyetl interest, and sneh a 
system sb rid be adopted as Mould make all 
pay their fair ami equal proportion, lie did 
uotmean, by this, simply the funds, but mort¬

It 
ought no doubt lu be pushed further than it 
now wa.s, hut still that would not beenougli to 
contend against the spirit now alive in Europe, 
and which was directed to upset every thiug 
dear to the friends of peace and order.

7*Ati,then,i9 the sort of property-fax,” 
about which there has been so many 
rumours! The Duke of Wellingtou 
answered another part of Lord Farn- 
ham's speech ; but said nothing vpm 
this part of it j though Itere is a propo¬ 
sition for a reduction of the interest due 
to the fundholders, and of what is due 
to mortgagees! A pretty mess is it all 
in! In order to prepare far war, the 
iundhotder and the mortgagee must 
ftave^part of their interest taken from 
them ! ** The figure of eight and eight 
noughts say to the King of Enghmd, 
yonsliall neror go to war again, wltile 
we exist." Cobbett’s letter to the 
Mertd^.JSenf, July, IS'i?. “ Paper- 
‘' rn'fflp^is strength in the beginning 
f^ia£a%(sakness 10 the end” Paine's Dc- 
etme and lall Poh ! you fools 1 Get 
fdldand Atiep it.

HOOSE OF COmiONS. 

Before the King’s Speech came under 
discussion, Mr. Brougham made the 
following dcclarailou as to parliamen- 
tari! reform. 

Mr. RKouGfUM said be coald not allow the 
opportuiiily which that questiun preseuted, to 
paaS over without giving notice of hia inten¬ 
tion, on that day fortnight, to bring the great 
'jnestion of n Keforoi of the Oominons House 
of Parliament fully ntider etrnsidentttoi). He 
thought it right to take the opporUinjtjr which 
that notice gave him, to disavow, lo the most 
solemn and (JeliberatomaoBer, certaii} plans of 
ParliainciJtary Reform which had latelyaud 
sedulously, without any good motive that he 
could a->i;c'rtain, been ascribed to him. Those 
plans, and all the piatsa of alitnitcd atid brmnd- 
crl nature of reform, of which only be wassaid 
to he disposed to be the advocate,, he begged 
now fully to say, were not his but quite the 
contrary. At the time bo fu^erly aiiuded to 
the subject, he haddi$liuclly|j|aicd when they 
were said to be in coiitemplattoa, that they 
iiad hh assent, but he qualibed that assent by 
declaring that he locked t«'them merely us 
part and parcel of that larger and more.$atts- 
f aclor> change in the Representation, wMcb 
liad become so imperatively necessary, in the 
next place, he begged t») deity a report' put 
forth fmm a quarter very q])pasite Jthat of 
the other, namely, that he was disposed to j 
favour that radical suie^m^ kisd of, teforaMi* ' 
tion which hecoiiscientiousTy betkv^ must ul¬ 
timately end in something liltU short of rn*o- 
Intion. On the contrary, hs'. bad .distidejtly 
stated that he intended to bottom hif 'reform 
on the ancient days of the /fSitfstiHtttan of this 
countiy, as exhibited in the j^ttu trf Us repre¬ 
sentative sy.stem. Without entering.iotu de¬ 
tails which he felt would be at that time both 
irreguiar and inconvenient, he would merely 
state, that the whuleof bis plan wouldIvcfoand 
to be one of concilifitiott, 60 as to cooiUne all 
iiifcrests and all opinions in fhvourof a resto¬ 
ration of the Constitution to its state of er^inoil 
purity. He would be found desirous of obtain- 
iiig the consent of all classes and of ail inter- 
est«, and of all opinions —and of all who were 
disposed to go even the shortest way with him 
iu the course which he proposed, and to re¬ 
pulse none who might be willing to admit that 


1 had in cuntempiation. He had only to add, 
I 'vitlunit delainuig the House any longer, that 
he intended to employ the interval lietw'ceu that 
time and t|^e day of his bringing forward iii.s 
niotiou iu cotninuuicaring diligently with all 
those svho iield opinious of dilferent degrees 
ou the s.d^c*t, in order that be might, as far 
as in him Tiy, secure the cO'iipcratiou and 
support of all who were nitcrestcd iu the great 
questions winch it embraced. One woni, 
lurwever, he thought it necessary to ad<i, witli 
respect to the principle of ins measure, and 
that was, to repeat his declaration, that Ids 
object was not revolution, but restoration—to 
restore the state or representation tn tliat state 
in which it ought to l»e, not to change it from 
what it had heeu—to repair, not to pull down. 

Thus, then, the Wlii^s mean to have 
A brush at the Duke ! We shall have 
fine sport, if we can have patience to

KING’S SPEECH. 

Avtkb what we have seen in the 
Lords, nothing of any particular interest 
teook place on tltis subject in the 
Commons; excejtt that a Dunuas 
(who was dressed in military uniform) 
who seconded the Adtlre.-o, let out that 
which the Speech had concealed; 
namely, the KEGRE f of ihn Govern-- 
merit that the Revolution had taken 
placn in France, He said, “ Although

“join, with the majority in regretting 
** the events which arose from that 
Revolution, and the circumstances 
“ wjiich attended it; circumstances, 
“which were calculated to awaken 
“those feelings respecting civil dis- 
** tinctions which it was Jondly hoped 
“ had been allayed for ever, and which 
“were calculated to* prod nee others^ 
“lo dangerous to the tranquillitg of 
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" Europe. (Ilefir, hear!) While he 
“ deplored these events, it was, hov#- 
** ever, a subject of congratulation that 
**thc illustrious person now called to 
** the throne of France, and who was 
^'said to be distinguished by almost 
every grace which adorns humanity, 
“ had declared his dcterniint,tfon to pre> 
serve most faithfully the relations of 
** amity with this country.’* 

Notwithstanding the cry from the 
Opposition, this XHindas was right! 
Not more than four men, if four^ of the 
whole, do not regret the revolution in 
France, whatever may be their profess 
sions to the contrary ! Yes, yes, Dun- 
das, they all “fondly hoped** that the

LirPK will feel himself complimented 
by being represented as an angeF^ 
tAose tcAo RFGRET the JSevofu^'onthat 
made him King of the French, iknow 
not; but, the people pf France ought to 
put the circumstances together fund.the 
conclusion will, at once, stare them id, 
the face. Those who hate aad abhor 
them, praise Zouis-Philippe to the 
skies t Ah.' Dundas, it will not dd! 
It is useless to coax Louis-PhiBppe; 
it is useless for you fw praise him > he 
will not have the power to prevent^ 
demolition of the debt, and the estab-' 
lishing of a republic In France.^/ But, 
Dundas,' what a blow does praiM 
give to hereditarg right / ‘ If a maii, 
who puts himself on the throne of the 
legitimate king, or takes ft at the tv- 
guest of the people} if such a mdn, so 
seated, be '‘distinguished hy almost 
every grace that aaorm huinanitg” it 
can be no such very wicked thing to get:

Mr. Hums la\d well on upon the 
speech, and promised it a renewed 
attack the next day. Mr. CCoI^neli. 
defended, very ably, his conduct in the 
affair of the Union. Mr. Hodobs 
(member for KSnt) said, that reform of 
Parliament was the remedy. But 
no facts transpired, and there were no 
statements made, of uaj interest, beyond 
those made in the other House; but I 
cannot rfffrainrfrom inserting a passage 
in Mr. b'ConnelL’s speech, which was 
heard throughout with the greatest at- 
tentim. 

It would lead ms far a*ncld tu debate 
oow the questfoQ of the Unioubut let me 
ask any man what ^ood did it ever do to niy 
unfortunate country ? I have put tU's question 
a thousand thnes. Yon answer,-.-It has acce¬ 
lerated Catholic Emancipation. 1 deny it; it 
postponed it. Five acts of eniancipatiou were 
passed in Ireland in twelve years, and then 
came the Union in seven years afterwards, 
lest the mreasure should be ultimately carrietl. 
It was Indeed tardily cboeeded by Great Brl- 
tsun, when those who long opposed it suddenly 
turned round, deserted their ancient adhe* 
rented and eteiined the'merit of liberality for 
what was extort»l from their fear. Does any 
man who bears me know how the Union was. 
brought about ?—that it was avowed in the 
Irisli PsHiameM that a rebellion had been 
fbstered for the purpose, and that it cost the 
fOverament i||0(l,<K)0f. to buy over the Oppo- 
iltioii'.. In' BOc^t, it may be safely said that 
all other irruptions were pure and honest 
impared with the gross, bare-faced corrup¬ 
tion which* accomplished the Irish Union, 
Gavaiiy and infantry were .employed to pre¬ 
vent public meetings} and if a design of the 
kindatClonmell him been persevered in for one 
'momeut longer, the streets would have flowed 
with -the blo^ of the Protestant gentry. What 
advantage has Ireland derived from the Union 't 
Nothing but disadvantage. The rental of Ire¬ 
land ought to be twelve milUuus, and no les.4 
.than live millions of that sum were remitted 
to absentees. The productive taxation of Ire¬ 
land bos been dtminished since the Union to 
the extent of Uuee millions; although the po¬ 
pulation has more than doubled, the consump¬ 
tion of tea, wine, and sugar, has decreased. 
In abort, ^ere is not a single piece of evi- 
4eno«^’uer|.yed' from the state of the revenue 
which does not prove that Ireland has been 
grievously injurea by the Union. 

Upon this subject I agree perfectly 
With Mr. O’Connell, and always have. 
His opponents forget, that the Union is 
one of the causes of the fires in Kent. 
The Union drives the poor Irisli hither; 
and, how many stacks and barns have 
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been consumed, because the owners 
had employed Irish labourers! The 
Union, by drawing aw.iy the resources 
of Ireland, has greatly assisted to im> 
{)overisli that country. It has left it 
without proprietors wht> feel an interest 
ill the fate of the people; and, in a 
thousand ways, it has done harm to 
England at the same time*

king and ^ueen of England did, until 
the middle of she reign of George HI., 
and. until tlie commencement of the 
war agaiflst the republicans of France. 

-tA “right to petition the King*' 
n^evmeened, and does not now mean, a 
right^-to send clr carry a petition to the 
Secretary of ^ate*s Office. It means 
putting a petition into the King's hand;

DOMESTIC AFFAIRS. 

DISTURUANCES 1N^»KENT. 

Mertino of tiir Magistrates in Canter¬ 
bury .—On .Saturday afternoon last, at four 
o’clock, a numerous meetiof of landowners, 
occupiers, and others interested in agriculture, 
took place in a large room of the Corn and 
Hup Exchange, opposite the Rose, fnn, to 
consider means to secure tranquillity Amongst 
the labouring classes, and prevent the destruc 
tion of agricultural property by nightly in¬ 
cendiaries. 

At the hour above stated, at least .100 per¬ 
sons had assembled, and many others were 
prevented entering the room, from the densely 
crowded state of it. 

The Higli Sheriff of the County of Kent 
(EDW'Attn Rice, E'-.q-, of Daoe Court) took 
the Chair, and, after briefly redapltulatingthe 
proceedings at the Sessions House, and read¬ 
ing the resolutions founded upon them, called 
upon those gentlemen who liad any observa¬ 
tions to olFer, to deliver theinselvca of them to 
the meeting. 

The Earl of WiNCHitSF.* said there was no 
one individual who regretted more deeply 
thau himself the aggression of thpse whoj in 
defiance of all law and moral freling, bad 
destroyed ihe property of ihcif neighbuors 
and their employers, under an impression that 
it was the verv source of all the evH and ca¬ 
lamity that afflicted them; he alluded to the 
destruction of threshing-machines; a ctr- 
cnin.stauce, however, so much to be ikplored, 
was hr ijo means equai tu ma^uRuda and 
bhickuess of character to the nightly cmi- 
ilagrations which most of. them .had been 
witness to. Those conRagratipus svereof & 
nature to create alarm in' ihe breasts of evc^ 
one; and, unless Some speedy measure was 
adopted to stop the turpUui^ of the inCefidhi' 
Ties, those sources from which, i|K a igreat 
measure, the subsistence of ffle agvictqtiiral 
population was derived would W;.destroy,ed$ 
iiistead, therefore, of things assummg a better 
aspect, sufferings of more than ordinary mag¬ 
nitude might be culculated upoq.'- There was 
one subject to which he WQulo. call the atten¬ 
tion of the ^meeting > he aliuded W .a state¬ 
ment, invented by the very genius if hyper 
bole, it was this that he had niet a bode of 
labourers, and, through motives'of fear, bad 
given them three sovereigns iu money to get 
quit of their importunities. He had, he Could 
assure the meeting, none of those eiq»ehe»- 
eions which the author of that jieragrsmb 
imagined from the labouring population.' Ife 
did think any inaucAUght to entertain timidity, 
. where prapeiTy and every thiog that was daar 
to him was at stake. Himself, he would risk 


is life to serve Lis country' j indeed, his prior 
conduct testified tlu.t lie was not to be alarm¬ 
ed, unless, perhaps, upon occasions yf more 
than ordinary emergency. The fact was, 
that he met a body of labourers, who applied 
to him to supply them with a few shillings. 
He Mt at the mofnent, that, being a magis¬ 
trate, if he gave them money, it might be 
taken as a seeming encouragement to their 
proceedings; but, upon a little cousideralion, 
and. the appearance of thqmen, those feelings 
which he entertained at first yielded, hr hoped, 
to a more generous spirit, and he handed 
what they required; but nut before he had 
elicited from them a pledge that they would 
return peaceably to their homes, and promise 
not to oifend the laws, and also an assurance 
from a respectable individual (Mr. Harrison) 
that theii'case was a v:.''y hard one, and de¬ 
served commiserathm. The peasantry had 
]<Higbeen visited with distress i tl>ev bad borne 
that distress with exemplary {>ativ.ricc and 
fortitude. They had remained sileur wliiJe 
^eir suiFerlugs bore down upon them with an 
onermis pressure; and aitliough they had now 
shown a,disposition to endeavour to mitigate 
tJielr own couditiuu, as they fallaciously hoped, 
by the breaking of machinery, he had no 
doubt that if they were equitably remunerated 
for their daily toil, they would throw olf 
the garb of animosity, and retinn to that 
state of quietude they'had with much credit 
.<0 lung aud ^a manfully sustained. For 
bis own part be was ready, even to the 
nutting down of his establishment, tu meet 
bis tenantry, in such a way as would 
enable/them to requite the workmen in a 
suitable manncf. Every able-bodied man, 
n^ilUlig to work, emght to be amply paid for his 
Ufbourf and rm other mode, in bis opinion, was 
so welt calcnlatcii to conciliate good order. In 
the mean tiinq the Magistrates had very pro- 
periy .devised a project that would probably 
allay public irritation. Now, if the meetiug 
wouM sanction him in what he was about to 
request it would do, he had. no doubt of its 
good effect. He would shortly take his seat iu 
.me’XfCgulature, where he would have an op- 
purtpni^ of detailing the excesses tliat had 
beetl Cdtumitted, and of asking permission to 
^ittl out thf. yconumry force eg the county to 
. assist'in'qQmjing tlie disturbance. He con¬ 
sidered it ,t|i,e most constitutional oue that

You, who have been readers of the 
Register for three or four-and'twenty 
years, lonst remember, that I never was 
one of those wlio api^laudcd the Duke 
of Wellington, even'jat^h thilitary com* 
.maiidor; tluit I particularly disapproved 
oF many of liis .acts in that capacity, and 
especially of those at Doris, relative to 
MAHSiiAf. Nby, and to the Museums j 
and that I condemned, in terms as severe 
as I thougltt prudent^ the heaping upon 
him such immense sums of the public 
money, so far, in my opinion/heyqhd 
auy possible merit of any human beit»g|f 
to all which I ‘was, as I frequently 
stated, urged, too, by a conviction, in my 
niiud, that, at no distant dfiy, tlleua^on 
would discover, that all the *' victories," 
as they were called, which he had' 
gained, were events to be h^n^nttdla.- 
stcad of being subjects of jqy. 

You remember, my friends, the affair 
of the Serjienline River; you remember 
the roasting of the oxen and sheep in 
1814; you remember the visit of the 
kings and of “ OW Mneher;" you re* 
member the Wfiite Cockade Had that of 
the “ Orange Bovitn you' remember 
the exultations at the news frotri Wa¬ 
terloo; you remember that, when*cvery 
other throat of the-press was stretched 
wide with clamorous joy, from my voice 
was heard no sounds but those of anti¬ 
cipated enibarrassment to the govern¬ 
ment and calamity to the nation. For 
several years the Duke made no conspi¬ 
cuous iigure in public udiiirs; but, the 


jinouient he did, 1 foretold his fate, 
i Every c;ilatnity fond arisen from the 
j heavy burdens that the j.'eople had to 
j bear. I quite sure, that, without a 
I radical refmn in parliament, he had no 
I power to lightcii this burden to auy cou- 
f siderable extent 2 and I had no idea that 
he would'make such reform. I'liere- 
I fore, 1 distinctly bade him look forward 
[ to a total toss 0 / his fkme. 1 did, iit 
fact, expect that he would experience 
much gre.Atcr mortification than 1 ven¬ 
tured to describe j I ex|>ccted, and con* 
fidcntly expected, to see him.comcdown 
very low, and 1 said, in the month of 
June Idat, that if he did not resort to the 
people, he must quit his post, nod that, 
in ^at case, he never would be heard of 
more; but, that which has now befallen. 
him I really never unlieipaled; yet, novu 
(hat it has biippencd, it appears to h<avc 
beeU no more than the natural result of 
the progress of public opinion; so true 
it is, tliat, when the event comes, wc 
see CAUMs that we never saw before. 

The fate of the Duke has in it every 
circumstance to make It mortifying to 
[him, Not only have the loudhuiszaa 
that used to burst forth at bis appeamnee 
been turned into hisses, groan.s and ex¬ 
ecrations; but, the grand occasion, 
which has decided his fate has this sin¬ 
gularity iu it, that, whereas the late 
King was said tq^take thelJake close by 
kis.side to the Guildhall, in order that 
the former might share in the marks of 
popnlarily bestowed on the latter, the 
present King has been aelually pre¬ 
vented from going to that tame Guild¬ 
hall lest his going thither, accompanied 
by the Du|te, should, i» emsegumee of 
popular violence, committed on the Duke, 
lea<i fo tumult, and even to bloodshed! 
And, as if these foots were not sufficient 
to inafk the depth of the fall, comes 
this further circumstance, that, such 
has been the character of the whole 
-prpceeding, that a vast proportion of the 
pubUc impute motives of personal fear, 

' tO^im who has, for twenty years, been 
denominated ^‘a hero,” and who has, 
X 
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for Bixteni jcjirs boon, in both Houses 
of Pal bailie lit, called “the greatest 
“ Caj/taia <>( the age, the eonquernr oj 

Ifnonajiarte, and the twice conqueror 
“ of France.” And now for the histori 
of the last, the signal, proof of this sur¬ 
prising fall. 

Though it is well known to most of 
my English readers, it niay^ he known 
but very imperfectly, if at all, to many 
readers in otlicr countries into which the 
Jlegisicr finds its way, that the chief 
magistrate of Loudon, who is called 
the Loud M.woh, and who fills his 
office for a year and then retires, enters 
on his office on the ninth of Novemhef} 
that this, which is called the Lord 
Mayoh's Day, is a day which, for many 
ages, has been a day of festivity and dis¬ 
play of grandeur in London, the Lord 
Mayor regaling the ttiembers of the 
Corjioration, the twelve Judges, the 
Ministers of State, the foreign Ambas¬ 
sadors, ami other distinguished persons, 
at a dinner, which is served in the most 
magnificent style, in an immense hall, 
called the <ioiDPUAi.D j that, this year* 
the Corporation solicited of the King 
and Queen that they would be graciously 
jjlcascd to honour the feast with their 
presence^ a solicitation to which their 
Majesties readily yielded } that accord¬ 
ingly preparations of the grandest ami 
most sumptuous description were made 
for their reception and entertainment > 
tliat the public exjicctntion bad, by a 
full detail of these splendid preparations, 
been great Ijr ejsoited for about three 
weeks} that jbe Ouildlfail of the City is 
situated at about two miles from Saint 
James’s Palace, from which the King 
and Queen were to go in grand state,; 
accompanied by the Ministers, Judges^ i 
Ambassadors, and all ihipt .was cal-1 
culated to attract the curiosity of the 
idle and the -admiration of the Tool- 
ish and thoughtless; that, to accom-: 
modtUe persons of this description, who! 
could afford the expense, benches had 
been prepared for sitting at the win-1 
dows of ail the houses on both sides of 
tlic streets, from the palace to the! 
Guildiiail, and erections for the same 
purpobc had been made round the greater 
l>art of i)t, Paul’s Church-Yard, while

i the lam])S, devices, transparencies and 
I other preparations for illuminations, 
j were (juite enormous, exceeding, in ex¬ 
pense, perhaps, ten thousand pounds. 

This was the state of the alTair on 
Stiudag, the Tt^i, and so little did the 
city authorities think, on that day, of any 
change in the arrangements, that even 
on Sunday the workmen,were employed 
in constructing gas-works for a grand 
illumination over the ancient city gate¬ 
way, called Temple Bar. What, ilien, 
was the surprise, what the disaiipi.int- 
ment, what the consternatiou, of tin's 
immense mass of people, when they 
saw the announcement contained in the 
letter of the Secretary of State to the 
Lord Mayor, which letter will be found 
under theheadof“DoMESiie AFrAins”!

LETfER III.

Sir, ') 

1. Thk new appointments to the min- 
istrtrdid not apiicar in the Monilcur till 
Wednesday the Srd itu.t, a few hours 
l>efore the meeting of the Chamber of 
Deputies; so that the dnal forma¬ 
tion, or reformation, of the councils of 
the King of the French was procras¬ 
tinated till the last- moment. The 
council had been sitting frequently for 
seven hours together, and all day and 
alt night, as the'time grew nigh, so 
great was the difficulty of settling tlflfe 
reformation, which, however, was be¬ 
come absolutely necessary. The minis¬ 
try is now* composed as follows: 

M. Lafittb, President of the Coun¬ 
cil, and Minister of Finance. 

M. DuFOJfT (de I'Eure), Minister of 
Justice.. 

Marshal G^rabo, Minister of War. 

'HCount SisASTiAKi, Minister of Ma¬ 
rine. 

Marshal Maison, Minister of Fo¬ 
reign Affairs.

^ This is considered, upon the whole, 
ns a sweeping off of the men whose 
principles are obnoxious to t|ic interest 
of the people at large, and who thought 
that-they could arrest the progress of 
the Revolution at merely a change of 
dynasty, without enlarging the right of 
eleciioit, making the press free, or re- 
dpeingthe taxes.

One incident shows clearly how the 
project has caused the change. On 
Tuesday the 19th of October, when 
there hud been no formal disavowal of 
the project, because, probably, the pro¬ 
jectors were ashametl of openly retrac¬ 
ing their steps, it was found necessary 
to stop the exasperation of the people, 
and no less than half-a-dqizen jiro- 
clamations, addresses and appeals, were 
placarded by the diiTereut authorities j 
one of these was a speech of the King 
made on the Monday to the National 
Guard and people assembled at the 
Pulnis Royal, which Was to the effect 
that tiie prosecution would continue, 
and the law for abolishing the pain of 
death be deferred till after the trial j 
but nothing was entirely satisfactory to 
the people except an address from the 
Prefect of the Seine to hi* fellow- 
citizens. The Prefect not only pledged 
himself that justice would take its come, 
but he disapproved of the step which had 
been taken by the yavefhment i so that 
bis sincerity was beyond doubt, and his 
address had the effect of immediately 
tjuieting the people, 1 observed groupsof 
people reading it in hundreds of places; 
and, indeed, they continue to read it, as 
it remains on the walls, to this moment; 
and, 1 have taken notice that com¬ 
paratively few persons read any 6f the 
other placards which 1 haveapokeii of. 

I should think that there is not now 
one inhabitant of Paris, nor, inff^d, of 
any town in France, that t>>es ndiknow 
Its contents. Without further describ¬ 
ing it, ] mink I hud I>eiter.tnina1stte\il 
here, though it is rather long^ and, it 
is to the following effect:

1 declare to you, 
my fellow-citizens, with the greatest 
confidence, that the course of justice has 
not been, ond will not be, suspended j 
the proceedings upon the accusation 
against the former Ministers continue :

Good 
citizens can desire nothing more; and 
the cries for death which are uttered in 
I the streets, in the public places, and the 
placards, are violences done to justice.

itiff a law of the llth of September, 1807, 
reaulitfing the pemionsfor military ter-f 
vires, and, 2: reviviny those pensioot 
which had been ffruntetf, under this law, 
since the Utof Janiiafy, 1823.

Apropos, of the commence¬ 
ment of the new ministiy, and'also of 
the temper, disinterestedness hnd* above, 
all, trisdom of the hereditary peers, they 
passed the first part of the law but re^ 
jjccted t he second.

“ ' From information which baa been re¬ 
cently received, there is reason tq apprehend 
that, notwithstanding the deiroted fuj^Uy and 
affection borne to his Majesty by the clUsens 
of Loudon, advautege would be taken of an 
occasion which must necessarily assemble a 
vast Dumberbf persons by night to create tu¬ 
mult and confusion, and tberehy to endanger 
the properties and the lives of hts Majesty’s 
aubjecis. 

“ ’ it would be a source of deep and lasting’ 
concern to their Majesties, were any calamity 
to occur on the occasion of their visit to the

Tne LoiiP Msvott Elect said, that he ruse 
under feelings of a very painful nature, to 
address the Court. Nobody more deeply la¬ 
mented the unfortunate event of which every 
one spoke than he did, particularly as it was 
supposed that bis conduct had led to that result. 
But the Court should have a full opportunity 
of judging to what, extent he was blaiiieablc, 
as they should have the opportunity of liear- 
ing read the communication which lie had 
thought it expedient to trausiiiit to the Duke 
of Wellingtoa. He bad received letters from 
various quarters, lately on the subject of his 
Majesty’s expected visit. Some of those let¬ 
ters stated that there Would be a most decided 
difference between the reception which await¬ 
ed the King, and that which awaited the Duke 
of WeUiugton—that his Majesty would be re¬ 
ceived with the most ardent expressions of 
loyalty (bear, hear), but that it would be 
far otherwise with the Duke of Wellington. 
(Hear, hear.) Upon the merits of the ques¬ 
tion as to the contrasted treatment, he sliould 
not enter.

Mr. Gailow'av deprecated discussion with 
rloscd doors. He had, he said, listened at¬ 
tentively to the letter, and he regretted miich 
that so injudicious a communication had been 
made by the Lord Mayor Elect. He, how¬ 
ever, could not but say that he believed the 
motive to have been a good one, although the 
suggestions were most unadvisedly and un* 
wivciy made. (Hear, hear.) A certain evil 
had sprung front the rommunichtion, which 
owed Its origin to the Lord Mayor Elect j'but 
it was attributable to misconcepiion Atid mis¬ 
take, to which his Lordship would, no doubt, 
]o«ik back, during his life, with great paiti^ 
(Hear, hear.) They (the Corporation) were 
iridifiicult circumstances, and it r^uiCed the 
exercise of judgment and’ forbearhiice to ex¬ 
tricate them from these difficulties. It was 
their duly to convey to the Executive GoVerni 
ineut their opinions on the .subject of the post- I 
piuu’ineiit of bis Majesty’s visit;-and bej 
thought it would be a good precursor of those j 
opinions if the Lord Mayor Elect waidd tte^ 
hno'vleJge hts regret at having made ^he com-1 
wuiiication wliich the Court hud just heard | 
read. ( \ partial cry of hear.) 

'The Lunn Mayoii Elcit rose under mucU 


apparent agitation. He was, be said, much 
obliged to the gentleinau who had just spoken, 
far the mild niaiiiier in which the accusation 
had been made. The coininuiiicatioii bad 
been sent to his Grace in a mcmient without 
cunsidiratiOHy uud be (the Lord Mayor Elect) 
should ccrtSiuly never cease to regret that he 
had acted so erroneously, (Hear, hear.) He 
assured th^ Court tliat it would operate upou 
him as a c.<^Kiua in his future proceedings, 
which he should take care should never be 
considered as unadvised. It would give him 
the greatest happiness bi adopt the advice just 
teudered to him, but lie wished it to be dis¬ 
tinctly Understood, that it was an error to sup¬ 
pose that he meant to advise the Duke of 
Wellington to come into the City avcompanied 
by the military. His object was merely to in¬ 
duce his Grace to pass guarded through those 
parts o/fAc Metropolis where tin Now Police 
were so unpopular. (Hear, and some expres¬ 
sions of disapprobation.) 

Mr. Dixon, who spoke in such a tone as ta 
be scarcely audible, said, God forbid tba# 
any man should not be able to come to diiitivr 
in the City in safety.^’ (Cheers.) If the Lord 
Mayor Elect had erred in expressing bis 
doubts on the subject, the error was of the 
bead, wot of the heart. (Hear.) 

Mr. ClakeE (of Uishupsgate) said that the 
Court could nut but be of one upuiimi uu tlic 
subject. They deprecated the iuteri'ercuce of 
the Lord Alayor Elevl on suth a^j^^cavion, 
without holdiug a consultation with his 
brother Magistrates (hear, hear); and he 
thought that a Cummittec should be uomi- 
imted, to draw up Resolutions expressive of thn 
feelings of the.uMirt un the subject. 

Aldemiao V^^hlks ruse to defend the 
Magistracy of London from any impuiation 
which might be cast upou it iti the allovums 
made to the safety of his Majesty's person. 
He had most strictly attended to all the de¬ 
tails of the police regulations made for tlie 
occasion; and he most Solemnly deelareif, 
that the arraufemeuts were ;>ciTectly adapted 
to tlie security of th^peace and good order of 
the City. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. EBBNiizea Taylor wished to know 
whether the Court of Aldermen came to any 
resolutiou upon the subject of the commuui- 
catiou made by tlie Lord Mayor Elect ? 

AUtermau HnslTm (the Lord Mayor’s locttm 
tenens) said, that the Court had come to cer¬ 
tain resolutions, which iheTowu Clerk nould 
read.- [Here the llesolutioiis, as they are 
puhlishra, were read, and the Court expressed 
ibeif approbation of them.] 

Mr. Stsvcns did nut see that the Lord 
Afayur Elect’s letter was a matter of such 
leavy accusation. He thought, he had heard 
it spoken of, that it contained a comi.ar.son 
ttf the character of the ciiixeus of Loud-m; 
buthe begged to ask whether the very subject 
of ir was not matter of couniion couver--.a- 
tioti amongst the Meuibws of th.it Cou. 
Whether it was not a matter of (pictlon lluit 
tbe Duke of \Ve’.i;:;gtcm would be treated ^itli 
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respect and Kimlnp-;'’. cries of “No, 

110 ,” niinijk'd with eros of “ HeAr.”) Hv 
s\'as coiiviiiceJ the statement he niuile was 
correct, (No, no, aiidlaugfhter.) He adniittcci 
thi'ii an act »f imprudence had been committed 
by the Lord Mayor Klect, berause he did not 
comvlt hilt brother MngUtraies; but beyond 
that there was noimpiitatiou upon that gentle* 
man. (Cries of “ Hear, hear,’' and murmurs.) 
But there was reason to believe that other 
Members of that VoUrt had taken foeasures tr 
inform tlie Duke of Weltirigtou that it would 
not he advisable in him to attend the bauiiuet, 
(Loud cries of “ No, no," and cheers; aud a 
call for the names of those who had so advised.) 
He should not name those persons, because 
he knew that they were manly cuofigh tc 
make the avowalin thatCoiirt. (Name,uame.,' 
Mr. GAi.towAY said, be rose fa avow tha'i 
he was one of the individuals wlio had said 
that after the extremely injudicious observa 
tiutis of the Duke of Wellington in a debati 
in the House of Lords, they would sign alette 
• U|i, him expressive of their opinion of the uu 
fetuoarable reception whieh his Grnrs wouh 
probably meet. (Hear, bear.) He was not oui 
of those who blamed the Lord Mayor Elect fo 
writing the letter ; he only blamed bis Lord 
ship for iial saying why he wrote it. (Laugh- 
ter, and cries of “ Hear.’*) He wished tiiior 
sucii an occasion, fur the truth, and the whole 
truth; aud if that bad been told witltout re 
serve, there would have been no ground foi 
censure. 

Mr. Leuneit (the leader of thercqiiisitlonists'. 
said that be lamented that it was his duty U 
move a resolution expressive of the sentiitteu' 
of the Court on such au ocjgf^sioB. He ta 
mented that such au uuadw^ and uuau 
j^^oti^^conimtiDicatioa had Wen made, and 
matter ' speak out on so important t 

upontheciti«nso>LF’V«^“"“,^« ** 
the Court of Aldermen. '’2ic 
the Lord Mayor Elect should so far forget 
himself as to pnipose what was calculated to 
produce the most ruinous «»>nsequenccs, and 
to suggest upon so vital a subject without 
consulting Ins brotlier magistrates. (Hear, 
hear, aud expressions of dissent.) The Duk^e 
of Wcllingloii was bound to notice such a 
coinmiinication, coming from such a quarter. 

Mr. TiegNEtt said he had been informed 
that the letter produced was not the ohly 
letter sent to the Duke of Wellington on the 
sul)ject->-^4fff/t member of that Com'thgd also 
written a letter to the Jbuhe, which was cal¬ 
culated to add to the ftieliog upon which his 
yjface had acted, fa advising his hfajesty. 
{Cries of, Name, name.) 

Mr. Charles Pearson at onCe admitted he 
Md wrUten a letter to the Duke on the subject. 
He, hmever, cousidcred iumself bound not to 
state emtents until he sboold receioe his' 
Grace s permission, for which he bad «#Bt; 
when he understood a Court was to be called. 
He then read thepos&riptof the letter, which ■ 
Stated, that iu the event of an answer from ttie^j 
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Duke, the communication should be kept quite 
a secret. • 

, Mr. Bi.eade'i said that the Court could nut 
f come to a Resolution of too loyal a description; 
lie was of opinion that the King migiit come 
iuto the City with all his Ministers, but he 
believed also, that if any Minister were more 
unpopular than another, that Minister was the 
'Duke of /fellington ; if any Minister ever per¬ 
formed an act calculated to throw disrepute 
upon tlio Sbvercign, the Duke was that 
Minister (Hear, bear). 

Mr. Alderman asked whether the commu¬ 
nication received on the subject of the danger 
to the Duke of Wellington by the laird Mayor 
Elect were anonymous or not. (Hear, hear.) 

The Loro Mayor Elect said, that one of 
tVie communications he received was anony¬ 
mous, and signed, “ A Citizen i" one of the 
verbal communications w'as ,<'roiu a Mr.Chris¬ 
tie, of Gray’s Inti-lauc. 

Mr. Tiiornuill xvished to hear hJ. Pear¬ 
son justify the course he had adopted.

lAST WORDS TO LORDS. 

Kensington, \Sth Kovmbtr, 1830. 

Lords, 

It is now about thirty years since I 
began to address you, soihetimes indi¬ 
vidually and sometime.s collectively j 
and it is now time to bring the practice 
to a close. As a branch of the faic- 
maJiers, I may address you a few times 
morcj but never again in any other 
r apacity. My object, now is, not to 
ipfor.It or to^persva le; for 1 now care 
not one straw for j'our ojiinions or your 
actioii.s. 1 have jdied you with fact, 
with argument, with supplication, long 
cnijiigh. 1 have pleaded with you in 
behalf of the suffering and insulted peo- 
]}k>, till furtlicr pleading beciuno dis¬ 
gracefully mean. J have »<^w, there¬ 
fore, merely to put upon record my 
opinions ns to what wilf befall-you in, the 
aid, unless elEcient means of prevention 
be immediately a]tplied} or, in other 
words, to TELL YOUR FORTUMES. 
I do this merely to gratify liay ,own 
feelings and those of my readers; ami 
not at all with either the hope or the 
des re of saving you, to whom 1 oioelto 
good-will, but' a great sum of ill-will-; 
aud if 1 withhold tliat which I owe you, 
the vvitiibolding arises from filings the 
reverse of those of respect. ' 

!l'l)at which you may think of the 
predictions that I am now about io i*at 
upon record, I set no inO;re nceount 
on than I do on what so many mice 
may be thinking of. fiat o.n ray 
intelligent readers I may call to look 
oil the state of the country now; 
to look at every feature in that state; 
and then to say, whether any predic¬ 
tion of mine be not entitled to alten- 
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see that it was their tHfrrest to niuUc 
coumt.n cavs^i,- v\iih the laliourers.agano-t, 
the lauiitni tiers and the parsons ! I io>v 
often have I taid all this? And what 
do we behold now I We Ijave seen 
(last Register, p. 7'^f>) that t}^ labourers 
liave, in two Instances, ordered the 
jmcf-ons to take less Uifte^Jrum the 
farmers, and had declared that the 
landUrrds must take less rent, [n the 
jLondun Morning Chronicle of the ifsth 
instant, we read this : '* Among neatly 
** three hundred farmers assembled at 
Maidftone, to be sw'orn special 
constables, not more than forty could 
he prevailed upon to take the oath, 
*' and of these not more than ten would 
*' act; many declaring openly that they 
“ considered the cause of the rioters as 
“ their oven j that they had repeatedly, 
** but in vain, jjetilioned for a redress 
of tlieir grievances, and that they 
were become indifferent to the result. 
“Some even of those who did their 
utmost to put down the rioters, dis- 
“ approved more o:^^ie manner than 
“ the matter of Iheir demands; and-^ou 
*' may rest assured that all classes who 
do not live uinin the taxes wilt, at 
“ no distant period, mile in telling you 
“ that something must be done, and that 
“ by refusing to listen to tliein, you 
more than risk the safety of the coun- 
“ try.” And in Urn bloody old Times, 
of the I.'Jth, we read; “The risings, 
“ where they occur, are now with the 
“ ostensible view of reducing the tithes 
“ and' taxes, withoitt a diminution of 
which, the men say, their trages can* 
*'■ not be paid. In. short, they , seem 
“ convinced that, in the erwe of the 
“ petty farmers, the latter, are, nearly 
“ as badly off as thems^eS} ajid it is 
“ shrewdly suspected by «or»c, that 
“ these conflagrations are-viewed with 
“ comjmrative itulifferme^ by some of 
“ the farmers, even when they happen 
“ on their own farms ^ the hay and corn 
destroyed may he nominaity theirs, 

“ but they are really the landlord’s, to 
“ whom they arc pledged for arrears of 
“ rent.” How often have I said, that 
things would come precise^ to this 
xUile; and more that, teu times 1 have 
said, that, in ail probability, tlie tbi% 


' would be begun in Sussex or Kent, and 
ItheueC stretch its falal steps through 
; Iliimpshire and Wiltshire! 

I cannot even name this last county 
without shuddering at the thought of 
those stack-yajids which have so often 
been objects of my adiniialiun, and the 
I equal of which no part of this world 
1 has ever beheld. Nor.can I name this 
! fine county without calling to mind my 
} elTorts there to prevent the scenes that 
we now behold. Lords, you may turn 
i up your upper lip, and give your head 
a haughty fling; but tlie ))ublic will 
read with wonder and admiration tliat 
[which I am now about to Iny before 
I them, being the c .inclusion of a .i^poeeh 
I made by me to a large company oj far¬ 
mers, at a dinner at SAMSk.;;ny, on the 
22d of October, 18^2, as reported in the 
Register of the 26th of that same month. 
They had listened to me for an hour, or 
more, with a great deal td’ jiaficuce, 
when I concluded as follow's, in words 
that ought to have been, and, I hope, 
v'erc, engrateu on the luarls of my 
hearers, and that would have been en¬ 
graven ou yours, if the substance had 
been of a sort to admit of it. 

“ Without, this reform, tTcntleUien, be 
“ y«tt assureil tliat no efficient vcdiic - 
“ tions will take place ; and be you also 
“ assured, that without those rcdnclions 
“ you niuet either cease to be fanners

How, upon reading this, the lords 
and parsons and place-hunting lawyers 
and all the tax-eaters will curl up their 
lips and toss uji their heads ! What 
sweet grins it will excite on tlte ’Change, 
at Lloyd’s, and in the hells of StJiunes’s- 
street! In .spite of all this, however, 
to this (if 1 live and have my health 
a few years longer) it will come at last; 
or something a great deal worse to all 
these parties will come. There is riot 
one single village, however recluse, iji 
England, where niy name is not known 
as the frioid, the kind, the disimerest- 
ed, the zealous friend of the woiking 
people, and particularly of the farming 
labourers; and if ever man deserved 
any-lhing, I deserve this character. I 
have written and caused to be publish¬ 
ed, in various forms and under various 
titles, writings in defence of the rights 
of the labourers, writings calling for 
justice and mercy towards llicin, of 
which writings more than three mil^ 
lions of copies have been distributed in 
England, within the last twenty yc.os. 
£ have, on different occasions, address¬ 
ed, iu the vvay of speech, two hundred 
thousand men of property ou the ‘lame 
subject, making it, in point of import¬ 
ance, superior to all others. 1 have 
stated their hard case, I have argued, I 
haw supplicated, in their behalf, with 
ns hmch earnestness as if my own life 
had depended on the result. They all 
know this, they ktmvf, too, how I have 
suffered for these my endeavours ; and 
they i;espec( and conlide in me accord¬ 
ingly, 

; Now, if all Ihis be true, and very few 
naet» ^kat it is uot, what would 

be the natural effect of tlie knowledge 
of. the bare fact of my being the Kitnfs 
Minister? Is it nut possible, at any 
rate, that it would slay this tcrrilic 
plague of the fires ? Every one will 
say, that it is possible ; amt there ought

The fanners present invited them to a con- 
fereuce in the room respecting the object of 
their visit, which turned out to he a deter¬ 
mination on their part, that the Rev. gentie- 
inait should receive but two hutidredpounds 
per annum, aud that tlie farmeis sbouid 
agree to a higher pi'iet for labour. Such 
was the deteriniriattoa on the part of the 
labourers, that the farmers tbuud it prudent 
to comply with their demands. The Rev. 
gentleman went away without any money, 
not choosing to submit to the new laws 
made so unexpectedly. After the fariner.!t 
paying the ineu for their time, they returned 
to tJieir homes in peace. Similar meetings 
are going on in several parishes round here.”

1. In the Chamber of Deputies the 
disposition c>f thcGovernnient was yester¬ 
day announced widi regard to the press. 
A general discii-ssion stood in the order 
of the day, upon a motion of M. Ba- 
voux, for a reduction of the eau- 
tionnemeiit and also of the stamp, which 
is of six centimes, or one sous and one- 
fifih. The subject was viewed in two 
lights by M. de la Boboe, namely, as to 
the. reduction which lowering the stamp 
would make in the revenue, and as to 
the danger, politically, from lowering 
tlie vautionneweut; and he argued that 
the revenue would not be diminished, 
and that the preveiitite effect of the 
dejiosit was not necessary to prevent 
licentiousness, as there was law to 
puni.'jh it. M. Lametii made a most 
violent speech, inveighing against the 
placards which he was in the. daily 
liahit of seeing (I hope he reads them 
and your Letter to Talleyrand amongst 
the number), agnin.st little hand-hills 
which poor people cry about the streets, 
containing extracts from the news¬ 
papers, at one sous each; these hand¬ 
bills are generally perfectly in ordei’,” 


' for the extracts I have seen have almost 
hi ways been taken from the Moniteur-, 
but the extracts are to the point. 1 
saw in one which 1 bought, an account 
of some young men who had been going 
to Spain being detained in Bayonuo, by 
the g!itc:f {joeing shut earlier than usual; 
some young men from the country 
were thus shut in and prevented fiom 
going to their homes in the evening, 
and at last the National Guard, who 
kept g#nrd at the gate.®, were disposed 
to let the friends of liberty in Spain 
have - lilnfrty in France. No such 
thing,’* said the Soils- prefect, who sent 
troops of the line to “relieve'* ti»e Na¬ 
tional Guard *. “ We are not tired yet,” 
said the National Guard j ami an en¬ 
gagement was jiLst going to commence, 
when the Prefect rescinded the ordcr.s 
of the Sous-prefect. While upon thw 
subject let me propose this^wen/; whe¬ 
ther the Sous-prefect will be removed ; 
and also this whether the Consul at 
Barcelona, who i.s a cousin of Bour- 
mont, now commanding Fenliuand’s 
forces, and going to have the oumniatiii 
of his army of 80,000 men, who arc to 
have muskets, powder, uud hall, great¬ 
coats and caps from England; whether 
this Consul will be removed either! 
One more question; but this is on 
principal, not upon fact; 
the taw of nations say upon one nation 
supplying two other nations at the same 
time with munition.^ of war? And how 
is the liberal suppl/ from 

the Tower itself to the King of the 
French consistent with the supply to 
Ferdinand, unless these two kings are 
Upon a good understanding } 

2. M- Lambi’u complained that these 
“miserablea" who cried about the hand* 
bills, and also that all placat dim/, were 
not put down according to law. lie 
said that there were journals also ex¬ 
isting contrary io law, and containing 
the most horrible doctrints, Icadiny Io 
republicanism. He said that it was 
time to have done talking of the iove- 
reignty of the people, and that that 
sovereignty, at any raie existed in their 
represtntatives, to whom, in cluUing 
them, they gave tip their sovereignty ! 
To have made this out, he should show 
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tUst the ilepiiues are the representatives 
of the people, freely chosen. After 
beiiti' cheered exceedingly for all this, 
by the right and centres, that is to say, 
by the )tarts of the House where a ma¬ 
jority sit, he ceased, and the Minister 
of &iarme spoke for the Governnaent. 
He concluded differently from M. de 
luA Buror ; he said that the Govern* 
meat could not afford to relinquish any 
part of its revenue at this moment, and 
that with regard to the cautiomementt 
tl)is must, at any rate, remain in u pro- 
pfjrtiou witii the fines which were in¬ 
flicted by law ; whether the law would 
finally be altered, the Government had 
not yet made up its mind. They are 
ufrRi<i to gioti friigt- for fines and tla- 
.mages or for the bonds to pay them. 
There Is a French maxim, “ Qni cuu- 
iic»eti.e page ” (“ lie that is security 
pays”), and in the case of the press it is 
So iu<iee(U I must observe, h<iwevcr, 
that it is not confined to the press, ns it 
is rather a general custom fur securities 
to be paid down. But then the nr- 
bitrariness of subjecting a newspaper 
to this security, as if the proprietor 
w^em a collector of taxes, and hsul on 
tlw other hand the money of the nation 
in his pocket entrusted to him!

“ The chief of the administrafiou has

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“ animatedl by thi; same pacific spint j 
" she will resi)8ct all existing troatic', 
“ and stipuUtions. Negociations are 
open at this moment; they have not

Secretary wks impa¬ 
tient ; but be had borne ids tasb with great 
patience. (Ho did ho'd up laith his bamU and 
eyes, when the hon. Member for.Callingtuo 
declared his ignorance of the potver of money 
or place, siurebres or taxes, in that House.'

KING’S PRINTER. 

Mr. IIuME moved for papers relative ti 
this most curious affair. Iu the year 17ib), 
Mr, Pitt grantd!d a patent to John Reeves, 
, Robert George Eyre, and Andrew St'ralian, 
j appoiutiug them the King's printers for th 
period of tiiirty years. The chief olijrct ot the 
patent was to secure to John Reeves a sine¬ 
cure of l,500f. a year. Mr. PiU knew at tbe 
tiine that the pruht was ustimaleil at 3,000/. 
a year, and be wished John Reevo'. to be se¬ 
cured in the half of dtat sum for his life, Tiic 
p'lteut comprehended not only IJjbles and 
Prayer-books hut Acts of Parliament, and 
iiiatiy other things relating to that and the 
other House, lii IbR) a Commiitec, of which 
the hou. Member ‘‘or DorsetsWre was Chair- 
uiau, sat to inquire inU this patent, and they 
then made a report which was intended to b.: 
a guide to future Goyerumen^s, He com- 
platued that the Governtneuts had not acted 
upon the recQinmciidattou of iliat (Juininitti'e. 
He had teld them that John Reeves had been 
secured in the possession oT half the profits of 
the.patent, and iu the year 1807 person 
hied a bill iu Chancery, calling otrlhe others 
for a discovery of the profits. In tiiat bill he 
alleged that the income amounted to .'if!,000/. 
aud that the net profits were 13,000/. a year. 
With respect to the hon. Member who was 
now connected with the uflice uf King’s 
printer, he would not say that that hon.iMviii- 
oef had always voted for the Goverumeut in 
ioteseiiueHce of that apf>oiHtment, as he was not 
then preseut m the House (hear, hear, hear, 
from Afr. Spottisivoode) ; but he would say, 
that he never kiiew tlie iiiitancc in which 
, that hon. Alember hud voted against tiie 
Government. 

Mr, SfOTTfbWooDE contended that the 
charges of tbe King’s printers would not be 
foam untemonable. He begged to know o i 
what ground the hon. Memi>er fur Middlesex 
had dared to assert that he (Mr. Spottiswoode) 
entered into a eom/»act with Goverttmeut 
that, he .should always vute iu their favour. 
Helisd entered Into no such compact; he ile- 
died tbe clMIrge; and if tbe hou. .Member 
would not retract it he should throw it hack 
in his.teetb. It did »ot follow, because he 
differed from the hun, Afember for Middlesex, 
tbnt he (Mr. SpoUiswoode) must, of course, 
lie irrupt.' lie h.ad not the slightest objec¬ 
tion to the pruducllou of the patent, or of the 
aceo^nts;, and hq-chalk'iigcd inquiry of every 
kind. He doubted, however, whether the Rill 
and answer ill Chancery coutd be properly la d 
upon the table. 

Mr. HtlMB rema-ked that the hon. Member 
(Mr. Spotliswoode) had thrown at him what 
he (Mr- Hume) bad never east in the first 
instance. Although there was no compact, it 
wai constantly found that the King's printer 
had voted with Government. 

The Ch AttcetLoa of the Exchesuek added. 
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that what bad rouse.I the hun. Member'^ in- 
di'^iiatMii waa the notion that he was unUer 9 
toinpaet to vote for lliinster?. 

Sporiis’.yooiiE «aiil that a? he had uu- 
dei'vtoml the cUui'^e, he t'utild nut help dis* 
claiming it. 

Tlte true history o? tMs alhiir is this: 
Pitt (/<tvc the King’s Prititcrship to Mr. 
Reeves, in 1799, for thirty yencs, as a 
reward for bis services as Chairman of 
the “ Loval AsSuciatiu.n against Re¬ 
publicans and Revellers 3” tjuit is to say, 
an association for preventing parlia¬ 
mentary reform, hy the means of pub¬ 
lications, spies, and the like. The pa¬ 
tent was given to Reeves only \ but 
“ Hypocrisy personified" nnd two others 
of the same crew, beset Pitt, and made 
him divide the thing between Reeves, 
Kyre, and Struhan. Reeves made a 
contract with the others, to give up his 
share for 3,0<X)/. a year 3 but, finding, 
that he had been deceived as to the 
worth.^pf tlte thing, he filed a Bill in 
C'hanccry to set aside the contract; but, 
the ]>nrtie3 then agreed to ^ive him 
4,500/. a year, and thereupon the Bill 
was withdrawn. This he continued to 
receive for thirty years 3 so'that he 
got, from this source alone, 135,000f< 
sterling! And this is the way pur 
money goe.s, and this is the cause of 
nil the calamities of the country! 
Reeves did no business for tliis of any 
sort 3 lie employed no capital; what he 
got was over and above the usual profit; 
so that, here were 13,.500/. a vear, 
at the least. SixVECUUE PROFITS; 
and this, in thirty years, amounts 
to 405,000/. sterling! And yet,; the 
Duke of Wellington has, In his ocom- 
mical .arrangements, just renewed, this 
patent / This office has always had a 
member in the' House, during the last 
thirty years ! And, is this system to 
continued Oh, no! but for a very little 
while longer; 

WIOOW.S’ PENSIONS. 

Mr. llcMR moved for a Copy of tlte Regu¬ 
lations HOW in force for gi'antiujr PetisiuHS and 
Allowances to Widows of Officers in tho Army 
and Navy, and Ordnance ; to Clerks in Public 
Offices, &c., ill the United Kingdom, lie 
observed that he wished to bring the priuc'mie 
of gianling pensions lieforc the House; for, 
as lar as his upiitiou went, be was iiuitc ready * 


to agree to a resolution, that from this day no 
,naw pi iuiori sliiuild be granted. He did not 
wdsli tbe hw to be retrospective ; and he 
was willing, if necessary, that the pay of 
offiensshouM be ruined. As matters now stood, 
extravagance vvas eucour.iged by the exjiecta- 
tioii of a pension. He took this oi'|vortui>!ty 
of stating, that until /Aw vice were taken 
out of the Poor Jmivs, the country wuulil 
never have % fto.'d independent peasantry ; and 
he coutrasteit the situation of the peas 'uitry of 
Rnglaud ‘utU th;it of tbe peasantry of Scot¬ 
land,'where, however, much distress was nre- 
yaient. He hujied that the subject would be 
discussed in this session upon a Hew principle. 

Mr. R^rnvitN hoped that the pKnciple of 
not granting pensious to the relics of those 
who bnA faithfully served their country would 
never be sanctioned by tiic House of Com¬ 
mons, and complained that a number of in¬ 
ferior but deseruing clerks hail been turned 
oilt of their offices without penmns. 

Lord P. h. GoW|tK vindicated the manner 
in which the pensions of widows were at 
present regulated, and denied tiiat it led to 
extravagance on the part of officers. His 
predecessors in the situation be now tilled had 
long struggled agrAmt feelings of compassion 
in granting pensions. 

Mr. WsHBURToif said, that if the noble 
Lord really meant to introduce economy in 
bit department, lie must arm himself with 
Sternness to resist appeals to his feelings. All 
the hon. Member for Middlesex wanted was, 
that officers apd mm in the army and navy 
slioola be placed upon the samefooting. 

Mr. Hume addcti, that he objected to grant¬ 
ing n pension to the widow of the rtcA man, 
and'VXclddiug the widow of the poor man; 
thry ought ail to be placed upon the same; 
footing ., 

Yes, they ought to be placed upon the 
satHR footing; that is to say, to have uo 
pensions at aU. Thewjtiow of a labour- 
inf man is more woVti., " nepsion 
than the widow of any soldier or sailor* 
But, this is a part of our cosily system; 
and Mr.' Hume does not ajtpear to see 
that he is, in this way; upholding this 
system. He wants to change the podt- 
laws, 80 as to make a '' bold peasantry ‘ 
Wh^t! is be going to souse himself in 
f/its slough, which has swallowed up so 
many bright legislators ! 'J'ake ofl' the 
taxes, Mr. Home ; but to do this you 
must get rid of the dead-weight, and, 
alas! you are for making it heavier! 
In sltort, yon would keep up the system. 
This 1 see clearly; and your attempts to 
do it will swamp you ig a very short 
time.

What, then, was tiie fear ? ’i'hire 
must bo a rebiiljiori, if the Loid Mayor, with 
that gi’eat foivte, was incapable oi preserv¬ 
ing. tJie peace. The noble Duke was bound 
to take measures, fa iarjuire into the c.-in-cs of 
disaffection in this town, and which were 
being spread in several ji.irts of the eoiuiiry. 
Ho expressed his nstouisiimetd at the indiire- 
reuce with which tlw-ir Lordships had treated 
this ipiportant question. If was guile surpris¬ 
ing'that wfim mattery (f such viomenl c'n'hl 
/if oeeupyiheir attetdion. they had enH\iinied 
nearly an hour in gue-tt/ons about the slare- 
trOde, and radieid or moderate reform. It-' 
-gave credit to the noble Duke for having in¬ 
vestigated the information he received, /or it 
would "have been the height of rnshnesi, not to 
do tO; fiut he thought the noble Duke ought to 
have, Retied the '^jirst moment of coming down 
to that Jfot{ie, and eatling upon ttuir l,Knd- 
ships to C'lkd measures to preserve the peace of 
the caystiy.

That if he bail chosen be 
might have been returned for any of those 
counties was obvious, a$ they had all returned 
candidates standing on the same interest. 
How, then, could the hon. Gentleman who 
had been turned out of the county which lie 
had represented, aomparc himself with him ? 
He (Mr. O'Connell) was aii Irishman repfe- 
seutiiig Ireland. The hon. Geutlcmaa was an 


Irishman representing nothing Irish. He had 
escaped from an Irish county into an English 
rotten horough; and the hon. Geutlcinan ven¬ 
tured to compare hinisell with him (Mr. 
O’Cimncll), an independent representative of 
the Irish people, freely chosen ! This was the 
rancour of a littlewmind ; the ebullition of a 
low nature, envying whut it did not, and could 
not, pos.sess. His constituents might have 
selected an abler ropresentaiive, hut they 
could not select one less liable to be intimi¬ 
dated. He would do that duty to his couiitry 
winch it deserved at his hands. It had been 
wpU said by the Lord Chief Justice of Ire¬ 
land, by Lord Plunkett, that Ireland never 
wrung anything from England but as if it 
were drops uf her heart's blood. With relVr- 
etice to another hon. Gentleman, he would

It Vlas' biuce the Amoriraii war, when 
liiid increased $o inucb, that the con* 
ilitiou of the agricultural labourer was de> 
teriorated, and ho conceived that deterioriition 
had hern nuiiiity caused by two measures of 
liiiatice. These two measures were the duties 
on hops .anil the duties on malt, which bad 
preveiiU'il the poor man front brewing bis own 
hccr, nui! driven liiui ft’iun hU cottage. When 
he l.aii ceased to lie a b.'cwcr he h.ad ceased 
also to he a baker, and tlieii had to go to the 
bhop and the ale*huuse fur alt his food and 
drink. He had lieai'd that the fanners around 
JJaltlc, and that the fariuers iu several piirts 
of Kent, had agreed to give their labourers 
fiftci ii shillings, a week. They had met and 
rLbolved to do this iu Consequence of iuliutl* 
d.itioii. He denbted the efiieacy of the noble 
Earr.s bill, and would recommend the (Sovern- 
ment to come to the help of the poordaws. It 
was a cruel tiling that the property iit land 
was so excessively burdened; and be would 
also ivcoiniueud that the Govcrimient should 
t/rur funded //rojutrfif to sup/itn't the poor. He 
was, on the whole, glad to sec their l.ordshijis 
disposed to take the poor-l^s into consider- 
iitiou, as he was sure, that^iless that were 
done, the agricultural districts would be 
i'liiocd.

A iioMc Duke had said, that the Ministers knew 
nothing about the adininistration of the poor- 
laws J and it was true th ’t they could not well 
know how they were administered in every pa¬ 
rish, when the modes of admiiiisf. .at'ou were so 
exceedingly various. But the variety .*1 these 
modes proved how very difficult it must be to 
find out a general remedy, lie agreed in what 
had been stated respecting the consequences of 
the resort of the supcrabutid.sui unemployed 
Irish to this country ; but there again it was 
extremely difficult to find a rciuedy.

LABOURERS’ WAR. SUSSEX.—On Sat¬ 
urday, property to a considerable amount 
was destroyed by fire on a farm at Dal- 
lington, situated between Battle and 
iJeathneid. The risings of the peasantry 
have continned to increase. Uu Tliuisd.iy 
they Collected in considerable iiombcrs at 
Ma}fleld; and, going from farm to farm, 
they pressed all they came near into their 
ranks.- Remonstrance and entreaty were 
vain j farmers, tradespeople ami labourers, all 
were obliged to congregate and accompany 
the multitude. Ou this occasion they vi.ited 
the Rev. Mr. Kirby, whose tithes, for a por¬ 
tion of that|>ari.->h, amounted to 12001. or I IflO/. 
a-yearl They demanded that he should im~ 
modiatcly reduce them to 400/., and that the 
rest should be remitted to the farniera, to en¬ 
able tbepv to allow tbeir l.ihuurers 2.v. 3d. and 
2s. 6d. t^-day, to which Mr. Kirby consented. 
'I'hey tnen went to tiie house of Thom set, 
bailff to Lord Cairington, wliere a Mr. Read 
-was lodging. Mr. Rcatl hires of bis Lordship 
the other portion of the tithes, amounting to 
700f. a*ycar. They demamled of this gentle¬ 
man that ha should forthwith saddle and bri¬ 
dle hi4-hurse ; which being done, they ordered 
him to mount, which he also complied with.

S, I had iiitonded to make ihis letter 
consist of a description of the system of 
taxation, as the budget is now coining 
forward, anti as this is the most essen-;

The budget, the law of elecliue, trial of.

taking it as a corporeal body, it is first 
reduced to the regimen of Dr. ban- 
grndo and has notiiing to eat; it has the 
benelit of the Doctor^s bleedings, admi¬ 
nistered in the shape of stamps and 
postage; then, if any remaining force 
wliicli may be left in it take a'tiirn not

REPEAL Op THE UNION—Lord Ufo. 
BaftR-SPORO presented a petition rroni Carm-k.- 
beg, praying fora'repeal of the Legislative 
Uiijoti between England und Ireland. 

Mr. O'ConnBLL said, tbat be tiad been in¬ 
structed by his constituents to su->port this 
petition. With tlie pniyer of this pethi fii he 
lieartity concurred. Tliere were facts cou- 
iiecti-d with the town from which it came, that 
well illustrated the 'e*Iects of the Le^^isiativc 
Union. In the year 1810, there were 7,K00 
persniis supporteii in that town by tlie cimrse 
ttooileo 'manufacture alone; while at present 
there were not seven persons maintained by it. 
Tins town was placed in the happiest situation 
for every species of coinraerce.both rytcrnally 
and {(tternally. It was situate upon the i-s> 
tnary at three noble rivers, niid tlte fliicit and 
I richest plain in the world extended from it. 

' Yet it was now in the most miserable state of 
decay, he Would say, decrepitude. He was 
);)ad toaay, that Protestants as well as notnau 
patbolic$,of Carrii-kbcg, bad united lu si^n- 
iugthd'petition; and he trusted they would 
j|pm heivafteriu ail other objects. He was 
of Oj^nida that the repeal of the Union would 
be, at least, as advat)ta|ceons to England as to 
IrfIpiid. It would free England from the bur¬ 
den, of Irish latmurers; which, by dcprcoiaiing 
the value of native labour, was, perliaps, the 

f greatest cause of the disturbances in the Eng- 
ish counties. Complaints were made in that 
House last 3c$sion as to tlm pressure of this 
hurdeu, but they were not repeated this Ses¬ 
sion, for if they were, ho (Mr. O'Connell) 
Would nave at ontx: said that if the moneys of 
Irishmen were spent in Ireland, the income of 
Englaud would not bctacxd for the support of 
Irish labourers, • 

Lord tiROKOR BRRFsroRD said be did not 
concur in the prayer of the petition. He de¬ 
nied that the Uuimi had raustnl the decay ot 
the wuottcia IK .uufdcttire in Carrickbeg. TJie 
tuannracinres had-beeu bad, and although ad- 
iQouishud by their customers, the inaiiurai tur- 
ers continued to supply a Inul article; and in 
consrquenre of this it was that Carrickbeg lost 
its woollen-trade. 

If the mnnufaeturers of Carrickbeg 
didf as Lord Gcoige Beresford very 
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elegantly expresses it, “^continue to sup¬ 
ply a f^ad article,'* why then tlwy de¬ 
serve to suffer j but it is so unlikely. .

petition worthy thebestattentiouuf the House, 
front the high authority of tlie,petitioners 
upon the subject Ui which they direetied tneir 
attention.

Mr. Hi'.nman aim supported the prayer of 
the petition.

Evf rv man iliit cr>iiM p.Msildy be spured was' 
sent ti* the (li«rtirb •<{ liistriciSt and from the ' 
inforinatiuu which be receivetl, he wat enabled 
to state, that wlierever any attempt at resist* 
ance was nude, such resistance proved suc¬ 
cessful. There was uu iustauce wherein per* 
suns refused to si;;a papers bttu$lit to them j 
with the view of prucurin; reductions of rent, I 
or abolition of tithes, in whicl| such relVisal 
did not lead to an itoandonn^ot of tlie de* 
mabd. In every case where a steady refiisal 
was ^Iveu, the disturbers of the public |>eace 
were'dauiited, and noihini; like violence was 
offered { on the ettntrary, they merely retired 
with vague threats of returning on some 
future occasion. It was alleged mot in some 
places there was not a suilicient military or 
local force to suppress disturbances supposing 
the fact tu be so, he roust take leave to State, 
that tliat House was as much responsible fur 
such a state of things as bii Majesty's Go¬ 
vernment, the reduction of the force was 
merely the work of the kgislatiire, not ttf the 
Ouvrrnment, Prom the moment the country 
became disturbed, every one of the metro, 
politan rioHcc that could be spared, Wat sent ( 
and let it be recollected^ that their duty did 
not call upon tlrem to go to the couutry* their 
duty merely required their attendance in 
town; every eivil aid ' Was oiforded, every 
military assistance given, even legal advisen 
were scut down to the local auihunties, 

Mr. Baring considered tlwt at the outset it 
would nut have been difficult to put down the 
spirit of outrage that was now unhappily 
abroad. ^Vhcn it first appeared in Kent, 
there would liave been no great difficulty in 
suppressing it, when it s]Wead to Sussex it 
would have been not so easy to put it down,- 
but still not very difficult; when they spread 
into Hampshire, the difficulty uatunilfy in¬ 
creased; hut now that tliey had reached Wilt¬ 
shire, the matter had become serious indeed; 
and were they to continue for three or four 
days longer, they might prove completely be* 
yond the power of the Goi ernihent to sup¬ 
press. Now, if the executive authority had 
uot sufficient force to lepress disturbances ifl: 
one county, liuw could they he expected to put 
it flown, after it had extended over a dazeu 
counties ? It was iiok, for a |o be 

doubted, that a little eiertibn might- haVe put 
it down at hrst; whereas it was now speadittg 
from county to county, and .from i^trtet ’to 
district, with a rapidity and a ii.rce wMtth thd 
Government might find themselves unable to 
resist,

LOUD BROUGHAM. Upon Mr. 
Rice moving for a new writ of election 
for the County of York, Mr. Brougliatn 
having been made a Peer, 

Ms. Ckoker said, it was impossible to per¬ 
mit that inotum, which, considering all tiie 
circunistanccs connected witli it, was one of 
the most important that had ever lieen nude 
ijykat Htoiise, to pass without making a few 
upon it. It was but one week 
a^ since tlicy had heard in that House the 
eminent individual referre.l to, declare that 
lie could not by any possiliUity f.irni any part 
of that Government, the creation o.' which ho 
knew at the time to he inevitable. ^Jle.ir, 
Keart from the new Opposition.) That dc- 
claraduA w<is a voluntary declaration on the 
part of the hon and learned Gentloinan, who, 
however, not content with having made that 
declaration so p.istttvely and so publicly, re¬ 
peated It voluntarily on the next pulilii- occa¬ 
sion that offiered itself. He had lieard that 
bon.^aud teamed Gentleman assert, that the 
charMib’ of public men was part of the wealth 
of England, If that was true at any time, 
and with respect to any Gentleman, how much 
more true was it at this moment, and with 
respect to the chaiacter of that man who oc¬ 
cupied the stathm described in the alinoit 
sacred ternif of the keeper of the King’s cun- 
sciouce, and who was invested witii the must 
transcendent powers of the State ? If there 
was any man's character that above all other.-, 
required to be clear from shuffiing and iulii- 
gue, it was the character of the Lord lligii 
Chancellor of England. He should thcri.iore 
ffiakouoa|X)logy for calling the attention ot the 
.House to Uiat remoi'kalile declaration to which 
hg bad already ailudeil. He was ready to hc- 
jievetbat it was capable of explanaiion—for 
explanation it certainly did require, did 
mit, Mnderstaud why tilts motion lioll^ bc.-u 
'ma^e yesterday. Was it rcspeclfiillo that 
House, with two notices of motions on tin ir 
OrderTWik-wwas it respectful, he asked, tli.st 
that Houae should not have been iurormed 
that.that emiueut person no lunger ionned 
part-'nf their body? Perhaps it might be 
Said, t^'t an explanation could be aironled to 
thi.s lut niiesthm. Perhaps it was because 
thi patent of .Peerage had uot then been 
Uiad« out. But that was tm excuse—ho 
had occupied the Great Seai^bc occupied 
the place of Lord Keeper, he sat in the 
other bouse of Parliainenr, exercising tiu 
dignity bf that high situaiion, and if, witii 
the breatlileSi haste with which he had taken 
possession of that office, so that even sonic 
tcclinicdl difficulties iu matters of order had 
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fits 


lieen Rct in onUr that ha might Uww 
himscK in his nevi and sidandid character, he 
had alitiost said domino, it would at least have 
been but respectful to that House, that they 
slmuld have been put in pitsscssioii of the cir¬ 
cumstance as aouu as the other House of Par¬ 
liament. 1 state this to show what impres- 
siun has been made on tlA country by this 
matter, and to show that some esfda'natioQ is 
absolutely necessary. The inipresshms made 
on the country were easily ohservahte. By those 
means of cheap and extensive dfflTuSiun of opi¬ 
nion, that opinion could be discovered. The 
lioii. Member then read a par8gra|)h from a 
country newspaper, which appeared after the 
declariitious, the voluntary declarations, made 
by the hou. and learned Gentleman, (llear^ 
hear.) What was the meaning of these 
declarations ? Were they menaces, hi|l be 
been neglected, or worse than uegleet^^liad 
he hreii offered something not worthy his 
talents and station? If they were so, if 
they were intended as a spur, as a stimulus, 
to the lazy gratitude of the. First Lord of 
the Treasury, he asked what couKdeuce 
could he placed iu a' Government which 
vva.i rapahle uf being iufls|giiced by such 
motives ? If these declarations Were not lue- 
Oiices—if they were uttered in sincerity, it 
imported much to the country to knd>v what 
it was that had made so sudden, so decided 
a rhange in the hunourahle and learned Mem¬ 
ber's t>)>iniun. 'Iill it was expl^i^d, tlie 
character uf the noble and leanRra Lord 
would he under a cloud, which it Itehoved 
those who were able to do, if any were able, to 
disperse. 

Sir James Mackiktusii rose—not for tbe 
]>urposc of utfering any explanatiou^ for to 
none was the honourable Member entitled. 
I'hc cburacter of the noble and learned Lord 
did not need vindication in an assembly of 
which he bad so long been the chief ornament 
—of which, indeed, it had uften liceu the high¬ 
est boast and the greatest honour (bat he bad 
been among tbcnumberufilsMeinbers. (Hear, 
hear.) Hu left the eloquence, the Unwearied 
industry, the undoubted abjiity, the welL 
known and well* recollected powers of The 
hoiiuiirahle and learned Gcntlemah to'suswer 
for hw ; and in witat be should say op this 
subf^, be siiuuld but give vent to those feel¬ 
ings which rose within him at tbU—th& Ulost 
extiiivagant speech that bad ever been heiird 
in either House of Parlladient siiicethe very 
first existence ofthat body.(Hear, hear.) The 
honourable Member had said that this HiUtter 
was probably capable of explaiiathm. It was 
so. But that explanation had not been pro¬ 
pel !y renuircil. It had been demanded in a 
violent and disorderly speech—a speech' un¬ 
paralleled in the annals of Parllame.id,^ 
comjio-ed of nothing but violations of the 
ordoi^of that House. He maintained that if 
an) other fit opportunity of asking, for tbe ex¬ 
planation had liccti likely to occur, occasion 
should not novv have been taken to make a 
.speech full of insinuations of a most sti^ious 


kind, coloured, indeed, with a little paltry 
admission at the end of the sentence tliat the 
tpiie fur explanation might come, and that 
explanation iniglii possibly be capable of 
being alfordcil. If the matter was capable of 
explanation, that time wasclioseu In a manner 
to nuke an;f one believe that it had been cx- 
jiressly selected in order to del'y any man mak¬ 
ing it there. From whom could come the 
explanation j From the collcagiicB of the 

noble and learned Lord, not one uf whom was- 
uow present- If tbe hon. Geutlemau thought 
that there circumstances were capable of ex¬ 
planation—if he allowed that tliere were tit 
opportuiiiiies fur demanding it, how came he 
chooswtilis most unlit of all opportunities, 
in the absence uf ail those who could possibly 
have given him the explanation he required- 
He (Sir J. M.) denied that tbe explanatiou 
was doe or could be due under any circniu- 
.stances. Was the House, he would ask, pre¬ 
pared to call for tbe particulars of the lu-goci- 
atioHs between tkeCrowii and the person- who 
now fornird his Majesty's Government (bear) 
—of negociatiotis wbirn must i>eces.sarily be 
secret? Tbe members of the late ministry— 
they who had resigned in ctmscqueiice ol the 
expressed displeasure uf that House--would 
surely not be prepared to make such a cull 
idr cxplanatioa. There might have been cir- 
unmstunces wbu-h, within less thau one week 
after the declaratious referred to, had made 
it ncrcssary for the noble Lord l«» accept 
that eflice, whicii be at fir-st had not cun- 
tcnq'lated undertaking, 'I'he assertion of the 
exivtenee of .that necessity might have been 
made bad any of that noble 1/ird's Colleagues 
been dll tlie House, though the details of it 
could not be given without an actual breach 
of duty. But nobody was there to make siicii 
an assertion, and the time for demanding an 
explanation, seemed so him expressly chosen 
at the very moment when it wuuld he utterly 
impossible to make any xort of explanation. 
Nothing bat a very stnmg case of inipniatioii 
«»n the character of the noble aiul learned 
Lord cobid justify the speech which the hon, 
Meniiier' bad thus, iu vh.dation of all order, 
made re-pecliog him. Tbe words whicli that 
bon. Mcmhcr baa quoted were not those whit ii 
had been uttered by the noble and iedrned 
Lord while a Member of that House. Those 
quotCil hy the hoti. Member were certainly 
not the sanie, nor any thing like the same, 
with the wo«ls, as recorded in the awthorities 
fr<im which tha hon. Member had, with refer¬ 
ence to another matter, been ploa-ed lo make 
his quotations. H« did not believe tliey vvere 
the same as those uttered—lie would swear 
to his own understanding of lliein to he very 
dilFcrent. He was not chUtd on to state wliat 
.was the dclencp of the noble anil Icnnied 
Lord against these imputations of the hon. 
Member; but tiie hon. Member's c<ouhict, 
to>ui.ibt had sbovvn the expeditney of 
strictly observing tbit rule which fmh.iilc 
tlqe words of a Member in*oac debate being 
afterwards quoted against him m another.

shin* iievsi-papcr as authority pir liis state¬ 
ment., and, among the rest, as authority for 
the possip of the rohiitg-room; the third was, 
that not content with his own hn^ch of orders 
he quoicd tiie words of the cditeir of the paper, 
and liis stateiueut of words uttered by an hoq. 
Alcinber in that ituuse; a statement that 
eonld only have been made through a breach 
of the orders of that House. He was the last 
person in that House who would wish to nat- 
row tlie liberty, by the exemsj of which 
the statement of those words had been ob> 
taiin d; but Im dhl object to making use 
of such stuteineut to cast iuiputotlous on the 
character of the Lord ChaiiceHor ot Isnglaud; 
it was a practice that he .uttver knew to have 
been adojited by any man, even eng^ed in 
the. hottest opposition. No cxpiauatioit was 
nercs.,ary to be given; but if it was required, 
and was really incaut to be obtained, the hoii. 
Member ongrit to have waited till the proper 
tiuii' hud come for asking'it, and ought not 
Unis, irregularly and improperly, tu have 
made an attack on tba hrst Magistrate of the 
kingdom on the very day when he was about 
to l)cgiu the discharge of his most important 
duties. (Hear, hear.) 

Now, ny to the matter of his taking 
the office of CltaneeUor, when he hatl, 
only a day or two before, declarctl tliat 
be should not belong to the ministry, it 
is certainly a raind change of purpose; 
but, as we do not know all the secret 
workings and intrigues that were gffihg 
on, we must be slo w lo attribute the bare 
circunistance to a ili.«honest motive;

“ the Hon. Gentleman declared that as

j“ Jieform. He said i have helped, I 
[“have assisted others, hithi'-^o, Imt I 
1“ shall now stand forward as the . /m/n- 
piofit of that came.

PRESENT STATE OF ENGLAM..

Sir, 

You hear of great coiwMjo.'/Vy/j in Lug- 
land, and particularly of the /iVe? ulueh 
are now blazing in itvvniy-si.i i-onn- 
ties out of forty that Enuland contains. 
These fires consimic barn.s and (.ti.cr. 
farm-buildings, and stacks, or rick-, of 
wheat, barley, oats, bc.'ui<5, po!'‘i, iuul 
hay; and sometimes the \tilue of thc.'-e, 
in one single farm-yard, anu)ii[ii.s lo a 
hundred thousaml fiancs or moie. The 
Country working people arc causing 
this destruction, which is spreading into 
every part of England. Von will i>e 
sure that this terrible state of things 
has not taken place without a c.>.i >i. ; 
this cause l^.will e.\plain to you, and in 
that lanation you will see the ukai. 
STATE OF SN'oiyAXD, all the causes of 
her feebleness, and of the slavery and 
misery of her once free untl luippy 
people. 

.. The working people of England were, 
in all former times^ better off, better fed, 
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cloihed and lodgtd, than any other 
\\ofkin^ people in the world. Their, 
rightii and their happiness seem to h«ve 
been the chief object of the laws of 
England in all former times. During 
tiic predominance o(P the Roman Ca* 
thclic religion, the municipal la\v.s so 
far interfered with the property of the 
church as to make it conducive to the 
relief of the imligent. When that re¬ 
ligion was j)ut down, and the property 
of the church grasped by the aristocracy, 
a law was passed to cause provision to 
be made for all indigent persons.- This 
famous law, passed in the ^-Jrd year of 
the reign of Queen EUstitbeth, appointed 
officers for each parish, lo impose a tax 
on land and house, and thus to raise, 
icUhuut any limit, whatever money 
might be wanted for tlie relief and sup¬ 
port of persons unable to provide a suf¬ 
ficiency for tlwmselves. So that there 
can, if this law be duly enforced, ba m 
person in Entjland to suffer for scant. 
This law is called the l^OR-LAW; 
and I beg you to bear ip. mind the 
description that 1 have give^llBf it. 

The working people, especially the 
country working people, lived in the 
liappicsL state that can be uiiagiiied 


tiulil the rchjn of George III. Ills 
war .against our brethren in America, 
which added gteatly to the taxes of the. 
nation, made a great change for the 
worse i«it matle the people poorer than 
they had ever been before, but still they 
lived tolerably well 5 much better thtau 
the worfeiug jieople of any other country 
in Europe. It was the long and ex¬ 
pensive war against tfic republic of 
France that, brought them down to real 
poverty. Before the Arnoricait war 
begaiS, it was a rare thing that any one, 
even amongst‘the aged and the widows, 
had occasion to a))p}y foe aid from the 
poor-tacei} that war made this mark 
of wretchedness less rare: but now the 
rare thing is to know of a working 
man, single or married, wlio is not 
compelled to resort to the poar-to-ri's to 
keep himself from perishing with hun¬ 
ger, That the Debt and Government 
taxes have been the cause, and the sole 
cause, of the misery, is evident from 
the increase of the pooi>taxes having 
kept an exact pace with the increase of 
the Debt and the Government taxes. 
Nothing can controvert this conclusion r 
the facts are undeniable, and the con¬ 
clusion is equally muieniablc.

laudi When taxes are raised to be paid 
to fundholders" they tsreate idle people; 
tHey cauie a constant accumulation of 
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the wealth of a country in few hand^j 
they create monopolies of all sorts j 
they muse Jews and loan jobbers to live 
in palaces j and begf^ar all the Indus'* 
trious jiart of the coniniunity. Taxes, 
however applied, have naturally this 
tendency; but particularly when ap- 
jdied to create vnueris (now • politely 
called “ capi(aliiit$ ”), who‘ quickly 
absorb the whole of the fruits of a 
nation's industry. 

As the w'orking people have gone on 
getting poorer and poorer, thejiw have 
become more and more immoral; and, 
indeed, it has been [iroyed by witnesses 
before the committees of the House of 
Commons, that in innumerable instances 
men have committed crimes fur the 
purpose of getting into jail; because 
the felons in the jails are hetterfed and 
heller clad than the konettt working 
people. As the working people have 
become poor, the laws relating to them 
have been made more and more severe ; 
and the poor-law, that famous law of 
Elizabeth, which was the greatest glory 
«f England for ages, has by degrees 
been so much mutilated and nullified, 
that, at last, it is so far from being a 
protection to the working people, that 
it has, by its perversions, been made 
the means of reducing them to a state 
of wretchedness not to be described. 
The sole food of the greater part of 
them has been, for many years, bread, or 
potatoes, and not half enough of these.

Such, Sir, are the fruits of f.nhlic 
debts and funds! Without tliis vile

brought into this degraded state; but 
as every evil, if not cured from other 
causes, has its cure in its own excc.is, 
so, at last, the cure will assuredly come, 
and it is, indeed, come, and in a manner 
wliich i shall endeavour to dcsc:lijc iu 
my next Letter.

. LETTER in. 

To.the Bd’ior of La IlavoLOTion at 
Paris. 

Lonthtt, \siDte., IP.IO, 

Sir, 

Tsk working people in almost all,if not 
alt, of the coiintiesof England, are,in part 
‘at least, in a stote of commotion; for since 
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tJie date of ray first Letter, the commo¬ 
tion has extended very widely. AH across 
the soutli, from Kent to Cornwall, and 
from Sissex to Lincolnshire, the com¬ 
motion extends. It i^egan by the la¬ 
bourers in Kent entering the buildings 
of tlie great farmers, and breaking their 
thrashinff-machiuet; for, please to ob* 
serve, one effect of hcavif taxation is to 
cause the invc'iUion of mochinerif* The 
farmer or manufacturer is so pressed 
for money by the Government, that he 
resorts to all possible means of 
ike expense of labour ^ and'as machines 
will work cheaper than men, the ma¬ 
chines are preferred. As to the pood 
or evil of machinery, speaking of it 
generallyy there may be some ground 
for dispute; but it is very certain that 
it may be carried to excess} for, supttose 
thattlie land could be ploughed, amt tiie 
corn cut ami carted as well as thrashed 
by machinery, there would be a country 
tcilk crops, but tvifhoKt people. There 
can be no tloubt that our forefathers, 
who “built the cathedrals, have| 

invented spinning-jennies and fflmshing- ^ 
machines, if their minds had been < 
turned, that way 3 but they knew what 
our modern lawgivers seem not to 
know 3 Mhat is to say, that it is men, and 
nut machines, that constitute a nation.^ 
'I’he labourers of England see, at any 
rate, that the thrashing-machines rob 
them of the wages that they ought to 
receive. Tliey, therefore, began by de¬ 
molishing these machines. This was a 
crime 3 the magistrates and jailors wij^re 
ready with punishments 3 soldiers^ well 
fed and uell clothed out of the taxes, 
were ready to shoot or cut down the 
offenders. Unable to resist ^ese tinited 
forces, the labourers re$orted;to thtt use 
of fire, secretly put to the barns and 
stacks of those who bad the tnuebines, 
or whom they deemed the cause of their 
poverty and misery. The mischief and 
the alarm that they have caused by this'' 
means are beyond all calculation. They 
go in bands of from 100 to 1,000 men, 
and summon the farmers to come forth, 
a.id then they demand -that they shall 
agree to pay them such iFiiges as they 
think right; and you will please to pb^ i 
serve, that even the wages that theyj 


j demand are not so high by •onc*tbird as 
tlieir grandfathers received, taking into 
I consideration t/ie taxes that they have 
now 10 pay. 

'J’he Mmers, in their defence, say, 
that they cannot pay the wages that are 
deniandcdj because they have so much 
to pay in rent, in taxes and ni tithes. 
The labourers have, therefore, in many 
instances, gone to the parsons, and 
compelled them to reduce their tithes ; 
and in cone parish, in Sussex, they have 
ordered the collector of the taxes not to 
take the money ont of the parish, as it 
was, they said, wanted there ! These 
proeeetliHgsi wouki have been put an 
end to long ago, had it not been for the 
FIRES, 'I'btt Wilitary force, backed by 
allihe great farmers, the land-owners, 
and - especially by the parsons and the 
innumerable swarms of dews ar>d fiind- 
jobbers and peijsioners and state-de¬ 
pendents, Would long ago have subdued 
these half-starved machine-breakers ; 

No power on earth 
could prevent them, if the millions of 
labourers were resolved to resort to 
them.

This mode or device Is, to collect the per* 
soval mid jiwcenUe tax, to which every 
individual is subject w'ho is io the full 
exercise of his or her rights, in quotas 
or in fixed sum for e icli individual, ac 
cording to the i inie scale for the whole 
kingiloui, ai^l by the inmiediate agent 
of Uie govoritment. Hitherto, the go¬ 
vernment liavc ctnnpnnmhd with the 
ililfcrent departments, which have di¬ 
vided tlie amount of taxation appor¬ 
tioned to them, under the different h-ads 
of funcit)re (land and hnnsc-bix), per¬ 
sonnel et tuohiltdre (personal and move- 
aide or in proportion to the value of 
tiie lodging of ihe jiersoii), doors and 
windows.

** ’J. I'iiat the gentlemen and yeomen pre* 
sent he invited to enrol their names, mid to 
use ilK'ir iiiduenCe with such as may he ah* 
«ciit, to come forward for the purpose of colt* 
stitiiiiiig the troop.” 

Iniiiicdlately on the reading of the last 
Resolution, forty most respectable ycoincu 
enrolled themselves, and assurances were rc- 
ccued that several, who were nu.ivuidahly ai>* 
soul, were in readiness to join. Those who 
kit tlieni*eivei unrq[unt to active service 
enrolled tlicir names as honorary members.

intended. In the ncct niiinl»er of Two* 
j’k^’n'y-Tmasii, which will be published 
on tlie first of January, I will address 
to tfi icorhing people a clear and com¬ 
prehensive account of the origin, the 
object, the just ajgiHcalion, and the 
jnesent unjust application, of the 
tithes j and wlien this shall he before 
the publie, it will be seen that plain 
common-sense, wdthout any book-learn¬ 
ing, and, indeed, that Nature herself, luis 
shown to the labourers, that this part of 
the produce of the earth must in justice 
belong, in part, at least, to them, or, at 
least, to .such of them as are in want; 
nature, in.^itinct, if they were destitute 
of all reasoning facuUic.s, would forbid 
them to regard a tenth part of all the 
l)roduee of the (rarth to belong, of right, 
to one man in each parish, and that 
man neither the owner nor the tiller of 
any p^irt of that same land. 

In the nieanwhilc, however, the par¬ 
sons are reducing their tithes with a 
tfder.ible degree of alacrity ! It seems 
to come ti om (hem like drops of ijlood 
I'nnu the heart; but it coine.s; and it 
imi.st nil come now; or Knghmd will 
never again know even the appearance 
of peace. “ Out of evil comes good.” 
AVc are not, indeed, upon that mere 
micsirn, “ to do evil that good may come 
fiMiu it.” IJut without entering at pre¬ 
sent into the motives of the working 
people, it is UfHt'acstionable that their 
acts have ])ro(lncod good, and groat 
good too. Thay have been always told, 
and they are iftld now, and by the very 
jiat-on that 1 have tiuoted above, lh.it 
their acts of violence, and particularly 
Iho. burnings, can do them no goodf but 
add to their wants, by destroying the 
food that theg would have to eat, Alas ! 
they know better: they know tliat one 
thrashing-machine takes wages fi’om 
ten men j and they also know that theg 
should have none of this food j and that 
potatoes and salt do nbt burn! There¬ 
fore, this argument is not worth a 
straw. Besides, they see and feel that 
the good comes, and comes instantly too, 
Tliey see that they do get some breail, 
in consequence of the destruction of 
jiart of the corn; and white they see 
this, you attempt in vain to persuade 


them, that that whi;*h they have done 
is iVfoitg. And as to one elfeet, tiiut of 
making the parsons reduce their tithe v, 
it is h,ailed as a good by ninety-niue- 
liundredlhs e\en of men of considerable 
pro[icrty ; wliilc there is not a single 
man in the comttry who doe? not eleaVly 
trace f||e rediictiou to the aoU of the 
labourers, and especially to the fircs} 
for i' i.s to the terror of these, and not 
the bo<!ily force, that has prcv.uled. 
To attempt to persuade either farmers 
or Ifthourers, that the tithes do not do 
them tiny harm, is to combat plain com¬ 
mon sense. They tnust know', and they 
do know, that whatever is received by 
the parson is just .so much taken, front 
them, except tlial part w'li;,,h he may 
lay out for ptoductiee labour in the pa¬ 
rish; and that is a mere trillc couqvuctl 
with whflt he gives to the East am 
West Indies, to the wiue-comitrie.“!, to 
the footmen, and to other unprodui ticc 
labourer.x. lu short, the tithe-owners 
take away from the agricultural j)!iri,-,lies 
a tenth part of tlic gro^iS produce, wliicJi 
in this present .state of abuic of liie 
institution, they apply to purposes not 
only not beneficial, but geuer.illy mis¬ 
chievous to the people of tliose ])anshes. 

The accounts front Cambridgcalisro 
sav, that sincethe terribleJires ibiit Imvc 
tikcn place in that county, “ the ma- 
“ gUtrates have met, ami rcsoi-.cd/..t- 
“ mediatelg to make ituptiry ijtto the 
‘‘ actual state and condition of the poor 
“ in every parish of the county.’* Very 
just, very wise; but never so inuih as 
talked a/i^mucli Ic-ss resolved on, until 
the labourers rose, and the Jirvs be gau 
to blaze, 'i'he writer, who emnmends 
this wise resolution of the magistrates, 
observes, that if the inquiry so strongly 
recommended by the Uuke of Ilich- 
mond and Lord Stanhope, last sjtriug, 
had been adopted, tlie.se calamities 
would have been prevented. No; they 
would not. There have been iiupiiry 
lifter inquiry by committee after com- 
ftiUtce; the horrible stale of the la¬ 
bourers has been well known for twenty 
years j and there never has bjcn any 
measure even proposed to better their 
lot. Oh ! no: it is i that ought to have 
had this praise, seventeen years ayo^ 
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and t'vory yi' u’ f‘vc;ry inonlh anil 
almost •’! cty tcc.'/f, siac-* t!mt tmie.

Hut coming now to the SPECIAL

**milU atul benevolent George IV." it 
tvill require a long deal to prove the 
mildness of it, as well as to explain its 
meaning. If the Judges go to put new 
lairs into execution, those deatA-dealing 
laws which were the work of the mild 
reign of < icorgeIV., whose history, when 
I have completed it, will show what im¬ 
pudent liars the eulogists of this reign 
and regency are, it will require a great 
deal. But will these ministers SUED 
BLOOD? That is the question. Will 
they enforce the new laws against the | 
labourers ? Will they shed the blood of 
men made desperate by starvation ? Will 
they shed the hlood of men who saw 
their children dying for want of food ? I 
hope, and I not only hope but believe, 
that they wUl not. ^I'hey arc not a fierce 
crew of hard lawyers, such as we have

perhaps, have strung objectioo^'loit; but till

BEDFORDSHIRE. 

Dahing Riot.-—O il Thursiky, a desperate 
riiot took place in the villagc^f Stotfield, Bed- 
fordthvre. For some days previous, iiidieatiotis 
of the pending gtoriii were discoverable in the 
conduct and declarations of the ta^uring 
classes. On Wednesday evening, they beran 
to assemble, and many of the more peacet&le 
inhabitants were forcibly dragged from their 
beds, and cooijpelled to join the rabble. They 
then jirocecded to^ttie residences of the more 
respectable inhahitapts, demanding an in.' 
crease of wages, &e. They separated for the 
night, oil being luformed that their coin^ 
plaints should Ira attended to in the morning. 
Long before daylight, however, they colleeted 
again, and coiupelied every man and b<^ that 
was willing to work to Joui tbemi 'tbose who' 
proceeded with their horses to plough, &c. 
were forcibly token away, ana tba horses 
turned adiift, About'teu O’clock, when the 
vestry assembled, they deinimded to l^'caenipt 
from the payment of taxes (every hOufe hav¬ 
ing been heretofore in the issessment, and 
the rates of those who were considered inca¬ 
pable, were allowed by the vestry in the over* 
seers’accounts.) They next demanded the dis¬ 
missal of the assistant-overseer { and- they 
then demanded that every maetiahould receive

She took the 
precaution to make two of the men 
sleeft down stairs, and then she thought 
herself perfectly safe. .She had to scold 
these fellows often enough, every one 
must know j but shC feared no danger 
from tluit: reason, common sense, told 
her that she was safe, though men, 
maid and bovs were all utter strangers 
to us.

;oul to this maid, who hml had four 
poimds a year in the country, I gave lev 
ptntnds, and quite littie enough, con- 
.sideriugtlic W'Ork she had to perform; 
Ibr, boaidcs all the rest, .she had a cow 
to milk and butter to make. The men, 
then, cost me bV. (id. a week, and the 
boys 7s. Gd. exclusive of good warm 
lodging, a good lire to sit by, and rau- 
dle-Jight. Not one morsel too wvch, 
and jiot one drop too much had they. 
The poann of bacon and pork sometimes 
beat tiiem. They always had jii'-t what 
tlsey pleased of cabbage and turnips.

always wluit oniotis they chose. Tlie 
pound of uorU and bacon beat them 
iVoquently ; but the mutton and i>oef 
I tried them many timc-s;

beef ^without bone] and they 
ct'curi'd the dish, though they had the 
same fare eveiy day. To be sore ; and 
this is the way that they ought to bd 
kept, and then you can, with a 
good conscience, scohl them, if they be 
nil you can send ltkcn> out in the 
cold } you can make them run and 
jump at your cull, and you can punish 
them for gnive misconduct, and sleep 
fjuielly a/icnvartis. Some of these feU 
lows Ijehiived, while I, was absent, very 
ill. 1 pimisltcd them for it; butj I 
feared no consequences, bccau-^e, upon 
rctk'ction, tlieir consciences would re- 
fltrmn ilum from any malicious act.

W'liat Heeds so jnfernal 
as to endeavour to keep men iiubisstatet 
anti that, U)o, in a limd of abundance ? 
Whaf, i ask, is so horrid, so damnable, 
as this ? The three great scourges of 
(jotl are the iiuord, pestilmce, and fa* 
mine; the last ahvays considered the 
(jreatvst of the three. But (iod has not 
sent famine,' he has sent Abundance; 
and, what, then, must be tiie feelings of 
the honest, hard-working man, when 
he sees himself in a state of famine, in 
the midst of this abundance, find when 
his weary limbs have so often toid him, 
that, under God, he and his fellow la¬ 
bourers are the cause ofthat abundance! 

'J'alk of mis¬ 
chief 1 Talk of Frenchmen coming here 
to set fires ! 

The short and long of the matter is 
this : the tnx-euting and loan-monger- 
ing crew wanted to reduce the English 
to the state of the Irish and the Scutch j 
that is, to live on potatoes, or burgoo, 
and to that state they were ncarhj 
brought.

For twenty years nnd more 
have 1 been }dciuiiiig their cause, be- 
seecliing the men in power to better 
their lot, and foretelling precisely that 
which is now taking place, if that lot 
was not bettered in time.

but that pen has, uo such triumphs to 
boast. No, those have been the cause
